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LAUSANNE, Dec. 16.—The protests of 
American religious organizations ag ainst | 
the proposed expulsion of the Greek} 
Patriarch from Constantinople found an | 
echo today at the Lausanne conference | 
when Ambassador Child informed the | 
other diplomats of the receipt of many | 
messages from the United States de-| 
nouncing the Turkish proposal. 

‘The American delegation,’’ Mr. Child 
gaid, ‘‘ desires to inform the subcommis- 
sion that the proposal to abolish or re-| 
move the institution of the Patriarchate 
from Constantinople has been met by 
vigorous disapproval and protest among 
large bodies of American citizens. 

‘The American delegation wishes to} 
emphasize the view of those whose pro- 
tests we have received, that the Pa- 
triarchate was confirmed by the wis- 
dom, not of foreigners in Turkey, but} 
of Turkey herself, and an intolerable 
injustice will be done if there ts in-| 
gistence upon the abolition of this in- 
stitution. We have adequate evidence 
of this view in telegrams from signa- | 
tories representing large bodies of our | 
population.” 

Mr. Child’s statement is remarkable én | 
that it does not present directly the | 
opiriun of the American Government, | 
but rather transmits sympathetically the 
protests of American private citizens. 
Suen a step is seldom taken in interna- 
tional conferences, where most delega- 
tions content themselves with presenting 
elearly the demands of their Govern- | 
ments. Generally, opinions which the | 
Governments do not put forward entirely 
as their own are kept out of.the official | 
record. 

The opinion held by some Americans 
here is that Mr. Child’s statement rep- | 
resents the opportunist response of the 
American Administration to the senti- 
ments expressed by officials of the Fed- 
erated Council of the Churches of Christ 
in America. No previous statement had | 
been made by the American delegates on 
this matter, which has been under dis- 
cussion for two weeks. 





Turks Ignore Child's Statement. 


Riza Nur Bey, who followed Mr. Child, 
said that Turkey would not recede from | 
her position that the Greek Patriarchate | 
must leave Constantinople. He

“In view of its past political activi- | ° 
ties,’’ he said, ‘‘ the Patriarchate would | 
be unable to adapt itself to the new con- 
ditions we have established, and, there- 
fore, must cease to function in Con- 
stantinople.”’ 

The Greek delegation stated that the | 
Patriarchate was independent of the 
Greek Government, and that the dele- 
gation had no power to sign away its | 
rishts. 

The Turks were then asked if they | 
would refuse to agree to any settlement | 
of the minorities issue which did not | 
expel the Patriarchate, and they replied 
that they would refuse. This brought | 
the retort from the Greeks that if the 
Patriarchate went they would drive the 
Turks from Western Thrace. The Turks 
in their turn declared that if that were 
done the Greeks could not remain in} 
Constantinople. At that point the dis- 
cussion was adjourned. 

The English and Italians have also | 
protested against the removal of the | 
Patriarchate. 

British Refuse to Give Up Mosul. 

After a series of conversations be-/j} 
tween Lord Curzon and Ismet. Pasha, } 
the British made public tonight a mem-| 
@randum sent to the Turks in which 
Lord Curzon reverts to the original} 
British position on the Mosul region, 
namely, that England will not give 
it up.

Europe. 


It was said at the Quai d’Orsay this afternoon that no official 
communication had been received from the American Government 
and that French official circles would await more definite informa- 
tion before commenting upon President Harding’s supposed plans. 

While the dispatches received here dealing with the supposed 
purposes of the Washington Government lacked any sort of definite- 
ness, the impression gathered in French official and inter-allied 


reparations circles from their first examination of the reports was 
that the ideas of the International Bankers’ Committee which met 
last June were being closely followed.

Peddier’s Plea to Withdraw Charge 
Against Truck Driver Refused. 


Crippled for life by a reckless chauf- 
feur, Samuel Stiglitz, 50, of 1,475 Wash- 
ington Avenue, a peddler, surprised the 
Justices of Special Sessions yesterday 
by requesting permission to withdraw 
his complaint against William Crockett 
of 145 West Forty-eighth Street. 

“Why do you want to withdraw the 
charge?’’ asked Justice Edwards. Sti- 
glitz, who recently had come out of a 
hospital and had. come into court on 
crutches, replied: ‘‘ Well, I don’t want 
to send anybody to prison.’’ Justices 
Herrman, Edwards and McInerney or- 
dered the trial to proceed. 

Policemen Zipp and Hawkins testified 
that Crockett was driving a motor 
truck at high speed on May 22 at 113th 
Street and Park Avenue, and that he 
ignored their warnings to slow down. 
Both policemen said they ran to the 
centre of the street with raised hands, 
but the chauffeur swerved the truck 
to one side and drove it into a group 


of ushcart peddlers. Stiglitz was 
knocked down and run over by the for- 
ward wheels of the truck and was 
dragged about 200 feet.

General Suggests Another “Meeting 
of the Waters” for Lake Cham- 
plain Celebration. 


A proposal to make a New York 
Btate waterways celebration part of the 
Lake Ghamplain historical pageant re- 
view, which will take place next Sum- 
mer. has been made by General Edward 
Cc. O’Brien of Plattsburg, who has be- 
gun a movement to interest waterways 
officials and merchants in his plan to 
heve the opening of the Erie and Cham- 
plain canals, which took place on Oct. 
8, 1823, made the occasion for a cen- 
tennial celeBfation on Oct. 8 next year 
@s a part of the lake pageant. 

The Erie Canal, known originally as 
the Great Western Canal or ‘‘ Clinton's 
Ditch,” was opened at the same time 
that the Champlain Canal was connected 
with the Hudson, and barges from Buf- 
falo and Whitehall, at the head of Lake 
Champlain, moved down the canals to 
meet at Albany. The day was celebrated 
es the “meeting of the waters,’ and 
it was a gala day in the State capital. 

The Lake Champlain pageant will be- 
gin on June 10, the l05th anniversary 
ef the founding of Burlington. Vt., and 
Continue unti] Sept. 11, when a statue 
of Admiral Thomas Macdonough at 
Plattsburg will be unvetied. The history 
ef thai section of the country. famous 
for its Revolutionary struggles, will be 
re-enacted by forces of the United States 
a@rmy and navy, and regiments will 
tramp over the old trails used by the 
Continental forces in the Revolution and 
the War of 1812.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—Representa- 


tive Keler of Minnesota does not expect 
to respond to the subpoena of the House 
Judiciary Committee and he does not 
believe the committee has authority to 
force his attendance through such 
means. This attitude on Mr. Keller's 
part was made known today by his at- 
torney, Jackson H. Ralston, and as a 
result the committee decided to wait 
until Monday before deciding what 
course to pursue. It is a question in 
the minds of several of the committee 
whether Mr. Kéler,- as a member of 
Congress, can be subpoenaed, although 
others, including Chairman Volstead, In- 
aist that the power is there. 

Plans to go ahead with an Independ- 
ent inquiry of the accusations against 
Attorney-General Daugherty, regardless 
of whether the Keller impeachment spec- 
fications ever come to the fore again, 
were continued today. Representatives 
Woodruff of Michigan ‘and Johnson of 
South Dakota will be witnesses on Tues- 
day, the last making a formal accep- 
tance this afternoon.

Volstead, Mr. Johnson said that while 
he did not consider the Keller charges 
founded either on fact or law, he had 
himself made allegations touching on 
alleged failure to prosecute war frauds 
and he would be glad to testify on 
these. Alluding directly to the Keller 
charges, Mr. Johnson said: 

“‘ Any one familiar with the rules of 
law, Congressional procedure or the in- 
troduction of evidence who has read the 
specifications and evidence in the case 
of the attempt to impeach the Attorney 
General recognizes the fact that I have 
had nothing to do with drawing these 
charges and have submitted no evi- 
dence.”’ 

Again today Representative Graham of 


Pennsylvania and some other committee 
members demanded that Representative 
Keller be immediately cited to the House 
for contempts, as the Minnesota man 
did not come to the session this morn- 
ing. As on yesterday, Mr. Keller’s name 
was called by the sergeant-at-arms, but 
there was no answer. His counsel, Mr. 
Ralston, then announced: 

have advised Mr. Keller that in 
the fesuance cf a process requiring his 
presence, he being a member.of Con- 
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gress, with the implied threat behind It, 
the committee exceeded its~ constitu- 
tional powers and. that being trur, he 
cannot by any such process be required 
to appear before the committee.’’ 
Chairman Volstead advised the com- 
mittee to ascertain its legal rights be- 
fore going ,ahead with a citation for 
contempt, and finally the matter was 


put off until Monday. 

During the session today the Chair- 
man said he had never said that {us- 
ing by the evidence taken it would be 
impossible. to make a case against Mr, 
Daugherty, but that he had referred 
only to one specification on which he 
considered there was no ground for 
impeachment. Stenographic testimony 
shows that on Wednesday evening, while 
Mr. Volstead did make a reference of 
this kind to a single specification. he 
also said:

PRAISES PRESENT TAX LAW. 


Arthur A. Ballantine Says It Ie 


Favorable to Business. 


ST. LOUIS, Deo. 16.—The present Fed- 
eral tax law is distinctly more favor- 
able to business than any since the war, 
Arthur A. Ballantine of New York as- 


serted here today in an address before 
the convention of the Missouri Bar As- 
sociation. Mr. Ballantine is considered 
an expert on taxation. 

Mr. Ballantine said the report of the 
Secretary of the Treasury submitted t 
Congress last week ‘‘ carried unexpecte 
encouragement for business men,’ and 
endorsed Mr. Mellon's recommendation 
that surtax rates, now reaching 50 per 
cent., be reduced to a maximum of not 
over 25 per eent., which would mean @ 
combined maximum, including normal 
tax of 8 per cent. and the surtax o 
not over 83 per cent. 

“The present Federal tax law is dis- 

tinctly more favorable to business than 
any gince the war,’’ Mr. Ballantine de- 
clared, ‘‘ Incentive for further business 
revival is furnished by limitation of the 
tax on corporation net income to 12% 
per cent. An individual or partnershi 
may incorporate the business withou 
tax HMability by reason of the transfer 
to the corporation. The exchanges of 
securities in the course of corporate re- 
organizations may be effected without 
tax liability. The taxation of gains on 
the sale or exchanges of property for 
| profit for more than two years is limited 
}to 12% per cent. of the gain, provided 
}the tax on the entire income amounts 
|to as much as 1214 per cent. 
| ‘There is no practicable program 
|more favorable to business than the 
jretention of the present law, with its 
(facilitation of business. transactions 
|}combined with material reduction in sur-

The mother and daughter together will 
pay a State inheritance tax of $307,- 
819.74. Included in her share, the daugh- 
ter, receives Phoenix Lodge, valued at 
$45,000. Lebaudy inherited hig estate in 
considerable part from hia mother, Mme. 
Amica Piou Lebaudy. His father war 
Max Lebaudy, ‘‘ sugar king "' of France. 
The estate consists of mining stock in 
South America and various foreign sv- 
curities, most of the estate being in 
French and English securities, 

Lebaudy owned 118,318 shares, valued 
at $50,000, in the Cla Huanchaca de Holl- 
via, said to be the second richest silver 
mine in the world, and 7,000 shares, 
valued at $27,828.22, in the Cla Minera 
de Orure, Bolivia. Lebaudy’s Norwe- 


gian securities were worth $103,809.72, 
and his Danish securities amounted to 
$137,359.04. The French securities were 


| valued at $4,507,576.07, and the Ainglish 
j at $2,383,104.78.

merits of gepression and elevation had 
for many years prevented the railroad 
from doing away with grade crossings. 


The operation, according to tne railroad 
engineers in charge, has established a 
record for speed and continuous work. 

The work has been under the supervi- 
gion of Chief Engineer George J. Ray 
of the Lackawanna system, and in addi- 
tion to the railroad émploeyes four sub- 
contractors have been employed on the 
job, the total number of workers cén- 
tinuously employed varying from 400 
to 600. 


It was necessary for the railroad to 
lay and operate tracks on. McKinley 
Avenue from Main Street, East Orange, 
to Orange during the elevation work, 
and the tracks there will be left for a 
time to allow the contractors to keep 
their equipment in place for the jobs 
that are left to do.

BRUNEN JURY SEES 
SUENE OF MURDER 


Big Crowd Gathers at Window 
Through Which “ Honest 
John” Was Slain. 


STATE PLANS SURPRISES 


Searching Inquiry to Be Made Into 
Mrs. Brunen’s Past—Mohr Named 
In Jall-Breaking Pilot.

MOUNT HOLLY, N. J., Dec. 16.—Ac- 
companied by half a dozen court offi- 
cers and deputy sheriffs the jury in the 
Brunen murder trial here adjourned in a 
bus this morning to the house in River- 
side where ‘‘ Honest John’ Brunen, cir- 
cus owner, was shot and killed by 
Charles M. Powell on the evening of 


preme Court Justice Kalisch yesterday 
when the trial of Mrs. Doris Mohr 
Brunen, widow of the slain man, and 
her brother, Harry C. Mohr, jointly in- 
dicted with Powell for the murder, was 
adjourned until Monday. 

The jurors made a minute inspection 
ef the window through whch Powell, 
according to his testimony three days 
ego, shot and killed Brunen. Then they 
visited the kitchen where the showman 
had been reading a newspaper in a 
rocking chair when slain. Later they 
went over the route which Powell tes- 
tified he took to the Cambridge Station, 
two short blocks from jhe Brunen home, 
after he had kiled ‘“‘ f.onest John.”’ 

Powell had said on the: witness stand 
that Mohr had driven him to Carnbridge 
from Powell's apartment in Camden, on 
the evening of the murder and that} 
Mohr waited at the station while Powell 
did the killing. The station is a little 
box-like affair, with one side stove in. 
Jt is nearer to the Brunen horne than the 
Riverside Station, and Brunen usually 
got on and off trains there when he 
Pe a a ne 


March 10 last. The fourteen-mile trip

Jury Carefully Guarded. 


The court had instructed the guards 
not’ to permit anybody to speak to the 
jurors during the trip or to explain any- 
thing in connection. with the Brunen 
home and the station. A large crowd 
had gathered about the scene of the 
killing before the arrival of the jury 
shortly after 10 o’clock and trailed them 
ever the route to the railroad station. 
Nobody made any attempt to talk to 


the jurors. Assistant Prosecutor Peacock 
followed the jury in an automobile to 
see that there was no interference with 


em. ‘ 

The trial will be resumed on Monday 
morning, when Walter C. Keown, 
counsel for Mrs. Brunen and_ her 
brother, will ask for the dismissal of 
the Indictment against the woman on 
the ground that none of the State’s wit- 
nesses had shown that she was _ con- 
nected with the killing of her husband. 
Mohr will be placed on the witness stand 
as soon as the court rules on the motion. 
If the decision is against Mrs. Brunen, 
Keown announced, she will follow her 
brother on the stand. 

It is known that the prosecution has 
several eurprises in store for the de- 
fense in the event certain witnesses are 
called in behalf of Mrs. Brunen and her 
brother.. Those witnesses will be pressed 
for information which the “prosecution 
refrained from attempting to develop in 
the State’s direct case. 

Should the defense witnesses testify 
along certain lines, it was reported, 
some of the thirty-five State witnesses 
held in abeyance will be placed on the 
stand in rebuttal. Their testimony ts 
expected to put a concluding touch to 
the State’s case. 


Mrs. Brunen Faces Grilling. 


Mrs. Brunen will be subjected to a 
pilitless grilling if she takes the witness 
stand. It was reported several days 


ago that Detective Ellis Parker had accu- 
mulated a mass of tnformation about 


Mrs. Brunen’s life up t6 the timb of her 
arrest and that of her brother, following 
Powell s confession that he did the kill- 
ing. Keown said today the accused 
woman was prepared for a severe cross- 
examination.

Mohr, on trial here with his sister, Mrs. 
Doris Brunen, for the murder of her 
nusband, ‘“‘ Honest John’’ Brunen, was

it was learned here tonight. A close wo- 
man relative of Mohr, two convicted 
murderers and two hold-up men were 
involved in the plot. 


The jail delivery was frustrated

through the accidental uiscovery dy Clif- 
ford Cain, an assistant county detec- 
tive, that a bolt in the cel! door of 
Ernest Mayo, one of the convicted n.ur- 
derers, had been severed. He leaned 
against the door while talking to Mohr 
in the adjoining cell, and it gave way. 
He immeuiately covered Mayo with his 
pistol and raised an alarm. 

County detective Ellis Parker was 
summoned and an investigation revealed 
that Mohr's woman relative who, with 
his sister, had been permitted to call on 
him daily, had smuggled severa] files 
into the prison a few days before. It 
was learned that five prisoners in ad- 
joining cells on the second tier of the 
jail were to effect their escape at 2:30 
o'clock in the morning». The plan was 
to kill Job Collins, one of the night 
keepers, as he was passing Mayo’s cell, 
and with his keys Mayo was to /iberate 
Mohr and two others. 

The authoritles maintained secrecy 
about the plot and were reluctant even 
tonight to admit the details, It was 
learned that they hoped to obtain iInfor- 
mation which would lead to the identity 
of a man and a woman who were to 
have aided in the escape with an auto- 
mobile that night. Officials admitted 
they knew the woman suspected of 
bringing in the files to the jail, and 
that it was not their {ntention to begin 
criminal proceedings against her until 
the trial of Mohr and Mrs. Brunen had 
been disposed of. They intimated that 
at least two of the five men involved 
{n the plot had confessed that Mohr and 


the woman participated in it and told 
of the plan to shoot their way out. 

Charles M. Powell, confessed slayer of 
Brunen, in a cell on the main f.oor, 
was not to be liberated the plotters said. 
Mohr was alleged to have said that he 
would like to take a shot at Powell as 
he and other men were making their 
way to the street. 

The bolt in Mayo’s cell door was be- 
lieved to have been gradually severed 
over a period of several days, while 
Mohr.and the other prisoners on the 
tier engaged in their usual afternoon 
discussions. Keepers in the jail reported 
after the discovery by Detective Cain 
that for several days the conversation 
of Mohr, Mayo and the others had been 
earried on in especially loud tones and 
that the men at intervals of five min- 
utes sang popular songs.

While Magistrate Folwell could not re- 
call all the cases that came before him 
of criminals who had pistol permits from 
Justice Strong, he said that the case of 
Yale was conspicuous. Yale, he said, 
was known to every criminal lawyer, de- 
tective and newspaperman in Brooklyn. 
The man, declared Magistrate Folwell, 
had made every effort through. indirect 
channels to obtain a pistol permit, but 
without success until he applied to Jus- 
tice preps, 

Yale, with Arthur Curfaino, known 
also as ‘“‘ Young Augie,’’ of 101 Fiat; 
bush Avenue, Brooklyn, and Alessandro 
Misasi, also of Brooklyn, were in an 
automobile  crossin the Manhattan 
Bridge when their ainging attracted the 
attention of Detectives Dowd, Dineen 
and Bradley of the automobile squad 
The detectives questioned the men and 
found them supplied -with loaded revolv- 


ers and permits to carry the weapons. | 


They escorted the trio to Brooklyn Police 
Headquarters, where, after the detec- 


tives made sure that the permits were 


fpenuine, the men were released. 


Yale Has Long Record. 


Yale, known also as Nale, according | 
#o the police, was fined $70 in 1910) 
by Magistrate Geismar for disorderly | 
conduct. In 1913 he was sentenced to a | 
year in the penitentiary for disorderly | 
conduct. In 1914 he received a suspend- | 
ed sentence for disorderly conduct. Rob- } 
bery complaints against him were dis- | 


missed in 1916. A larceny charge was 
dismissed in the same year. In 1917 a 
charge of carrying a revolver was dls- 
missed, but Judge Fawcett subsequently 
sentenced him to one year in prison for 
carrying a revolver. In 1912 he was ar- 
rested and dismissed on a homic 
charge. Curfaino, according to l 
records, has been arrested five 

but never convicted. Misasi has 
been arrested several times and never 
convicted. 

When the attention of Justice Strong 
was called to the case of Yale he said 
that he had forgotten the facts, but had 
a dim recollection of Yale having been 
in trouble with the police and of having 
said he had been ‘‘ marked" by the 
police. He was under the impression 
that the police attempted to take Yale's 
— ayer six or seven months ago, 

ut that Judge Gannon would not grant 
the request of the police. 

‘Make this clear,”’ the Judge de- 
clared. ‘‘ Every man seeking a permit 
must be vouched for by a reputable citl- 
zen, and if hig reasons are meritorious 
the law compels the Judge to grant the 
permit. The law is mandatory. It says 
the Judge must grant the permit."’ 


Record Is Inquired Into. 


“Do you ask the applicant if he has 
ever been convicted of a crime?” Justice 
Strong was asked. 

*‘ That is the first thing we ask him,” 
he replied. ‘‘If he says he has never 
been convicted of a crime and if his ex- 
planation of his reason for wanting the 
permit is satisfactory, we then grant the 
permit. By a crime I do not mean any- 
thing like a slight infraction of the traf- 
fic reguiations.’’ 

In view of hig statement Justice Strong 
Was asked how Yale, with a criminal 
record, could have obtained a permit and 
whether he would investigate the cir- 
cumstances in Yale’s case. 

‘**Y do not recall how he got his per- 
mit,” Justice Strong said. “It may be 
that he lied when asked if he had ever 
been convicted, and got away with it 
in that way. But I will say that any time 
the police call my attention to any case 
like this I will make-an investigation 
to find how the man came to have a 
permit. I not only will do it, but it is 
my duty to do it. It is the duty of the 
Police Department to notify me of such 
cases and to give me their proofs wher- 
ever any questions arise as to a man’s 
record 

‘*‘Some six months ago the Police 
Department notified me of two cases 
fn which they wanted pistol permits 
repealed. I set a date for a hearing 
and no police representative appeared. 
It is up to the Police Department to do 
its duty. I certainly will do mine. 

“I have granted no permits since 
March 27, 1922, when the law was 
changed to compel the Judges to col- 
lect 50 cents for the county from every 
one carrying a pistol permit. I took the 
stand that the Court was not a collec- 
tion agency. Before that I granted 
thirty or forty permits a year. Other 
Judges have done the same thing. The 
County Judges have granted more per- 
mits than the Supreme Court Justices. 
In Nassau and Suffolk Counties the 
Judges have granted between 3,000 and 
4,000 pistol permits a year.’’

Miss Fisk Calls on Members to 
Repudiate Efforts to Dis- 
credit Officer. 


Mrs. Willian Cumming Story, Presi- 
qent General of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution from 1913 to 1917, 
Was again nominated for that post yes- 
terday afternoon by Roosevelt Chapter 
of the D. A. R., at a meeting at the 
Waldorf-Astoria. Her nomination was 
made by Miss Mary Elizabeth Fisk, Re- 
gent of the shapter. Mrs. Charles Dodd 
Ward &nd kirs. Burton H. Davey, in 
seconding the nomination of Mrs. Story, 
spoke of her work for the D. A. R. 

Mrs. Story is now one of four candi- 
dates for the Presidency of the D, A. R. 
The other candidates are Mrs. Wallace 
G. Hangar, Washington, D. C., Mrs. 
George Thatcher Guernsey of Inde- 
pendent, Kan., farmer President Gen- 
eral, and Mrs. Anthony Wayne Cook of 
Pittsburgh. The election will be held in 
Washington, D. C., next April. In ac- 
cepting the nomination yesterday after- 
noon, Mrs. Story said: 

‘‘I stand for preparedness as I have 
always stood. I think our country faces 
@ menace mére invidious than any enemy 
without our bounds, and I believe that 
only in the sturdy Americanism which 
our inheritance teaches can we face and 
overcome this danger of radicalism.

It was 
said at the internal revenue offices ‘ 
a large number of payments by checks 
arrived Friday night, but have not yet 
been tabulated. The decrease in collec- 
tions is attributed, in part, to the larger 
exemptions this year for married men.

They found three trays of 
dinner rings which the jeweler said had 
been overlooked by the hold-yp men. 
The petitioning creditors are Bernard 
Vander Linden, with a claim of $2,800; 
Abraham I. Stern, $700, ,and Bernara 
Weisberg, $700. 

At 153 Suffolk Street it was found 
that -Pelkisson had his workshop in the 
ront room of a four-room flat on the 
second floor rear, where he lives with 
his wife and four children. Pelkisson 
explained that when he stepped out for 
a few minutes, leaving the safe un- 
locked, the robbers entered. 

Pelkisson said he was attacked by 
three men upon his return, who bound 
him hand and foot. Pelkisson was un- 
able to furmish the police with a de- 
tailed description, but it answered ure 
he gave of men whom he said ‘looted 
his store last April. According to Mrs. 
Pelkisson, her husband reported then 
that he had beerf robbed of $60,000 worth 
of gems. 

The creditors were surprised recently, 
hey said, when Pelkisson, always a 
careful buyer, suddenly changed his 
method, They said he bought in large 
quantities, and he was indifferent in his 
inspection of the purchases.

Penn State, Pittsburgh and 
W. Va. to Leave This Week 
for Pacific Coast Games. 


Three Hastern elevens, Penn State, 
Pittsburgh and ‘West Virginia, will leave 
this week for the Pacific Coast, where, 
during the holidays, they will meet 
Western foemen in intersectional con- 
tests which, because of the increase in 
rivalry betveen the East and West, 
promise to arouse more enthusias’n than 
ever before. West Virginia will meet 
Gorf¥aga College of Spokane, Wash., at 
San Diego, Christmas Day; on Dec. 30 
Pittsburgh will meet Stanford Univer- 
sity in the new Stanford stadium at Palo 
Alto, and on New Year’s Day the Penn 
State eleven will play the University of 
Southern California at Pasadena. The 
West Virginia squad will set out from 
Morgantown on Tuesday and the others 
will follow later. 

The East vs, West series began in 
1916, when Brown traveled to the Coast 
to meet Washington State. Since then 
a humber of Hastern elevens have treked 
westward, among them being Harvard, 
Penn State, Ohio State and Washington 
and Jefferson. In the matter of vic- 
tories and defeats the Far West has 
somewhat the edge on the teams from 
the Atlantic seaboard. 

Of the teams that will carry the stahd- 
ards of the East, West Virginia, 
coached by Dr. Spears, former wWart- 
mouth mentor, is unbeaten. The West Vir- 
ginians employ as their leading offen- 
sive asset the well-known Spears shift 
which caused considerable comment in 
football circles a few years back. At 
that time many of the coaches con- 
tended that Spears’s attack was illegal 
in that the backs were in motion betore 
the ball was snapped, but the shifé has 
been slowed down now, although its 
effectiveness seems to have been main- 
tained. 

West Virginia’s opponent, Gonzaga, Is 
coached by Gus Lorais, who will be 
remembered as one of the _ greatest 
quarterbacks who ever played on the 
Notre Dame eleven, which has boasted 
of several All-American tei:nbers. The 
team has been beaten only once this 
year, Washington State being the only 
eleven to boast of a victory over the 
Spokane men.

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GERMAN BREEDERS 
HAVE DOG FARM 


Shepherd Club of America 
Watching Foreign Experiments 
With Great Interest. 


Members of the Shepherd Dog Club of 
America are deeply interested in the ex- 
perimental projects which have been un- 
dertaken by the German Shepherd Dog 
Soclety and anticipate important results 
to the benefit of the breed in this coun- 
try, since reciprocal arrangements have 
been made between the two organiza- 
tions by means of which the American 
Club will receive full reports of the ex- 
periments which already are under way. 

The German organization, which has 
450 branches and a membership of 
about 45,000, has bought a farm for 
breeding purposes, at which experiments 
will be carried out in outcrossing, line-| 
breeding and inbreeding. These expert- 
ments will be carried through as far as} 
practicable, covering an indefinite pe-} 
riod, the idea being to determine} 
whether the training qualities of the | 
shepherd dog are inheritable, ar it is be- 
lieved they are. It is also deshkwd to es- 
tablish, if. possible, the causes of the de- 
fects which have appeared in the breed, 
such as short tails and bad dentition. 

All of the results of the German expe- 
riments will become the property of the 
Shepherd Dog Club of America, which 
has underwritten the project for a sub- 
stantial sum. The practical working out 
of the plan already is under way and 
American fanciers expect early and in- 
teresting results. ’

by Dr. Curt Roesebeck, one of the 
greatest authorities of the shepherd dog, 
who officiated as judge at the recent 
specialty show of the Shepherd Dog 
Club.

versity of Pennsylvania for the fiscal 
year which ended on June 30. The state- 
ment shows that the nineteen sports

of 10921-1922. The expenditures were 
$247,757.32. This shows a net profit for 
the operation of these eports of $62,024.63. 
These figures, however, do not include 
such charges as interest on outstanding 
bonds, the sinking fund and other 
charges for the maintenance of Franklin 
Field. When all these are included, the 
profit for the year is shown to be only 
$6,938.56. 

Only two sports earned a profit. These 
were football and baketball. Football 
receipts were $225.058.18, the expendl- 
tures $126.323.70, leaving a net profit 


of $98,734.48. Basketball. did not earn 
as much as the year previous, this being 
que to additional expenses made neces- 
sary by the construction of new stands. 
This indoor sport, however, had receipts 
amounting to $27,281.97 against expendi- 
tures of $20,308.55, leaving a profit of 
$6,978.42. 

As usual, the heaviest loss was sus- 
tained in rowing. This sport, which has 
no receipts, ended with a deficit of $23,- 
203.29. The track and relay accounts 
are lumped. The receipts for the year 
were $24,967.27 and the expenditures 
$36,962.83, The expenditures for the track 
season, Including not only the relay 
carnival, but the trip of the four-mile 
relay team to England in March, were 
$36,962.83. This resulted in a loss of 
$11,995.56 for the track season. 

The Board of Trustees, which collected 
a fee of $20 from all male students who 
were candidates for a degree, this being 
divided between the gymnasium, Hous- 
ston Club and the Athletic Council, 
appropriated $19,000 for athletics. With- 
out this amount the athletic year would 
have resulted in a deficit. The follow- 
ing statement shows receipts, expenses 
and profit or loss, as the case may be 
of nineteen sports: :

Better Grade Coming to Market 
for Christmas Than a Month

CROP NORMAL, PACKERS SAY 


Consumers Advised to Make: Thelr| 
Purchases Late in the Week 
to Get\the Best. 


There will be turkeys enough to supply 
the New York market for Christmas, al- 
though there will be. no aunbdance, It 
Was stated yesterday by August F. 
Grim, Chairman of the Meat Councell of | 
New York, after a meeting at 17 Mast 
Forty-second Street. Quality, he addd, | 
will mark the peak of the year, while | 
prices will be somewhat lower than a 
mohth ago. The council is made up of 
representatives of the wholesale and re- 
tail meat trade. 

“‘Reports which have come to the} 
members of the Meat Council Indicate 
that while there will be no abundance 
of turkeys at the Christmas season, 
there will be more than there were at 
the holiday a month ago, and these will 
be of a somewhat better grade,” he said. 
‘“* This condition is due to the fact that 
the farmers of Minnesota and Missvur, | 
the Dakotas and other States from which | 
New York gets its turkeys did not feel | 
last month that their stock was ready 
for shipping, whereas now it is consid- 
erably fattened. In recent years the 
only Eastern. turkeys which have been | 
coming to New York have been from | 
Maryland, which has a good trade, but 
these, are always few in comparison to 
the Western shipments. The New Eng- 


land district raises-a great many, but 
also consumes them. 

‘*Since many shipments of Western 
turkeys are being made late this year, 
it is not possible to predict with any | 
certainty what the supply of Western 
turkeys will be. ahe ocal supply eon- 
sists almost wholly &t this moment of 
Texas and California turkeys. 

‘“‘In general the New Yorker is going 
to have a fairly comfortable time get- 
ting his turkey this Christmas, and also 
enjoying it. While prices are not so low 
@s to put turkey in the class with other 
foods (and this will probably never be 
the case, due to the hazards in raising 
turkeys) {t is likewise true that, Christ- 
mas prices will be several cants a pound 
lower than at Thanksgiving time. In 
addition to this advantage tie consumer 
will find that he is getting a bird that / 
has been fattened about a month longer | 
than was the Thanksgiving turkey, and 
fs more plump and toothsome on that 
account.’’ 

The following statement was made 
yesterday by W. T. S. White, manager 
of the produce department of Morris &} 
Co., packers: 

‘‘ There is every indication of a nor- 
mal crop of turkeys in the country. 
The farmer apparently has been very 
slow in marketing them for Christmas, | 
trying to get a price about as high as/| 
he received Thanksgiving. Of 
these farmers will market their turkeys 
before Christmas, bit we feel that the 
bulk of their shipments will arrive lute

AVOID LAW'S DELAY, 
LET JUDGE DECIDE 


Parties to Two Actions Before 
Justice Wasservogel Dismiss 
Juries and Accept Findings. 


SAVE MONTH OF TRIAL 


Beth Suits Were for Commissions 
and Involved Accounts Reach- 


ing Into Millions. 


Through the unusual action of Su- 
Preme Court Justice Wasservogel in two 
@ases tried before him during the last 
week with the assent of the parties to 
the actions and their attorneys, a 
‘™month’s time of the court and two juries 
Was saved, and the parties agreed to 
abide by the decision of the court, and 
to make no appeal. When the facts in 
the cases became known yesterday vet- 
eran clerks said they did not remember 
‘when such action had been taken with 
like results, but agreed that the law’s 
delays would disappear in time if 
Judges, attorneys and their clients 
would follow the precedent. 

Justice Wasservogel, who suggested 
the action to relieve the juries of sitting 
for a month during the holiday season

tracts, breach of contracts, sales, can- 
cellations and commissions, said yes- 
terday. 

“I desire to congratulate these at: 
terneys for their’ breadth of spirit. If 
@uch a spirit were displayed more often 
fm these courts the vexing questions of 
the law’s delays would soon be practi- 
cally a thing of the past.” . 

One of the features of the settlement 


was’the fact that until the actions came | 


to trial they were the subject of various 
contested motions in the Supreme Court 
and the Appellate Division, and it was 
mot considered possibile that anything 

ut a verdict by a jury, with subsequent 
@ppeal to the highest courts, would de- 
termine’ them. 


Both cases involved the paymert of | 


commissions, and in each the defendant 
Was represented by Isidor Gainsburg. 
The first action heard was brought by 
Woodhouse & Stoll, silk commission 
merchants, against Paul Gerli, 
well-known silk manufacturer, and {n- 
volved $150,000. Max D. Steuer repre- 
sented the plaintiff. When te first day 
of the trial had been concluded he had 
examined only one witness, with twelve 
to be called, and testimony involving 
millions of dgliars’ worth of business

ONIONS AND AUTHORITY. 


Next after hard-boiled eggs M. CLE- 
MENCEAU made the American public fa- 
miliar with onion soup.

But 
as for interplay of personality for person- 
ality in the works of Mr. LAWRENCE there 
is none. Absolutely none. LAWRENCE'S 
men and women discuss Love and/discuss 
Liberty as if they were looking up those 
words in the Encyclopaedia Britannica 
and reading out what there they found, 
with a profound solemnity and unwinking 
preposterousness. 


Or take Mr. HERGESHEIMER’S “ Cythe- 
rea.” He is an author whose “ artistry ” 
is recognized. None the less, you may be 
bored by that book until the Knicker- 


bocker lady, whose inhibitions melt so | 


suddenly and strangely, swims into your 
ken. Then the springs of humor over- 
flow, and you are contented. In a trans- 
lation of a French story published by an 
international magazine somebody aims 
his revolver at the eye of a mysterious 
person and fires. Whereupon “a hole 
“appeared where there had been an eye 
“and milk spouted forth abundantly, 
“marking a long white course on the 
“dinner jacket which the man wore.” 
Take this piece of blague seriously, and 
you have penetrated the mystery of many 
contemporary novelists, no matter which 
of “the two significant methods in the 
most modern fiction,” as Mr. Murry 
says, they use, “on the one hand, the 
“ presentation of a consciousness; on the 
‘“other, the presentation of the vivid m& 
“ments of a consciousness.” 

The first recipe for a great novelist of 
today is to take the right master, usually 
Russian. DosToEySKY read WALTER 
Scott, if we remember, in his green, un- 
knowing youth, and Victor Hueo and 
GEORGE SAND later. His romantic 
studies didn’t affect his method. His 
genius for infinite pity, his sufferings, 
made the epileptic write those strange 
and powerful books. Sixty years ago 
TURGENEV in “ Fathers and Sons,” with 
its portrait of Bazanrov, the Nihilist, held 
up the mirror to the Russian intellectuals 
of his own generation, and they mis- 
understood and fell upon him. The pres- 
ent day novelists, many of them, set

It is amusing 
to be informed by Mr. Murry that an 
article by Mr. ARNOLD BENNETT in 1912 
revealed to English novelists and critics 
that THomas Harpy “ was the only Eng- 
“lish novelist of a, magnitude remotely 
“comparable with that of the Russians.” 
“The Return of the Native” was pub- 
lished three years before Mr. MuRRY was 
born. Critics and novelists of today are 
not very apt to discover any author not 
French or Russian who was indiscreet 
enough to live before their time. Besides, 
every day a contemporary ‘“ master- 
piece ” is thrust upon us.

Railroads were built with State funds, 
soon to go into bankruptcy. In South 
Carolina “ Hell Hole Swamp,” a _ wild 
tract near Charleston, was bought for 
%20,100 and sold to the State for $120,- 
000. Fortunes were made out of the 
public printing in Louisiana. The trail. 
of graft was over all the public business. 
Legislation in favor of the negroes and | 
humiliating to the whites was common in 
all the States. It was forbidden to call 
an ex-slave a “ nigger,” or even a negro. 
In schools, restaurants and theatres 
equality was ordained. For political 
uses the negroes were taken into ‘the 
“Loyal League ” in such numbers that 
it soon included practically the whole | 
colored population. There were secret | 
mg¢etings as early as 1866; at brush fires | 
in the’ woods, in deserted barns, with | 
passwords and incantations. The blacks 
were encouraged to squat on their old 
masters’ lands and claim title by driv; 
ing in corner pegs. Much stock was 
run off—horses, cattle, hogs. Cotton | 
fields were pillaged, crops of all kinds | 
carried away. The negroes rode rough- 
shod over the whites in localities, defied | 
them, were unmanageable. 

Suddenly there sprang up protective 
circles: (“ Kuklos ”) of whites, the first 
in Tennessee. The name Ku Klux Klan | 
was adopted. Soon there were 40,000 
Klansmen in Tennessee alone. The move- | 
ment spread through all the cotton | 
States. The society was declared to be | 
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and mercy,” Constitution-respecting, law- 
abiding, with charitable objects. But 
idealism did not last long. The “ In- 
visible Empire,” with its Grand Wizard; 
Genii, Dragons, Hydras, Goblins -and 
Furies, degenerated, went from bad to 
worse, and ended by hunting and kill- 
ing negroes, whipping and murdering 
white men and engaging in every de- 
scription of outrage. Horse thieves, bush- 
whackers and outlaws seized upon its 
paraphernalia, robes, masks, signs, pass- 
words, and preyed upon society, against 
which it became “a dangerous and fear- 
ful. conspiracy.” The crimes of the 
“ Klansmen ” included many hundreds of 
murders throughout the South before 
President GRANT intervened with the 
army, and used the Federal Courts to 
punish the malefactors and break up 
the organization. The civil: authorities 
had been helpless. Long before the end 
came the Ku Klux Klan 
fenders among those who formerly 
talked of ‘it approvingly as a legitimate 
protective association, the answer to car- 
petbag Government and the negro 
“Loyal League.” Political and social 
conditions in the country today may be 
disquieting, and the times out -of joint, 
but they do not justify the revival of 
the organization in any form, or even 
the use of its sinister name.

Mr. Harvey J. O'Higgins has just produced 
his second volume of short stories based on 
the psychoanalysis of certain American 
types. These stories are fiction, of course; 
one could wish that Mr. O'Higgins would 
get down to history and turn his well-drilled 
army of symbols and complexes and: imagos 
(or imagines) on’ real Americans. For ex- 
ample—George Washington, having led a 
successful revolution, shrank from sending 
Tories to the headsman's block because the 
cherry-tree episode had implanted in his 
subconscious mind the impression that pain- 
ful consequences followed too free use of the 
axe. We hand this thought to Mr. O’Hig- 
gins. 

Freudianism, however, should be regarded 
not as an interpretation of character but as 
an alibi for character. It is one more in the 
long Hst of religions—Epicureanism, Moham- 
medanism, Calvinism—which try to shift the 
blame to God. The pure and unadulterated 
Calvinist, for example, thought that every- 
thing had been settled before the beginning 
of time. He was elécted or rejécted without 
having anything to say about it. The Freu- 
dian merely dates the process a little later. 
A man’s life is fixed and laid out by things 
that happen long before he reaches the age 
of discretion; complexes acquired before he 
is old enough to go to school relieve him 
of any later responsibility. 


Unless, of course, he goes to a psychiatrist 

and gets his complexes analyzed out of him. 
But anybody who values practical freedom 
of conduct more than theoretical freedom of 
the will can easily dodge the psychiatrist and 
let the symbols and complexes do their worst. 
His conscience is clear. For the worst fea- 
ture of Arminianism is not the doctrine of 
the fall from grace, but the complementary 
doctrine of a fall back into grace. It took 
away the alibi for misconduct offered by 
predestination. Freud has modernized some 
old but attractive dogma. 
German gunmen who tried to kill 
Maximillan Harden got $3.50 for the job, 
with- a promise of $10 more if they suc- 
ceeded. This seems like sweatshop labor, 
but it must be remembered that most citi- 
zens would be glad of a chance to.kill a 
newspaper’ man from a pure sense of public 
duty. 

The ancient Romans used to punish parri- 
cide by sinking the offender in the sea, sewed 
up in a sack with a dog, a rooster, a monkey 
and a snake. These animals were felt to be 
the proper companions for a parricide. If 
this cruel and unusual punishment were re- 
vived In our time, a good many pqblicists 
who don't like criticism would suggest that 
the sack ought to contain a parricide, a dog, 
a rooster, a monkey, a snake aud a newspa- 
per man.

In The Freeman Mr. R. W. Postgate tries 
to represent Professor A. B. Housman as @ 
victim of the industrial- system.

In the mattfgr of the effect on white men 
of living in the tropics there seems to be a 
wide. difference. of opinion, just as there is 
about the Arctic. Stefansson, Noice and 
other practica4, unhysterical men who have 
lived long in the Arctic declare it is by no 
means uncomfortable or unhealthfult no 
more so than Minnesota, Montana or Mani- 
toba.

REVIVAL OF MOHAMMEDANISM. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Are not ‘the Turks destroying the unity of 
the Mohammedan world by setting up a Ca- 
liph of their own?. They make it the more 
noticeable by using-the Turkish language in 
the ceremony in place of the usual Arabic of 
the Koran, which language is reckoned sacred 
by all Mohammedans.

Is it true also that the Caliph, in fleeing 
from Constantinople, took with him Moham- 
med’s mantle? Mohammedans have often 
said to me, in India and elsewhere, that they, 
like so many of the Christian world, are pros- 
tituting their religion to their temporal inter- 
ests, invoking or ignoring it to suit the mo- 
ment. ‘It certainly does not appear that the 
return of the Turk is connected with any 
unifying revival of Mohammedanism, either 
as cause or effect. : ;

THE LATE PROFESSOR DOW. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Professor Arthur Wesley Dow, head of the 
Department of Fine Arts at Teachers, Col- 
lege, Columbia University, who died on Dec. 
13, first introduced the Japanese wood block 
method into the schools of this country. 

While pursuing his work at the Museum of 
Fine Arts in Boston he came in contact with 
Professor Fenollosa, formerly fmperial art 
commissioner to the Japanese Government. 
Professor Fenollosa was at the time lecturer 
on the philosophy and‘ history of art at the 
Boston Museum. Here the philosopher and 
artist worked together. To this association 
Professor Dow attributed his impetus toward 
the revolutionizing of art methods which he 
began in the schools of this country. 

He was also the first to start the 
study of art methods of primitive peoples. 
The Art Department of Teachers Col- 
lege grew under his direction from one 
section of thirty-five students to more than 
Professor Dow’s 
influence upon public school art spread with 
great rapidity, due to the fact that his pupils 
in Teachers College are located in publis

Suggested to Guard 
Against Piracy of Machines 
and Tools Abroad. *

Protection of American machines and 
machine tools against pirating-on the 
part of manufacturers in other parts of 
the world, by obtaining foreign patent 
' rights or by properly registering trade- 
i marks, is strongly urged by W. H. Ras- 
tall, Chief of the Industrial Machinery 
Division of the Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce. Next in import- 
ance to these steps in the way of protec- 
tion, according to Mr. Rastall, is as 
much reticence as possible on the part 
of American machinery manufacturers 
;and salesmen in regard to details of 
manufacturing methods, the kinds of 


materials used, and other matters which 
give foreign machine builders an oppor- 
tunity to turn out virtually similar ma- 
chines and te market them at prices 
under those at which the American 
products are sold. 

Mr. Rastall’'s warning to American 
manufacturers is based at least in part 
'oh the fact that reports describing the 
machinery section of the recent great 
merchandise fair at Leipsic, or more 
| particularly the machine-tool section, 
| tell of a surprisingly large number of 
these tools that were copies of well- 
known American devices that have dem- 
onstrated their merit in service in many 
countries. It does not make much dif- 
ference, he says {n commerce reports, 
whether these copies are made in. Eng- 
land, France, Germany or Switzerland. 
| The essential point is the matter of re- 
producing American articles at reduced 
cost. 

‘* Builders all over-the world copy de- 
signs,'' Mr. Rastall goes on, and 
American machinery. manufacturers are 
warned to protect their interests in these 
matters. Many tricks are used in order 
to secure drawings, but these can be 
| discovered and circumvented. One very 
|/common method is to issue an invitation 
to submit prices, said proposal to be 
taccompanied by detailed working draw- 
ings. In such cases an experienced 
manufacturer will submit outline draw- 
ings, including the principal dimensions, 
but not showing matters in detail. 


| ‘* Boreign manufacturers copy Ameri- 
|ean machinery because it is good, and 
jour own builders can prevent successful 
}copying if they will bear in mind 
jpeculiar disabilities of these foreign 
| shops. One of the most obvious of these 
jis in the selection of material. The 
|} American market is rich in the variety 
jof iron, steel and other building ma- 
lterjals available. No other manufac- 
lturing country has equal suppiles of 
lsteels of varying carbon content or of 
ithe special alloys. The foreign me- 
{chanics cannot distinguish these grades 
iby mere inspection, and usually labora- 
|}tory methods are impracticable. 
j ‘It is therefore suggested that manu- 
facturers be careful not to divulge the 
| specifications of the materials used, the

plied, beyond the merest generalities.

| and that particular care in the selection

ANOTHER ASPECT OF 
RETURN-GOODS EVIL 


Why It. Is Sometimes Not Con- 
sidered Desirable to Put Checks 
on C. O. D. Sales. 


Apropos of the comments recently 
made by department store and specialty | 
shop executives regarding | returns of | 
merchandise by customers—whether they | 
constitute an evil or a business builder | 
and whether they are in effect an im- 
position on the store or a service fea- 
tur®&-opinions were expressed during the 
last week concerning C. O, D.’s. In cer- 
tain quarters sentiment seemed strongly 


in favor of cutting down the number of 
such sales (which, it was contended, are 
great breeders of returns) ~by requiring 
the payment of a fair deposit on all 
such goods sevit out, this deposit pre- 
sumably to be forfeited if the goods are |; 
refused when delivered. In other quar- 
ters, however, vigorous opposition to 
any such #32 was upparent. This op- 
position was voiced very clearly by an 
executive of a prominent store, who 
said: ‘ 

‘While admitting that it costs this 
and other stores a good deal of money 
in the course of a year to have packages 
refused when delivered C. O. D., or to 
have wrong addresses purposely given 
for some unknown reason, many sales 
would be lost annually if such deliv- 
erles were curtailed or a cash deposit 
required on goods sent out in that way. 


Stores that do business on a cash basis 
would be especially affected. 

“The big thing to be remembered is | 
that getting the merchandise into the 
home of the customer is the most vital 
part of the whole sale, no matter on 
what basis they are sold. Once in pos- 
session of the customer they are likely 
to stay sold, whereas if the. customer | 
never gets them, it is obvious that the 
sale has not been completed.

One of the easiest things to do is to 
check. the activities of the chronic or 
excessive returner, and this applies both 
to cash stores and to those that do the 
bulk of their business on charge ac- 
counts."’ 


RAW SILK MARKETS, 


A Little More Activity Reported 
From Yokohama and Canton. 


The Japanese raw silk market contin- 
ued rather quiet during the early part 
of last week. It turned more active to- 
ward the end with prices unchanged on 
the basis of 2,050 yen for Sinshiu No. 1. 
The tendency of the market, however, is 
upward and, according to cables 
ceived bere by A. P. Villa & Brothers, 
Inc., higher prices are anticipated 
the near future. The visible. stock at 
Yokohama is estimated now at 39,000 
bales, which is I$able to decrease stead- 
ily from now on in view of the fact 
;that the filatures have closed. Trans- 
| actions on the last two days of the week 
{alone absorbed 3,000 bales. 

Canton also reports greater activity at 
prices that are so far unchanged on tke 
basis of $7.60 a pound for 14-168 and 
| $7.15 for 20-22s. Reelers, however, are 
very firm as the demand increases. 
Shanghal cables that the market is 
i quiet, and only a small business is being 
done. Unless reelers moderate 
views and are willing to meet the prices 
prevailing at Yokohama, business will 
continue to be quiet. Tussars are a 
trifle easier for late shipment, but not 
for nearby deliveries. 

Italy is unchanged at the last quota- 
tions given. A rising exchange prevents 
American buying, while Europe contin- 
ues to cover immediate wants. In the 
{local market a fairly large demand set 
jin at the end of the week. Manufac- 
turers, attracted by the favorable quota- 
itions. have re-entered the market and

SHIPMENT OF TEXTILES. 


Notable Gain Shown in Them for 
Ten Months of This Year. 


A notable gain in exports of textiles 
from this country for the first ten 
months of this year, as compared with 
the same period last year, is reported 
by the Department of Commercee Up 
to Nov. 1 these exports were valued at 
$642,878,887, or 21.07 per cent. of the 
total exports of the country, compared 
with 14.41 per cent. in 1921. The prin- 
cipal gains were in standard products 
which represent the backbone of the 
American textile industry. 

Cotton and cotton cloths constituted 
the larger bulk of the textile shipments 
from. this country, being valued at 
$599,786,078, the principal increase being 
in the fabrics. Higher price levels and 
unsettled conditions abroad, particularly 
in Germany, tended to reduce taking ‘of 
raw cotton, exports of which show a 
decrease up to Oct. 31 of 537,962 bales, 
with a rise in value, nevertheless, of 
75,929,192, or 18.60 per cent. 

In cotton cloths there was a drop in| 
the exports of gray goods from 188,217,- 
005 square yards for the first ten months 
last year to 154,083,052 square yards for 
the corresponding period this year.

respectively. It was the only cloth group 
to show a decrease. Of bleached cloth 
86,216,249 square yards were exported 
for the period in question this year, 
compared with 68,489,955 square yards 
in 1921. An even bigger gain was made 
in printed cloths, the figures bein 95,- 
678,777 square yards as against 70,640,- 
629 square yards. A _ substantial in- 
crease ‘also took place in.clotns of the 
plece-dyed category, the amounts here 
belng 84,158,528 and 70,691,286 square 
yards respectively. 

In cotton wearing apparel, hosiery ex- 

orts moved upward, there being 3,- 
$41,793 dozen pairs shipped out this 
year, compared with 2,128,741 pairs last 
year. Those of cotton underwear were 
valued at $4,967,541, compared with #2, 
816,169 in 1921. All other cotton knit 
goods amounted to $6,422,218. 

In analyzing the figures of cotton 
cloth exports, the inference is drawn 
from the increase of value over quaniilty 
that there has been a larger export of 
the finer grades and that manufacturers 
in this country are gradually widening 
the field in which they are able to com- 
pete Ppeneng lang 3 with other nations.

But he insists on the dif- 
ferentiating equality, the functional 
freedom, of the great Fathers only 
in order to make clear the principle 
of a new Federalism, a Federalism 
that at first sight would have made 
Washington and Hamilton stare and 
gasp, though in spirit it is identical 
with their own dearest thoughts.

Forty years ago the contact of 
the individual with the Govern- 
ment had its largest expression in 
the Sheriff or the policeman. 
* * * In those happy days the 
Government offered but small. in- 
terference with the economic life 
of the citizen. But with the vast 
development of industry and the 
train of regulating functions of the 
National and Municipal Govern- 
ment that followed from it; with 


the recent vast increase of taxa- 
tion due to the war—the Govern- 
ment has become through its rela- 
tions to economic” life the most 
potent force for maintenance or 
destruction, of our American indi- 
vidualism. 


The arm of this new governing 
function ts the administrative tribu- 
nal. Those who still think, or think 
they think, in eighteenth century 
phrases denounce “ government by 
commission " as the great foe of in- 
dividual liberty. Mr. Hoover thinks 
and speaks in the terms of modern 
actuality. 

The entrance of the Government 
began strongly three decades ago, 
when our industrial organization 
began to move powerfully in the 
direction of consolidation of enter- 
prise. We found in the course of 
this development that equality of 
opportunity and its corollary, in- 
dividual initiative, was being throt- 
tled by the concentration of con- 
trol of industry and service, and 
thus an economic domination of 
groups builded over the nation. 
At this time, particularly, we were

Today business organization is 
moving strongly toward co-opera- 
tion. There are in the co-opera- 
tive great hopes that we can even 
gain in individuality, equality of 
opportunity, and an enlarged field 
for initiative, and at the same time 
reduce many of the great wastes 
of overreckless competition in 
production and distribution. Those 


who either congratulate themselves 
or those who fear that co-opera- 
tion is an advance toward socialism 
need neither rejoice nor worry. 
Co-operation in its current econo- 
mic sense represents the initiative 
of self-interest blended with a 
sense of service, for nobody be- 
longs to a co-operative who is not 
striving to sell his products or 
services for more, or striving to 
buy from others for less, or striv- 
ing to make his income more se- 
cure. * * * This phase of develop- 
ment of our individualism promises 
to become the dominant note of 
its twentieth century expansion. 
But it will thrive only in so far as

SLINGS AND ARROWS. 
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SONNETS OF A PORTRAIT PAINT- 
ER AND OTHER SONNETS. By

HE issuance of a volume of 
verse by an author who has 
already achieved something in 
prose is an event of more 
than passing interest. It was 

not so very long ago that John Dos 

Vassos hurled his “ Three Soldiers ” 

at the public's head, to create no 

mild sensation. In many quarters 

the author was hailed as a new 

luminary risen in the literary sky; 
in others he was berated soundly. 

In turning, for the moment at least, 

to poetry, Dos Passos has chosen to 

wield a lighter pen; but he employs 
an ink which, if less vitriolic, is not 
the less multi-colored. Nor has he 
in his verse departed from those 
qualities which were the strength of 

“Three Soldiers "—virility, passion- 

ate and unyielding realism, and sear- 

ing expression of thought. 

That the poet calls his fledgling 
flight ‘‘ A Pushcart at the Curb” is 
notice that his is a humble muse— 
perhaps too humble. Dos Passos is| 
ever and deeply concerned with the 
importance of little things. But he 
has a discerning eye, and a mind 
capable of making just appraisals. 
He does not confuse the importance 
of little things with things of little 
importance. 

Dos Passos introduces his wares 
with a fragment’ which is a fitting | 
key to the pages that follow: 

My verse is no upholstered 

chariot * * * 

But a pushcart, rather. 

A crasy creaking pushcart, hard to 

push 

Round corners, stung on shaky 

patchwork wheels, 

That jolts and rumbles over the

This would be mere preciosity and 
Dos Passos cast beside his study- 
lamp grinding out his verses. But he 
is a cosmopolite in the flesh as well 
as in the imagination. The poet-ped- 
dier has his license both for the New 
World and the Old; he is equally 
at home when he stops his pushcart 
in Madison Square or at the Battery, 
and when he trundiles it through the 
streets of Bordeaux and Castile and 
Bassano and Asolo. And wherever he 
is, he is always adding to the lading. 

Most of the poems are fairly brief, 
few of them running much beyond 
two pages in length. On the other 
hand, when Dos Passos attempts a 
longer flight the effort is well sus- 
tained. Generally, however, his im- 
agination shows a restlessness which 
will not permit it to hover long at 
one spot. His is a mind which must 
he forever hastening on, to dart 
swiftly at some new point d@’apris. 
Dos Passos is the guide who unlocks 
the door, indicates with a wave of 
the hand the high-light of the 
picture, and then hurries away. 
Often he seems to be a painter who 
has picked up a pen, mistaking it for 
the brush, rather than a man whose 
interest is primarily in writing. Es- 
sentially pictorial such lines as these, 
labels, as it were, for sketches by 
Degas: om

the end which the poet has in view. 
Dos Passos has one, and but one, 
supreme interest, and that is the 
human value of the picture. It is 
only for the part they play in human 
Ife that Dos Passos even tolerates 
perfumes and sound and color. And 
for the same reason he tolerates— 
even welcomes—dust and smoke and 
filth also. His verse is, perhaps, 
cloyingly sensuous; but it is never 
sensual. 

Those who are prejudiced against 
so-called free verse because of the 
great army of slipshod versifiers who 
adopted ‘this medium solely out of 
laziness will do well to read through 
“ A Pushcart at the Curb” with 
open mind and a thought for struc- 
ture only. Dos Passos has gone far 
toward making free verse a truly 
lyric instrument. True, not every 
poem is a model of texture and flex- 
ibility. But flexibility and texture 
the great bulk of his verse has, and 
to an astonishing degree. Take, for 
example, this: 


There’s smoke in the garden of 
Aranjuez, 

Smoke of the burning of the year's 
dead leaves; 

The damp paths rustle underfoot, 

Thick with the crisp brown leavés 


of the plains. 


The lines avoid, as they should, 
metrical arrangement; yet they are 
rhythmic. Moreover, a reading of 
the entire poem will in each case 
show that the whole is so built up 
that there is a rhythm of line with 
line. The effect is architectonic. The 
lines also thrust and parry. This 
is especially true in the shorter 
poems. The imagination is pricked 
into sudden life, not merely by the 


swift dart of the poet's thought, the/ 


sentient word, but also by the sharp 
thrust of the line itself. And when 
the blade is withdrawn the mind is 
left tingling and smarting: the read- 
er has been made alive to some trag- 
edy he overlooked, or rendered re- 
sponsive to some new beauty. 

A poet of different temper is Lew 
Sarett, whose prize poem, ‘‘ The Box 


of God,” gives the title to a volume | 


of vivid and vivifying outdoor verse. 
Sarett, who for more than ten years 
lived with the North American 
Indians, is frequently called the poet 
of the red’ men, whose psychology he 
understands to a degree unusual for 
the paleface—especially the novel- 
writing and versifying paleface. 

By the “* Box ef God” is meant 
the little backwoods chapel of logs 
set up by the missionaries for the 
Christianized Indians. The poem 
with that title is a dramatic threnody 
in blank verse. The theme of it is 
the cramping of the imagination of 
the Indian by tite substitution of a 
personal God for the natural ele- 
ments which were the deities of his 
ancestors. Sarett's own love of spa- 
cious nature is no trumped - up, 
parlor emotion. It is profoundly 
sincere, and the expression of tt is 
genuine and sincere, 

The dramatic personage of the 
threnody is the converted Indian, Joe 
Shing-ob, or Joe the Spruce, and the 
poem, which is rich in color and of 
high emotional tone, portrays the 
spiritual struggle of Joe, whose mind 
is ever wandering from the chapel 
out into the vasty places which were 
the dwelling place of the Great 
Spirit of his fathers. 


Following the title-poem is a col-| 


lection of short lyrics under the al- 
luring title, ‘‘ Green Altars.’’ The 
volume concludes with several at- 
tempts to render into lyric equiva- 
lents Indian dances and chants. The 
dance-lyrics impress one as rather 
tenuous, and as hardly likely to pro- 


ny;

duce the killing frenzy which was 
the red man’s purpose of the dance. 

The poems under the title ‘‘ Green 
Altars '' are felicitous in expression 
and deep in lyric feeling. One of the 
best of those not too long to quote, 
as well as one of the best in the 
volume, is called ‘‘ Alkali Pool,’’ in 
which the poet catches and fixates 
the hint of mood behind the picture 
as well as the picture itself. 


In the golden setting of the butte 
it lay, 
Deep emerald of hue; 
In the copper filigree of dying day 
It gleamed a sapphire-blue. 


And yet its stagnant waters held 
a hint 
Of alkali and lead, 
And the limpid spring seemed 
baleful with the glint 
Of the stone in a serpent’s head. 


Sarett's volume will recommend 
itself to the reader with a true love 
of plains and woods. His verses may 
not be momentous. But that expres- 
sion of approval used by the North- 
ern guides, ‘‘ Good leather,”’ is 
surely applicable. 

“The Return of Arthur” is a 
narrative poem in which Irvine 
Graff takes the legend that King 
Arthur will come to England again 
in time of Engiand’s need, and finds 
in one of the incidents of the Worid 
War the fulfillment of the prophecy. 
For the author King Arthur in his 
second coming is Lord Kitchener, of 
whose hastily raised army, ‘‘ Kitch- 
ener’s Mob,"’ he says: 


Not Knights of the Round Table, 
these, and yet 

In beautiful truth their modern 
counterparts. 


The full flash of the highly spirit- 
ual conception which is behind the 
idyl—for such Graff's narrative is- 
comes at the close.

The poem is generally vivid in the 
upbuilding of the narrative, and 
Graff shows a high degree of ekill 
in handling a difficult stanza-form. 
The theme is obviously tremendous in 
the loftiness of the conception, and 
to say that the treatment falls short 
of the ideal is not to condemn the 
author. We are too close to the war 
for any one to give finality of ex- 
pression to its deeper aspects. 
Graff's achievement is in the vision 
which he has blazed before us, and 
it would be petty to quarrel with 
shortcomings. 

Edwin Francis Edgett, who is lit- 
erary editor of The Boston Tran- 
script, is the complete newspaper 
man, for in ‘* Sling and Arrows" 
(which he takes from the files), act 
only does he write the paper, but 
he also reviews it. And he places 
the review first, so that one need 
not read further, if one chooses. But 
Mr. Edgett will have difficulty in 
keeping the reader away.

The slingshots are 
not over heavy, and the arrows are 
never lethal. The author is too kind 
at heart to wound deeply, and the 
two dozen drawings interspersed by 
Dwight Taylor mitigate any sting. 
In a word, one who picks up ‘Slings 
and Arrows” will become greatly 
reconciled to Outrageous Fortune. 
Introduced by the Boston editor, she 
becomes quite a jolly companion. 

In “ Dramatic Legends and Other 
Poems" Padraic Colum has added 
another volume to his growing shelf 
of Irish minstrelsy. Needless to say, 
the reader will find in the pages the 
lilt of line, the mingied pathos and 
humor, the poignant heart appeal 
which combine in Erin’s verse more 
than in the verse of any other coun- 
try. Colum’s fingers fall, perhaps, 
to touch Tara's harp with the same 
vigor as was shown, for instance, by 
Yeats. But for those who are re- 
sponsive to the appeal of Irish 
poetry the volume contains much to 
delight. 

One of the dramatic legends, ‘‘ The 
Miracle of the Corn,"’ is an allegori- 
cal play which should prove attrac- 
tive to amateur actors. Less dra- 
matic, but more appealing because 
of their greater lyric quality, are the 
‘* Laiments of Queen Gormiai ” and 
‘* The Bird of Jesus.” Probably the 
best, as it is certainly the most typi- 
cally Irish, closes with the following 
stanzas: 

The lad who came to Ladder 

Lane, 
And saw his hemp-cravat a- 
string— 

** Jack's doom’s Jill’s dole,” “said

Mias O'Neill's volume, ‘‘ The Mas- 
ter-Mistress,” contains a number of 
poems of very high merit. She 
touches a variety of strings, and she 
attempts a range of 
meters. Many of her verses are born 
of fancy rather than of the imagi- 
nation, but the reader is unlikely to 
take these with any greater serious- 
ness than was obviously intended. 
Several poems are far below stand- 
ard, and the volume would have 
gained from culling before going to 
press. In most of the poems, which 
she calls ballads, Miss O’ Neill strikes 
a note which rings deep and true, 
and thereby gains forgiveness for 
some trivialities. There is a deal of 
humor in the book, some of it of a 
very quaint sort, as, for instance, in 
“The Walking House.” When she 
turns to fairy themes there is 
witchery in her touch. 


One poem, however, stands out 


from all the rest. It is entitled 
“The Roads,” and for wistfulness, 
coupled with profundity of thought 
and delicacy of handling, it has few 
equals in the annals of modern Eng- 
lish poetry. When the definitive 
anthology of war verse has been 
made, ‘* The Roads " will rank high. 
Miss O'Neill might well be content 
had she written nothing else. The 
first and last three stanzas follow: 


All the roads lead back to France, 

Where young men used to go to 
dance; 

But now they go in other wise, 

There is no dancing in their eyes.

Miss O’Neill has illustrated her 
own volume. 

He who challenges with the sonnet 
dares much, and Arthur Davison 
Ficke first challenged some years 
ago. ‘*‘ The Sonnets of a Portrait 
Painter "’ is a new printing of an old 
sequence, with some omissions and 
some additions, and considerable re- 
vamping of the earlier numbers. In 
the present volume also four shorter 
sequences, some fifty Sonnets, are 
published for the first time. One 
gequence is in appreciation of Don 
Quixote, one is entitled ‘‘ The Mid- 
die Years,’’ one ‘*‘ Rue des Vents "’ 
and the last is an ‘‘ Epitaph for the 
Poet V.,"" which is further described 
as a hymn to intellectual beauty. 

In all four of these sequences 
Ficke proves his right to the sonnet 
form, albeit one must deny him the 
highest praise. But failure in the 
lists with Shakespeare, Sidney, 
Keats and Rossetti is to succeed. 
Ficke has disciplined himself since 
his earlier work—as the changes 
show. He has learned that the iam: 
bic pentametre line is a being with 
life; that it can, and must, posses: 
motion and a sweep. He also has 
learned the necessity of the defini- 
tive word, and of the cesura. 

And with his greater command of 
form, Ficke’s thought has broad- 
ened—or, what is the same thing, 
he gets greater breadth of thought 
into his improved mold.

Surely such a heterogeneous 
introduction to a life which was 
passed under the most trying diffi- 
culties could not but shape the oddly 
imaginative mind of Hearn into 
strange and exotic form. Even 
the period of time which he did 
pass in the United States was col- 
ored by foreign influences. This 
is not so much the case during the 
Cincinnati and Philadelphia _resi- 
dences, but certainly the years spent 
in New Orleans and the two years 
in the West Indies can hardly be 
dubbed natively American. And the 
final and passing years of his life 
found Hearn in Japan, a country in 
which his genius flowered at its full- 
est and whose strangely ghostlike 
mysticism met a spontaneous re- 
sponse from the writer and teacher 

Besides bearing in mind the cos- 
mopolitan nature of Hearn (he really 
belonged to no country) one must 
also rentember the disadvantages 
under which he labored. He was 
practically blind; one eye was en- 
tirely so and the other possessed but 
a twentieth part of the normal 
vision. When writing he was com- 
pelled to place the paper but three 
inches from his eye. And his blind 
eye was deformed, so much so that 
it disfigured his face Recognizing 
these two facts, it can hardly be 
doubted that readers of Hearn's 
work will be better able to under- 
stand the achievements of the writer 
Those achievements have at length 
{eighteen years after his death) been 
brought together in a uniform set 
that is a delight to the eye and a 
pleasure to read. For the first time 
we have ‘‘ The Writings of Lafcadio 
Hearn” in a library edition that 
peculiarly adapts itself to a consider- 
ation of the writer's work as a 
whole. Hearn’s work falls into 
three classifications (1) His early 
fantastic and gruesome studies, (2) 
his color-splashed narratives of the 
French West Indies and old New Or- 
leans, and (3) the large group of 
books on Japanese subjects upon 
which, properly speaking, his fame 
rests, 

The early work (at least a portion 
of it, for much of that ancient mat 
ter is buried in the oblivion of news-

These volumes, inspired by Japan, 
books such as “ Glimpses of Unfa- 
miliar Japan,” ‘‘ Out of the East,” 
“ Kokoro,” “ In Ghostly Japan,” 
** Shadowings,” “ Kotto ” and 
‘* Kwaidan,” are marked by certain 
kindred impulses. There is more 
spirit than material observation in 
them. They retell in the most deli- 
cate Manner legends, ghost stories, 
gentile habits and spiritual beliefs.

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Napoleon a Hero 
to His Valet

NAPOLEON: FROM THE TUILE-

OW many more volumes by 
members of the little band 
who were with Napoleon at 
St. Helena still remain hid- 
den? One might have sup- 

posed that the last shred of their 
writings had been discovered and 
flung to the historians, yet here we 
have an intimate record of his daily 
life as an exile by no less a person- 
age than his confidential valet. 
Kept a deep secret all these years, it 
comes to light a full century after 
Napolean breathed his last on the 
islet in the middle of the ocean which 
saw the eclipse of his glory. Can it 
be that still more records of that 
strange sojourn remain buried away 
to be brought to light in the future, 
swelling to even greater dimensions | 
the mass of Napoleonana? It seems | 
likely—for if the family of Napo- 
leon’s valet managed to keep his vol- 
ume of recollections unpublished dur- 
ing three-quarters of a century, why 
should not there be similar volumes 
similary concealed by secretive de- 
seendants of other writers who saw 
and spoke to Napoleon during the 
lonely years when his world had 
shrunk to diminutive St. Helena and 
his thoughts to a contemplation of 
dead days of power and splendor? 

The valet whose volume’ of recol- 
lections has just been made public 
was not an Oriental, despite his title 
of ‘‘ Mameluke,"’ but a Frenchman 
bearing the thoroughly French name 
of Louis Etienne St. Denis. He 
was born at Versailles in 1788 and 
married an English girl at St. Hel- 
ena in 1819. Having returned to 
France after the Emperor's death at 
St. Helena in 1821, St. Denis went to 
live in the Town of Sens. In 1840 
he made a pilgrimage to St. Helena. 
After his death in 1856 his three 
daughters sedulously respected his 
wish that none should see his recollec- 
tions but Marchand, his fellow-valet 
at St. Helena. But eventually the 
granddaughter of one of the three 
married Professor G. Michaut of 
Sorbonne, who decided that the time 
had come to publish the treasure s0 
carefully guarded by three genera- 
tions of the St. Denis family. 

When Louis Etienne St. Denis was 
a youth of 23, Roustan, Napoleon's 
First Mameluke, who really was an | 
Oriental, fell ill, and the Emperor 
asked for somebody to take his place. 
So St. Denis, who was employed in 
the imperial stables, was summoned. 
The Grand Equerry presented him to 
Napoleon in the Bois de Boulogne at 
Paris. The Emperor looked the youth 
over from head to foot and asked 
what he knew. 

“He has worked four years in a 
notary’s office,’’ said the Grand 
Equerry. 

“Ah! He knows more than I 
need,”” remarked Napoleon. And with 
that St. Denis became a member of 
the Emperor’s household. He was 
dubbed “‘ Second Mameluke,” nick- 
named “ Ali,” and dressed in Orien- 
tal toggery. 

This happened four years before 
Napoleon was banished to St. Hel- 
ena, so that the valet’s recollections 
include much that occurred when his 
master was surrounded by the splen- 
dors of bis Court in France or cam- 
paigning at the head of his armies 
in Germany, Poland and Russia. 
Young St. Denis saw the burning of 
Moscow and was one of the thou- 
sands of Frenchmen who tramped 
hack westward on the terrible re- 
treat from Russia.

At first things went 
pleasantly. In order to divert head- 
quarters and the Court of Saxony 
from serious thoughts of politics, the 
Emperor sent to Paris for the prin- 
cipal members of the Comédie Fran- 
caise, including the renowned Mlle. 
Mars. Napoleon received the latter 
at breakfast one day, but did not 
ask her to sit down, which shocked 
St. Denis, otherwise so prone to ap- 
prove everything the great man did. 
*“*] was almost angry that he did 
not make her sit down,” writes the 
valet; “there are circumstances 
where etiquette ought to be ban- 
ished.*’ 

St. Denis was at Elba with Napo- 
leon when the Emperor was exiled 
to that island by his foes in 1814, 
and he was with him on the trium- 
phal return through France to Paris. 
Then came the campaign of Water- 
loo. The valet was close to Napo- 
leon at the Battle of Ligny and he 
gives this characteristic glimpse of 
his master as he stood near a mill, 
watching the fighting: | 


Before the Emperor had come to 
take his place by the mill there 
was a group of young staff offi- 
cers a little way off. * * * They 
were laughing boisterously and 
jesting noisily about the different 
incidents which were happening a 
short distance before them, in a 
fight between some Prussians and 
Frenchmen. The Emperor, who 
heard the noise that these officers 
made, from time to time cast 
glances toward them which indi- 
cated disgust and irritation. Fi- 
nally, annoyed and exasperated by 
so much gayety, he said, looking 
with severity at the one who was 
laughing and talking the loudest: 
“Monsieur, one ought not to 
laugh or jest when so many brave 
men are cutting one another's 
throats before our eyes.’’ 


After Waterloo, Napoleon was de- | 
serted by many of hig fair-weather | 
friends, but young St. Denis stuck} 
by his side, nor did the news that 
the Emperor was to be banished to 
St. Helena shake the valet’s fidel- 
ity. He journeyed thither i 
continued to serve his fallen master 
exactly as if Napoleon were stil! 
holding Court at the Tuileries. 

That portion of St. Denis’s book | 
which deals with the sojourn at 8&t. 
Helena is a distinct improvement on | 
what precedes it. Whereas in his| 
earlier chapters the valet fails to!| 
record essential bits which, taken 
together, might give a good picture | 
of Napoleon, confining himself in- | 
stead to chronicling much that is| 
unessential and giving us only here! 
and there genuinely illuminating 
tou@hes, there is a surprising 
change when he takes up the story 
of Napoleon's exile. It is as if the 
monotony of life on the little island | 
served to concentrate his thoughts:

were those which suited him the 
best. He was, indeed, extremely 
particular; the slightest breach 
of cleanliness or a badly set table 
aroused his disgust. He pre- 
ferred a good soup (he liked it 
very hot) and a good piece of 
boiled beef to all the complicated 
and succulent dishes which ais 
cooks could make for him. * * * 

He often complained of not get- 
ting tender meat. When he ate 
salad or fish he used his fingers 
more than his fork. When he 
found any bones in the fish he 
had his plate changed at orce 
“I don’t like thorns,’’ he would 
say. * * © 

Ordinarily, toward five, half 
past five or six in the morning, 
the Emperor would ring for the 
valet de chambre on duty, have 
his curtains drawn, and his win- 
dows and shutters opened. ‘‘ What 
sort of weather itis?" ‘* Sire, it is 
clear.'’ ‘‘ Give me my dressing 
gown and my pantaloons."’ The 
valet would put these on, as well 
as his slippers. ‘‘ Open the doorc 
and windows,’’ he would say; ‘‘ let 
in the air which God made." 
This was a phrase which he used 
when he was in a good humor. 


The valet’s strong affection for 
his master comes out when 
writes: 

The Emperor had a really kind 
heart and was capable of a strong 
attachment. In his household at 
St. Helena he was an excellent 
father of a family in the midst of 
his children. His bad humor 
never lasted long; it disappeared 
a short time after it had shown it- 
self. If he was in the wrong, he 
would soon come and pull the ear 
of the one on whom his anger 
had fallen, or give him a‘slap on 

the back. After saying a few 
words relating to his irritation he 


as if he suddenly realized that bis| would lavish the most agreeable

offending or an offended party, 
but as an upright Judge. He 
would weigh the evidence on both 
sides as if the two parties were 
face to face. * * * 

The Emperor had a great and 
generous soul, and had all the vir- 
tues of the great men of antiquity, 
without having their faults. He 
was great on the throne, at the 
pinnacle of human power, and still 
greater in the chains of his mor- 
tal and implacable enemies. * * * 
In spite of what they have done, 
of what they have wished to do, 
he has remained for the mass of 
the people the ideal man, the 
good father of a family, the hon- 
est man, the great citizen, the 
great man, the man of France, 
and the man of whom Europe 
still preserves an eternal mem- 
ory. * * * He never did any- 
thing without mature reflection 
and without weighing the chances 
for and against, so that he never 
reproached himself for what he 
had done. I have heard him say 
that if he had to run his career 
over again and the same circum- 
stances occurred he would again 
do what he had done before. 


Napoleon wrote a vast deal while 
he was at his residence of Longwood 
on St. Helena, and it fell to St. Denis 
to copy out most of what he wrote. 
Of this secretarial work the valet 
was very proud. ‘‘I wish to point 
out,’’ he remarks, ‘ that all the 
Longwood manuscripts are in my 
hand except a few of little impor- 
tance, or which were from a first 
dictation."’ 

The Emperor's handwriting was a 
great trial to his amanuensis. St. 
Denis tells this amusing story of his 
troubles: 


Many a time when I went to ask 
him what he had written, I would 
get, by way of answer: ‘‘ What, 
imbecile, don't you know how to 
read? "’ ‘* No, sire.”’ ‘* Yet it is 
written as clearly as though it 
were printed. Look! "' “‘ Sire, I 
have looked with all my eyes. I 
can't make out the word which 
your Majesty has written.” The 
Emperor would look, too, but he 
would not prove more skillful than 
I. After trying in vain for a 
minute or two he would say to 
me, ‘* Sit down there and write,"’ 
and he would go to work to dictate 
to me a few phrases of a para- 
graph to take the place of the part 
where there were illegible words. 


The arrival of books and newspa- 
pers at St. Helena was a great event 
for the illustrious exile, for he was a 
voracious reader. Whenever a book 
appealed to him he would not lay it 
down until he read it to a finish. 
When boxes of books reached the is- 
land the Emperor never rested until 
they had been opened— 


the volumes were handed to him 
one after another; he would turn 
over the pages rapidly and lay on a 
table those which he suspected of 
containing something. As for the 
others, he would throw them in a 
pile beside him, intending to ex- 
amine them later. 


He literally pounced upon the 
newspapers, and did not lay them 
aside’ until he had read everything 
in them that interested him. 

At these moments he was not the 
same man as before [writes the 
valet]; his bearing, his voice, his 
gestures, all showed that fire was 
circulating in his veins; his imagi- 


| 
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nation became excited to such a 
point that he became a supernat- 
ural man. He seemed still to com- 
mand Europe. 


This state of vigor, of animation, 
would last for several days; after 
that, the Emperor would resume his 
habitual condition and his usual oc- 
cupationa. 

This heat, this power, were re- 
vealed also when he dictated the 
events of his life, as, for example, 
the story of a battle; it was like 
one of those bulletins to the Grand 
Army after a victory. 


Once, lamenting the fact that he 
was denied the company of his wife 
and son, Napoleon sighed: ‘* How 
much happier is a cobbler than I 
am! He at least has his wife and 
children with him! " To his phy- 
sician, Antommarchi, who was not 
sufficiently attentive, he said, dur- 
ing his last iliness:. ‘‘ You come 
to be as though you were paying a 
thirty-sous visit! '' And when, a 
few days before his death, a comet 
was seen in the skies, he exclaimed: 
** It comes to mark the end of my 
career! ’’ 

St. Denis was one of the little 
group around Napoleon's death-bed 
which saw him breathe his last—"* at 
6 o'clock in the evening of the 5th 
of May, a minute and a half after 
the canmnon-shot at tatteo.’” The 
faithful valet was deeply affected. 


If his enemies had been present 
{he writes} their eyes, too, would 
have been moist, and they would 
have wept over his lifeleas body. 


St. Denis assisted in the prepara- 
tions for the funeral and was present 
at the funeral itself. Incidentally, 
he gives valuable testimony as to 
a much disputed point. An- 
tommarchi, Napoleon's physician, 
claimed exclusive credit for making 
the Emperor’s death mask, but his 
statements were disputed by Dr. 
Burton, an Englishman, who in- 
sisted that he had helped make it. 
One hundred years after the event, 
the ghost of Napoleon's valet arises, 
as it were, to refute Antommarchi. 
St. Denis explicitly states in his 
book: ‘‘ Antommarchi and Burton 
succeeded very happfly in making a 
cast, first of the face and then of 
the rest of the head."’ 

After the funeral, St. Denis re- 
turned to Longwood and was deeply 
impressed by the loneliness of the 
place without him who had been its 
soul. 


This spot [he writes] which had 
been animated by the Emperor's 
presence, was now only a desert. 
We went looking through the 
apartments, we wandered through 
the gardens, we stopped at the 
spots where he most frequently 
was, those in which he was wont 
to rest. We thought we saw him. 
Alas! It .was only an illusion. 
We shall never see him at Long- 
wood except in our thoughts. He 
is no more! His body, deprived 
of life, is down there, shut up in a 
narrow place shaded by a few 
weeping willows. 


With Napoleon dead, there was. no 
reason for St. Denis to remain any 
longer on desolate St. Helena. Hé 
and the English wife whom he had 
married there sailed away to France, 
where he set to work upon the vol- 
ume of recailections which now, 
more than a century after the events 
which it records, has suddenly come 
to light.

PANISH poetry can hardly be 
called a merry subject; in 
fact, a general review of its 
masterpieces will confirm an 
opinion as to its gravity ani 

sombreness on the whole; yet be- 
fore we award to the early prose 
writers, the story-tellers and picar- 
esque novelists the prize for wit and 
humor which every literature in the 
world accords them, let us recail 
that at the very head and beginning 
of the poets of Spain, coming in or- 
der of time and honor immediately 
after her great religious master, 
Gonzalo de Berceo, stands the great, 
monstrous Gargantuan figure of 
Juan Ruiz, the merriest, most sa- 
tiric, most human, most puzzling 
figure in the poetry of the Middle 
Ages. 

Already there are authors to make 
of him a type to express their own 
conceptions of his times and condil- 
tions; he is the Friar Tuck of some, 
the personification of the monk of 
Rabelais and Chaucer, the scanda- 
lous friar of Boccaccio and Brantome 
and the noveilieri of ages when 
people not only spoke more frankly 
but thought with fewer circumvo- 
lutions, and a spade was only a 
spade, whatever tongue one spoke. 
The question, however, is not quite 
so simple, for the personality of 
Juan Ruiz the Archpriest is in- 
volved inextricably with the per- 
sonality of the entire age in which 
he lived; and before we make a 
declaration as to what was proper 
to his station in matters of morals 
or taste we must strive to obtain 
some idea of contemporary condi- 
tions, the social and moral code of 
the times, and the advancement of 
culture and reasoning in his sur- 
roundings. We can estimate the 
primitive achievements of thought in 
the Spanish fourteenth century 
through the voluminous writings of 
King Alfonso the Wise (1221-1284). 
It was a confused world of little 
general information, of soaring spec- 
ulation into infinite questions, be- 
fore which, with all our pretensions, 
we are still babbling infants; stil) 
it possessed a clear sense of right 
and wrong in principle, a vigorous 
animal life that could only clamor 
for forgiveness for its contravention 
against the laws of the Church and 
the newly imposed convention of the 
State. Religion and _ civilization 
were molding the modern citizen 
out of the brute and barbarian that 
had resulted from a decayed pagan- 
ism, carrying alive in his breast the 
moldering elements of bestial ex- 
perience and the second nature of 
heathen habits. There was a vicious 
struggle between the real in its un- 
redeemed state and the ideal, ap- 
parently raised all the higher in the 
vigor of its protagonists. In such 
a nature as that of Juan Ruiz we 
may perceive at once the cruelty of 
the contest between his beliefs and 
the endeavors of his churchly state 
and the brainstorms of his passions. 

He is supposed to have been born 
at Guadalajara, in the town of Hita, 
some time during the reign of Al- 
fonso X., the Wise, who held the 
throne of Castile from 1252 to 1284. 
Alcal& de Henares, an important 
place not far from Guadalajara, has 
also claimed him for her son. At 
any rate, he does not seem at any 
time to have traveled far from his 
native regions. Of his youth, his 
family and his education we know 
nothing; he refers to himself as 
Archpriest in the introduction to 
his great work, written, it is be- 
lieved, during his imprisonment in 
1339, when he was about 56 years 
of age. The Cardinal-Archbishop of 
Toledo, Don Gil Alvarez Carrillo de 
Albornoz, 1337-1367), a formidable 
disciplinarian, had him committed to 
the prison of the Convento de San 
Francisco in Guadalaraja (now the 
shops for the School of Military En- 
gineers), and while certain critics 
are quick to suggest that this was a 
penalty for some low living, there 
are others not so sure that the 
Archprieét was not merely pen- 
anced for some~infraction of the 
technical code of his religivus office; 
otherwise it is hard to understand 
how in-any way he could at his 


am 


death have been awarded burial in 
the chapel of the church of San 
Prancisco attached to his former 
prison, or how his mortuary image 
of albaster, which represented him 
kneeling in prayer, could ever have 
been erected there and preserved 
down to 1837, when the Act of Ex- 
claustration left it to neglect and ul- 
timate destruction. The office of 
Archpriest was in the times of the 
primitive Spanish Church of higher 
administrative grade and power than 
that of Archdeacon; but in the 
course of time it became merely 
titular in character. It resembled in 
its ancient prerogatives the post of 
rural deacon, to whom was confided 
the making of collections of certain 
parish tithes and the leadership of 
meetings of the country pastors in 
out-of-the-way districts. So unde- 
clared a position in a changing sys- 
tem of administration would leave 
many pitfalls open for error and in- 
correction on the part of such a per- 
son as Juan Ruiz, and it is not un- 
likely that his imprisonment was for 
some administrative offense. Writ- 
ing in 1647, the historian Torres 
speaks of the Archpriest as ** among 
the most distinguished in ecclesias- 
tical positions, as in sacred and pro- 
fane literature,’’ and even three 
centuries can hardly account for a 
change of opinion that would make 
an ecclesiastical brigand into a pious 
churchman. 

Juan Ruiz died in 1350 in the re- 
gions of Guadalajara, where he was 
born and had passed all his life. It 
is a lovely countryside of vineyards 
and olive groves, watered by the 
streams coming down from _ the 
Guadarrama Mountains. Its people 
descend in direct line from the 
Romans and the Moors, for all the| 
Espafia rancia that makes up their 
hard-headed orthodoxy. They bear | 
the characteristics of the mountains 
around them, lofty, severe and in- 
clement, open and clear-browed to/ 
heaven. | 

In his prologue to the “ Libro de | 
Buen Amor,” the cultured Alfonso 
Reyes reminds us that it would be 
just as extravagant to accept as lit- 
erally true the thousand and one ad- 
ventures related by the Archpriest as 
to make too many excuses for him 
on account of their incompatability 
with his ecclesiastical state or to} 
allege the laxness of his age in ex- 
planation of an actual misconduct. 
Sefior Reyes, moreover, declares that 
‘* ancient satire, of which our mod- 
ern satire can give us no idea, had 
its own laws, like other forms of 
literature; and one of these laws 
gave it the right to invent happen- 
ings more or less proper, and to re- 
late them as if they were personal 
actions. Therefore, neither did Dante 
descend actually into hell nor meed 
we doubt that the Archpriest was 
any different from the rest of men. 
Today the I is sacred; in these old 
times it was rather comic. There 
are few who have a delicate appre- 
ciation of the relations between ac- 
tual life and the works of a poet.” 

It was not until 1779 that these 
works of the Archpriest were first 
published by Tomfs A. Sanchez in 
his ‘‘ Coleccién de poesias Castellanas 
antes al siglo XV.,"" but there were 
still many suppressions, and it was 
the privilege of the ‘* Biblioteca de 
autores Espafioles” (Vol. LVII.) to 
give them to the world in their com- 
pleteness. At the suggestion of 
Wolf, and with the approval of Men- 
endez Pidal and Ducamin, it was re- 
solved to call these writings of va- 
rious character by the name of 
“ Libro de Buen Amor,” on account 
of the Archpriest’s constant protest 
that his work was concerned with 
noble love. For, as he writes, 


Striving toward and loving with 
strong desire salvation and glory 
of Paradise for my soul, I have 
composed this little writing with 
high intent; and I put together 
this new book, in which are writ- 
ings in certain manners and 
schools as well as false subtilties of 
mad love which lead others to sin. 
The readers or hearers thereof, 
men or women of clear under- 
standing who desire salvation, will 
interpret and follow and can say 
with the Psalmist: Viam veritatis, 
&c. And God knows that it was 
not my intention to provide occa- 
sion for sin nor to speak evil; but 
to give every person a reminder 
to do good and give a good exam- 
ple and signs of devotion, so that 
they may be seen and others placed 
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on guard against the many in- 
ducements put forth in the direc- 
tion of disordered love. 


Listen to this merry sinner as he 
opens his book: 


Lord, my God, who took the He- 
brews, people of perditious 


And delivered them from Pharaoh 


and the captive’s bitter place; 

in Babylon took Daniel from 

the dreaded lions’ space, 

Take me also from this prison where 
I languish in disgrace. 

Lord, who spoke Thy grace to Es- 
ther so she came to be a Queen 

And was brought to Assuerus radiant 
in Thy beauty’s mein; 

rd, Thy graces grant me swiftly, 

so Thy mercy’s hand be seen, 

Take me from the chains of prison 
and from out this den unclean. 


Grant to me thine aid, O Lady, thou 
who holdst the Kings in thrall! 

Turn away from me thine anger, all 
thy punishments recall; 

Grant that my calumniators come 
unto their own pitfall; 

Aid me, aid me, O most glorious 
Mother of us sinners all! 


With this pious start the Arch- 
priest goes on to sing the praises 
of the Virgin * sus gozos siete ” tn 
several poems, tells stories and fable 
in the Oriental manner, with conver- 
sations with Don Amor that recall 
the contents of the old French 
Roman de Renart, and turns rather 
suddenly to discuss his own human 
nature and the attacks he suffers 
from Don Amor and Dofia Venus: 


Lady Venus, wife of Love, at thy 
footstool low I kneel; 

Thou art the paramount desire of 
all, thy force I feel. 

O Leve, thou art the master of all 
creatures; all with seal 

Worship thee for their Creator, or 
for sorrow, or for weal. 

Kings and Dukes and noble Princes, 
every living thing that ts, 

Fear and serve thee for their being; 
oh, take not my vows amiss! 

Oh, fulfill my fair desires, give good 
fortune, give me bliss, 

And be no niggard, siy nor harsh; 
sweet Venus, grant me this! 


And soon we have Don Amor ad- 
vising the Archpriest how to select 
a desirable lady: 

If you desire to try the ladies or 
would take some loving turn, 
There are many things important 

first that you will have to learn, 
So that she for whom you're yearn- 
ing in her heart for you will

Every point that marks the woman 

you must, critical, discern. 
Take a woman, handsome, 

with a winning, kindly gaze, 
Not too tall, and yet not 

if she’d win a lover’s 


exhibits rustic ways, 
Ignorant of love forever, dull, in.

" Pray avoid a country damsel.” 


Choose a woman of some stature,

Then again he turns to philoso- 
phize in the old manner on the prop- 
erties and power of money. Quevedo 
(1580-1645) in later centuries gave 
the finished form to these ‘‘ Letrillas 
de Don Dinero "'; in the fourteenth 
century conditions were not so dif- 
ferent from those of the sixteenth, 
or indeed of today: 

Money is a useful thing, a thing for 
which we pine; 

It takes the clown and makes of him 
& proper man and fine; 

It makes @ runner of the lame, the 
mute in speech may shine; 

Let him that is without his handy, 
his purse with money line. 

If you have cash you may be sure 
of every comfort here, 

Content and bliss, the burse of Rome 
and dispensation dear; 

Great Paradise itself you buy, sal- 
vation at your bier; 

Where there is plenty money bene- 
dictions will appear. 


It makes into a nobleman the stupid 
country clown, 

As counts and gentles through the 
land these boors go up and down, 

A-rattling of their silver coins they 
think they wear a crown, 

And all the bumpkins hurry fast to 
kiss their fingers brown. 


There’s not a woman upon earth, be 
she a dame most high, 

But smiles with pleasure upon gold, 
on riches sets her eye. 

I never knew the handsomest con- 
tent with poverty— 

Where there is money round about 
there’s sure nobility. 


On the scene there soon appears 
the famous figure of Dofia Endrina: 


How fine Dofia Endrina looked that 
day upon the square! 

What height, what grace, what dig- 
nity as of a peacock rare, 

What curis, what little mouth, what 
blush, what loveliness more fair, 

And when she raised her eyes a bit 

x ae arrows cleft the air. 
such a place to speak of love was 
certainly not meet, 


And over me there ran a chill and 
trembling, tif my feet 

And hands lost all control and all 
my senses beat retreat, 

Strength oozed away, I was suffused 
with whiteness and with heat.”’ 


Then we are introduced to perhaps 
the most famous figure in this primi- 
tive story, the Archpriest’s favorite 
type for the go-between that sup- 
pies a whole world of characters 
from the valets and ladies’ maids of 
Italian and French story tellers and 
dramatists, the Trotaconventos, who 
became sti more famous in the old 
comedy of “ Celestina.”’ 

She was an owlish crone like those 
that peddle worthless wear, 


And spin their rags and tend the fire 
within some dark repair; 


They have no equals in their craft, — 


these witches of white hair, 
They deal the final blow, that 
counts, if you have ears, beware! 
| And as has been the custom these 
oid crones will circulate 
From house to house and traffic 
with the women at the gate, 
Attracting little notice, they grow 
very intimate, 
And it takes but little of their breath 
the fires to agitate. 

We are now in touch with the 
principal characters who conduct 
the love affair of Don Melon to a 
rather unconvincing marriage at the 
end. The Archpriest tells history 
a trifle too well to leave us alto- 
gether comfortable on the point of 
his celibacy.

TIMOTAY TUsBY’S JOURNAL. 
Anonymous. New York: George H. 
Doran Company. 

HE publisher's blurb ‘on the 
jacket of ‘* Timothy Tubby’s 
Journal '’ headlines it as ‘‘a 
flashing bit of foolery at the 
expense of all of us,’’ and in 

smaller type continues: ‘* First ap- 
pearing in the Bookman, where it 
met with a welcome like that which 
greeted ‘A Parody Outline of His- 
tory,’ this delightful take-off of the 
visiting English novelist has been 
ascribed-to half a dozen well-known 
writers. The real author, however, 
has not yet been smoked out. Tim- 
othy Tubby and his wife Theresa 
tour the United States; and the 
anonymous author sets down the 
facts of lion hunting with an impar- 
tiality that will delight the hearts of 
all who can enjoy a joke that is fre- 
quently on themselves. It is capti- 
vating fooling, laughable, ridiculous, 
but with just enough truth to show 
both visitor and visited where they 
get off."’ 

Book and blurb are an unusual 
combination in this: discount the 
blurb by only 50 per cent. and you 
have a fair estimate of the book. 

‘““Timothy Tubby’s Journal’ is 
above the average production. If, 
however, we compare it only with 
current satires (of which we're get- 
ting a good many) it deserves a con- 
siderably higher rating. 

I have quoted the publisher’s char- 
acterization, ‘‘ a flashing bit of fool- 
ery.’ The author fools a good deal 
more than he flashes. There are 
some witty lines and a fair amount 
of enjoyable fooling, but not enough 

*of either to enliven 272 pages. The 
fooling is executed in such very 
broad lines that the book is a bur- 
lesque rather than a satire. Occa- 
sionally the burlesque becomes rather 
crude. ‘* Tubby’s Journal’’ would 
be a much better book had it en- 
countered a stern editorial bilue/| 
pencil. { 
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It was inevitable that our visitors 
on landing in America should be sub- 
jected to several hours with the in- 
terviewers and photographers. Tubby 
found ‘‘ this deep appreciation on 
the part of the American people 
* * * touching, but exhausting.” 
His publishers assured him that this 
“is what sells a book in America. 
The public must see an author in 
order to believe that he can write.” 

Invitations pour in upon them. 
For guidance in picking and choos- 
ing, they decide to hire a social 
secretary. 

I phoned my publisher for a 
recommendation. ‘‘ Dear Tubby,’’ 
he said, *‘ what you need is a pub- 
licity agent, not a social secretary. 
I'l send you the best New York 
can offer immediately. It was 
careless of me not to think of it 
before.” * © © 

The publicity agent is difficult 
to explain. He is somehow con- 
nected with an American game 
that originated in the great North- 
west, and which is called log- 
rolling. * * * The difference 
between a social secretary and a 
publicity agent seems to be that 
the former merely answers invi- 
tations, while the latter makes 
sure that you are invited. 


The publicity agent arrives and 
tells the visitors ‘* ‘ all about liter- 
ature in this here New York.’” 
Here are some of the high spots in 
Tubby’s version of what he was told:

“Timothy Tubby and his 


large general groups: the older 
generation and the younger intel- 
ligentsia. * * * A special board 
of censorship has been formed to 
suppress all novels by those under 
the age of 15. If this were in 
England I should think it absurd; 
but you have no right to judge 
the actions of the *‘ elder writers ” 
until you have met what is known 
as a “flapper novelist.” No 
method of suppression could be too 
drastic. There are two main flap- 
per novelists: one male and one 
female. * * * 

The next phenomenon to be con- 
sidered is the ‘‘ colyumnist.” <A 
colyumnist is a gentleman taken 
from journalistic ranks and com- 
manded by his editor to become 
both literary and entertaining. He 
should be, preferably, < former 
prizefighter. * * * This makes 
it certain that he will approach 
art with a freshness of viewpoint. 
The American public demands a 
complete lack of knowledge on the 
part of its critic. ‘‘ From knowl- 
edge springs prejudice,” the edi- 
tor of a famous American fashion 
magazine told me. This gentle- 
man, by the way, is a great au- 
thority on books. 

If an American author once be- 
comes the friend of a colyumnist 
he can hire a secretary to write 
his novels. His future is secure. 

Next come the “ popular novel- 
ists." These ladies and gentlemen 
are retained at huge -salaries by 
publishing houses because they 
once wrote a book that sold sev- 
eral hundred thousand copies. 
They dictate two books a year,

each of which sells. by dint of 
much advertising, somewhat less 
than the last, until finally, as the 
prices paid them by popular maga- 
zines rise, the sales of their books 
become negligible. They live in 
the suburbs and do not mix with 
the other members of the literary 
community. Their mornings are 
spent with a secretary, their af- 
ternoons at horseback, golf and 
social climbing.

received. He finally arrives at the 
one they should accept—an invita- 
tion ‘* to be the guests of honor 2t a 
salon at the favorite club of Arthur 
Starbuckle, the editor of The 
Cravat, a magazine ‘ for men only.” 
This is the proper introduction to 
literary New York.” Asked what 
this salon will be like, the publicity 
agent speaks in this wise: 


Any one may have a salon in 
America. A clever woman, or just 
@ woman, or a man with salonic 
tendencies. All that’s necessary is 
a good house, a good bootlegger, 
and a good publicity agent. Why, 
I myself have engineered twenty 
salons, all going full biast now, 
and ten of the hostesses were 
from the Middle West.

URING the period from the 
latter half of the seven- 
teenth century to the early 
part of the nineteenth the

part of the political life as well, for 
White’s and Brooks's and other 
clubs in this street were favorite 
resorts of the politicians of the 
time. ‘There can be little doubt that 
quite as much public business was 
transacted, ,or at least planned, in 
these places as in the houses of 
Parliament. Much has been written 
about these clubs, but up to this 
time the street as a whole has been 
neglected. Mr. Chancellor hag un- 
dertaken to write a history of the 
street from the time it was a coun- 
try lane. To do this he has made a 
laborious and painstaking search of 
old records, by no means so care- 
fully kept as those of more recent 
date, and has unearthed much in- 
teresting information about St. 
James’s Street and the people who 
frequent it. 

St. James's Street appears on thc 
Rate Books under that name for the 
first time in 1660, but there is govd 
reason to believe that a street or 
road leading from St. James’s Pal- 
ace to what is now Piccadilly must 
have existed much eariier than that, 
‘though whether it was called by Ixs 
present name or by any name at all 
it is now impossible to determine. 
The area through which the thor- 
oughfare runs was known as St. 
James’s Fields, and it is a matter of 
record that there was some buildiag 
activity in that district even under 
the Commonwealth. The number 
of titled names given in the. Raie 


Books show that St. James's Street 
was from the very beginning the 
abode of fashion. The thoroughgo- 
ing manner in which Mr. Chancellor 


| has approached his task may be see 


from the fact that he has under- 
taken to enumerate the successive 
owners and tenants of each building 
in the street, so far as the records 
show them. The tributary streeis 
leading into St. James's are treated 
In the same way. We find in his 
lists the names of many men an‘ 
women who have made their mark 
in social, political, literary and artis- 
tic circles. 

The first club to be established In 
St. James's Street was White's, in 
1697. Then came the Cocoa Tree 
mm 1746, Boodle’s in 1762, Brooks's 
in 1764, and Arthur’s in 1765. All 
of these were originally cocor 
houses and, with the exception of 
the Cocoa Tree, bear the names of 
their founders or proprietors. The 
story of their development into cluts 
is a curious one. When the pro- 
prietor of a cocoa house found that 
his client@le was well established and 
of a more or jess permanent char- 
acter, he would approach some of 
the more influential of his patrons 
and suggest that the place be made 
exclusive, each regular patron pay- 
ing a certain amount on the stipu- 
lation that strangers should not be 
admitted. The ownership of the 
building or the leasehold remaine4 
in the hands of the proprietor, but 
the character of the place was 
changed from a public house of call to 
the headquarters of a private society. 

Gambling went on at all of these 
clubs, and the play was high. Many 
a fortune was lost over the tables 
at White’s or Brooks’s. The bet- 
ting books of White’s and Brooks's 
have been preserved, and they re- 
cord many curious wagers. Bets 
were made on the length of life of 
prominent persons, on the date of 


birth of a prospective heir, on en- 
gagements and marriages—anything 
the outcome of which was not abso- 
lutely certain might be the subject 
of a bet. Among the frequenters of 
White’s may be mentioned such men 
as Walpole, Pitt, Fox, Wellington, 
Castlereigh, Sheridan, Beau Brum- 
mell, Lord Chesterfield, Colley Cib- 
ber, Lord Clive—the list might be 
extended indefinitely.

ticularly of Brooks’s. Indeed, some 
of the above, Fox among them, se- 
ceded from White's because its po- 
litical atmosphere had become un- 
congenial and transferred their al- 
legiance to Brooks's, which was the 
centre of Liberalism. 

An institution of a somewhat dif- 
ferent character from the clubs was 
Almack’s, founded by a Scotchman 
named Macall, who : 

He saw the need 
of an establishment where elaborate 
social functions could be held under 
proper auspices. A certain Mme. 
Cornelys had catered to this want, 
but the entertainments given at her 
place had degenerated in character, 
so that decent people no longer cared 
to be seen there. Then, too, her 
gatherings were not in the least ex- 
clusive. Macall patterned his estab- 
lishment after the clubs to a certain 
extent. He persuaded six ladies of 
unimpeachable social standing to act 
as patronesses. No one could gain 
admission to an affair at Almack’s 
without the approval of these ladies. 
The result was that a ticket to Al- 
mack’s was the sign token that its 
possessor was one of the social elect. 
Nor could any one pass the door un- 
less properly dressed for the occa- 
sion. The Duke of Wellington was 
once refused admission because he 
appeared in trousers. Another time 
the same gentleman failed to get in 
because he presented himself at the 
door after 11 o'clock. The regula- 


tions forbade any one to enter after 


| that hour, though what the reason 


| could be for such a rule it is difficult 
to understand. The hour was later 
| changed to 12. 

Among the dandies who frequented 
Almack’s the foremost was, of 
course, Beau Brummell: Besides his 
exquisite taste in clothes he seems 
to have had little to recommend him 
except his audacity, but that was 
sublime. Mr. Chancellor relates nu- 
merous anecdotes of this remarkable 
character, illustrating his boundless 
self-conceit and complete disregard 
of the feelings of others. There 
were occasions, however, when he 
was properly put in his place, as 
when after winning at cards from 
Lord Mayor Combe, who was 
a brewer, he said patronizingty: 
“Thank you, Alderman; in future 
I shall drink no porter but yours.” 
“TI wish,” was the reply, “ that 
every other blackguard in London 
would tell me the same.’’ 

The last of the dandies was 
Count D’Orsay. He is said to have 
dressed as well as Brummell, and his 
manners were infinitely better. He 
was accomplished and witty, and he 
appreciated wit in others. Like 
Brummell, he was extravagant, but 
that was not an uncommon failing 
among the habitués of St. James's 
Street. 

It was at Almack’s that the quad- 
rille and the waltz were first intro- 
duced in England. The latter 
dance, and even the former, aroused 
a storm of protest, but as one leader 
of fashion after another took them 
up they soon became the vogue. 

Mr. Chancellor has performed a 
real service in collecting these an- 
nals of a street and an institution so 
intimately associated with Engiand’s 
heroes and heroines of politics, of 
fashion and of sport. Their like is 
not to be found anywhere at the 
present day.

I 
have chosen them because the author 
is much more successful when he 
asks us to laugh at ourselves than 
when he asks us to laugh at the 
visiting English celebrity. It is 
when he is attempting to show cause 
why we should do the latter that his 
burlesque becomes crudest. 

Mr. Tubby discovers the Pullman 
car, visits Chicago and TBoeston, 
philosophizes on the American uni- 
versity and American womanhood. 
The last chapter of the book finds 
Mr. Tubby back on his native soil, 
reviewing his American trip. A-con- 
siderable portion of this chapter is 
given over to a letter written by an 
American to the returned English- 
man. In this letter the author 
addresses some plain but admirable 
truths to visiting English novelists, 
things that, to my way of thinking, 
he does not succeed in saying in his 
satire. One wonders if the inclusion 
of this letter indicates that the 
author recognizes this weakness in 
his book, or whether he has hooked 
on this key to his satire simply for 
the benefit of the benighted.

the pages of his recent book, 
Nights and Days On the Gypsy 
Trail,"’ with the high adventure of 
life among the Andalusian Gypsies, 
that Romany race whose scariet 
handkerchiefs and earrings of gold 
help color the decorative landscape 
of Spain.

Toward the close of the Middle 
Ages Europe was mystified by a 
new kind of invasion. Out of the 
East came a weird race of Orien- 
tal nomads: men, women and chil- 
dren on horseback and in cara- 
vans, Since in those days it was 
the fashion to interpret every- 
thing in religious terms, just as to- 
day we Interpret all phenomena ia 
economic concepts, some one at 
once supposed that they were the 
tribe of kgyptians, condemned by 
God to wunder for haying refused 
shelter to the infant Jesus during 
the flight into Egypt. Finding 
that the idea that they were doing 
religious penance aroused interest 
and sympathy, the gypsies pre- 
sented this tale wherever they 
went; and, as frequently happens, 
they told the tale so often that 
they came to believe it them- 
selves. 

It is their language which has 
given us a clue to their origin.

ORE and more as the years 
go and the figure of Lincoln 
recedes, the attention of 
historical investigators and 
writers is turnéd to the per- 
sonality of our great Civil War Pres- 
ident. His place as a statesman, as 
one-of the great men of all time, is 
settled, but the haunting problems 
presented by his many-sided and elu- 
sive personality still attract and per- 
plex both those who are zealous to 
track down and uncover every last 
bit of evidence concerning him and 
those who are intrigued by the de- 
sire to portray his development. 
These two volumes are both con- 
cerned with Lincoln's personality, 
rather than with his career and 
achievements, but in diverse ways 
that illustrate perfectly the two re- 
cent tendencies of Lincoln books. 

For Mr. Weik’s volume is one of re- 

search and represents years of in-

vestigation of every possibility he/ 


could find of first-hand acquaintance 
with the living Lincoln, while Mr. 
Stephenson has endeavored to show 
Lincoln's mental and spiritual life in 
Process of development and as ex- 
planatory of his career and achieve- 
ments. The one has sought facts to 
add to our store of knowledge and 
the other has drawn upon that al- 


ready established store for portrait} 


materials. 


Mr. Weik is an Indiana author 
known especially for his collabora- 
tion with Herndon in the latter’s 
life of Lincoln, which is one of the 
most important sources of knowledge 
of Lincoln's personality. Mr. Weik’s 
interest in the subject was aroused 
during a stay at Springfield in the 
early "80s, when he made Herndon’s 
acquaintance and was thus led into 
an investigation of Lincoln's life that 
consumed several years and carried 
him back over the path that Lincoln 
had trod from his childhood. Much 
of this investigation was carried on 
after the work with Herndon had 
been completed. In this book he re- 
cords what he learned by visiting 
and talking or by corrresponding 
with every one he could find who 
had known Lincoln or any members 
of Lincoln’s family in any of the 
places he had lived from the time 
he was born until he went to Wash- 
ington as President. The result is 
an important source book concern- 
ing Lincoln's life, his environment 
at its several stages and his work 
and development. The author re- 
veals many new facts and inci-| 
dents and throws fresh light upon 
almost every phase of Lincoln's life 
previous to 1860. He has paid es- 
pecial attention to Lincoln’s life in 
Springfield, his work as a lawyer, 
his relations with his fellow-towns- 
men, social, commercial and political, 
his home life, his intellectual inter- 
ests. But a serious criticism must be 
made upon Mr. Weik’s volume be- 
cause he has not differentiated be- 


tween his own hitherto unpublished ; 


matter and that which he quotes 
from Herndon and others, and there- 
fore the reader, unless he is steeped 
in Lincolniana, is sometimes left in 
doubt as to whether or not some 
nteresting quotation is from hitherto 
tnpublished conversation or from 
ome one's book. The use of a foot- 
ote in all cases of the latter sort 
would have removed all doubt. 

Fifteen or more years after Hern- 
don had made his investigation in 
Kentucky and Indiana Mr. Weik 
followed him, and prosecuted so 
thorough a search of records, 
people, traditions, memories as 
seems to have included every 
possible remaining source. In his 
account he not only tells the re- 
sults of his own research, but com- 
pares them with the statements of 
numerous recent books, articles and 
pamphiets on the same questions; in 
several cases he shows the latter to 
be unwarranted. He helps to clear 

*up uncertain ties in the matters of 
Lincoln's ancesiry. 

Of Lincoln’s character in the form- 
ative period of his young manhood 
Mr. Weik offers some fresh obsérva- 
tions and presents the evidence of 


| still another love affair. The story 
of his early engagement to Ann Rut- 
ledge is well known, as is the fact 
that he proposed to and was refused 
by Mary S. Owens. Mr. Weik found 
also and talked at length with Sarah 
Rickard, upon whom Lincoln pressed 
his suit, urging upon her, among 
other reasons, ‘‘ that because the 
Sarah of Bible times became the wife 
of Abraham, therefore she, Sarah 
Rickard, in view of the precedent, 
was foreordained to marry Abraham 
Lincoin!’’ The lady admitted to Mr. 
Weik that the argument had weight 
with her—doubtiess Lincoln used it 
because he perceived that it would 
have influence upon her—but finally 
she decided against him because an 
older sister thought she was too 
young to marry. She told Mr. Welk 
that “ Mr. Lincoln was an unusually 
interesting talker with many win- 
ning and even fascinating traits,'' 
that “‘ he was delicate and attentive 
to the point of gallantry, made her 
several beautiful presents, escorted 
her to numerous social functions and 
public entertainments,"’ among 
others ‘‘ to the first real theatrical 
entertainment with a regulation 
i and curtain ever given in 
| Springfield.” 

Mr. Weik’s investigations seem to 
settle finally the controversy over 
Lincoln's behavior toward Mary Todd 
|at the end of their first engagement. 
The story that he failed to appear 
for the wedding that was to have 
taken place Jan. 1, 1841, when the 
bride was dressed, the wedding 
|guests assembled and the wedding 


by some of his biographers, and Mr, 
Stephenson, in his volume under re.« 
view in this article, discredits 
Much evidence has been offered for | 
both sides of the question. But Mr. | 
Weik’s conversation with Mrs. Ed- 
wards, Mary Todd's sister, in whose | 
house she was living, leaves no doubt 
that the story was true. Some of | 
those with whom Mr. Weik talked} 
regarded Mrs. Lincoin as having | 
been a potent and beneficial influ- 
ence in the development of her hus- 
band’s character and career. While 
Mr. Weik does not minimize the evi- 
dence he presegts of her high temper 
and erratic demeanor—and all her 
neighbors gave him plenty of this— 
he sets it over against the testimony 
of those who saw also the finer and 
better sides of her nature. That she 
was a better judge of men than he 
and sometimes saved him from im- 
position was the opinion of several 
of their friends. 











A few years ago there was much 
controversy over George Grey Bar- 
nard’s statue of Lincoin, which was 
disliked by many because it showed 
a figure worn and misshapen by 
manual toil; the artist's model, in- 
deed, had been a man who had

A particularly valuable phase of 
Mr. Weik's book is the attention he 
gives to Lincoln's years of work as 
a lawyer, the estimates of him 
that were formed by his associates 
and their anecdotes and incidents 
concerning him. Of his achievements 
as a lawyer the author says: 


When delving into this phase of 
his activities I found that among 
his colleagues at the bar, and 
others equally competent to judge, 
no two agreed in their estimate 
of his genius and ability. 


He devotes four or five chapters to 
an account of several of Lincoln's 
law cases, anecdotes abput his 
methods of work in their preparation 
and presentation, excerpts from con- 
versations with numerous people 
who knew him as a lawyer,and other 
interesting matter. From one of 
the account books of Lincoln and 
Herndon he quotes the figures of 
some of their fees. A record of 182 
cases showed that these ran from 
$2.50 to $100—there was only one of 
the latter figure—and that for the 
three years of business covered by 
the book the total was a little over 
$2,000. Only four years before his 
election to the Presidency he wrote 
to a client who had sent him a check 
for $25, returned $15 and said: 
‘* You must think I am a high-priced 
man.’" The largest fee he ever re-

Social Manual of Arms 


HERE are two approaches to) 


any consideration of books of 

etiquette. One, and by far the 
most prominent, is that made by 
Donald Ogden Stewart and various 
columnists who view the subject 
with a frankly irreligious eye 
and perpetrate all sorts of quaint 
capers on the undoubtedly serious 
objectives of instructors in social 
usage. The second way is to ac- 
cept the premise that one may learn 
good manners from a textbook and 
investigate the thoroughness with 
which the writer has outlined his or 
her rules of conduct. Emily Post's 
““ Etiquette’ (Funk & Wagnalis 
Company) confines itself to one 
volume, but it includes quite as 
much matter as those older tomes 
which run into a greater number of 
volumes. Here may be discovered 
a series of instructions embracing 
introductions, conversation and the 
phrases to be used and those not to 
be used, the ritual of cards and 
visits, the conduct of teas, lunch- 
eons, dinners formal and otherwise, 
manners to be observed at balls and 
dances, and even the way young 


people who are engaged should act. 
For instance, we learn that a gen- 
tleman walking on the street with 
a lady never should smite ash-cans 
with his cane; that a gentleman 
needn’t press the point if his young 
lady insists on paying for her own 
chocolates; that a gentleman offer- 
ing his arm to a.lady (this isn’t 
done any more except on dark 
nights) should say something like: 
“Don't you think you had better 
take my arm? You might trip.’’ 

It is so easy to grow baldly clown- 
ish over the various dicta in the 
book that one is tempted to lose 
sight of the fact that many a per- 
son may receive needful instruction 
from it. One danger would seem 
to be paramount in these books of 
etiquette, and that is that people 
reading them not wisely but too 
fervently are apt to transform them- 
selves into stilted dummies. The se- 
cret of good manners is ease and 
assurance, and if one is wildly at- 
tempting to remember instructions 
from a book it is quite possible that 
the aforesaid ease and assurance will 
fly away.

ceived was one for $5,000, as counsel 
for a railroad; he shared this fee 
with his partner, Herndon. Out of 
the many reminiscences that Mr. 
Weik quotes there emerges an in-/| 
teresting figure of Lincoln, the fun | 
lover and unflagging contributor to 
the entertainment of jolly evenings; | 
a Lincoln with sparkling eyes, ani-| 
mated face and hearty laugh, enjoy- 
ing unstintedly his own rich flow 
of stories and those told by others. 


But these memories of his career 
as a lawyer, of hilarious occasions 
and of other phases of his life all 
agree on one thing, a matter so at 
variance with the customs of the 
time and the region that it impressed 
all who knew him and caused them 
|} to speak of it. No matter how up- 
roarious the gathering, or how much 
drinking was going on, he never at 
any time used either tobacco or 
liquor of any sort. John Drink- 
water’s play, which showed him 
looking for a flask of whisky with 
which to refresh the committee that 
notified him of his nomination to 
the Presidency, falsified the real 
Lincoln in this respect and failed to 
envisage a unique and striking qual- 
ity. Mr. Weik records that Lincoin 
consulted some of his friends as to 
the propriety of offering wine to the 
committee, and finally, after reflec- 
tion, decided that he would not do 
so, ‘* holding that, as he himself did 
not drink wine, it could with pro- 
priety be omitted in his own house.’’ 
|So he gave them cold water, and 
afterward told a friend that they 
drank quantities of it and that one 
of them confided to him that “‘ they 
had just come from a sumptuous 
dinner at the hotel where they were 
given bountiful quantities of every- 
thing to drink but water,” and thar 
this had made them so dry they were 
glad to have it. 


Mr. Welk devotes some space to 
Lincoln's weaknesses; among them 
he notes his lack of good judgment 
as to the characters of men and ‘‘a 
certain degree of moral obtuseness 
which the public do not realize and 
will refuse to believe in the present 
generation.”” He tells how Lincoln 
sometimes made friends and associ- 
ates of men who were not entirely 
reputable and with some details goes 
into his friendships with his partner 
Herndon, with Ward H. Lemon, 
whose equivocal conduct during the 
war embarrassed the President, but 
did not lessen his Hking, and several 
others. The narrative closes with 
Lincoin’s journey to Washington to 
assume the duties of the Presidency. 
The book is often marred by ver- 
bosity in the manner of its telling, 
but it offers interesting and valuable 
contributions to our knowledge of 
Lincoln on his human sije and in 
his relations with his fellows. 

Mr. Stephenson’s book, while it 
also deals with the personal side of 
Lincoln's life, offers a strong con- 
trast to Mr. Weik’s volume. For he 
has taken the story as it already 
exists in a multitude of books and, 
using a little here and a little there, 
has built up a portrait of the 
martyred President that is singularly 
interesting and informing. Of mid- 
western origin, Mr. Stephenson has 
been for some years a member of 

e Faculty of a Southern college and 
has varied his duties as a professor 
with much writing, some of it on 
historical subjects. A previous book 
on ‘Abraham Lincoln and the 
Union " had prepared the way for 
this more extended labor. His pur-

His 
book offers a psychological portrait 
of Lincoln in- process of develop- 
ment, showing the influences that 
surrounded him and the forces that 
worked within him as together they 
shaped his life and produced the 
form and features of the inner man. 
Nearly the whole of the volume is 
concerned with Lincoln's labors and 
evolution after he went to Washing- 
ton, although a hundred-odd pages 
sketch his life and the environments 
that influenced it up to that time. 
The central thread of the work is 
the conception that two elements, 
for a long time at war with each 
other, composed Lincoln's personal- 
ity, the outer man of his relations 
with others during youth and the 
period of his legal career, and the 
inner man of spiritual and intel- 
lectual vision, in which more and 
more he found his real self. This 
inner man was first manifest, ac- 
cording to Mr. Stephenson's analysis, 
with the beginning of his emotional 
life when Ann Rutledge died and 
with his first realization of himself 
intellectually a little later. The 
author shows these two contradictory 
factors of the man Lincoln as they 
manifest themselves during his 
varied career until, during the last 
months of his life, the inner man 
absorbed the other. Of this final 
phase Mr. Stephenson says: 

His poise became more con; 
spicuous, his command over him- 
self more distinguished as the 
months raced past. In truth, he 
had worked through a slow but 
profound transformation. The Lin- 
coln of 1864 was so far removed 
from the Lincoln of Pigeon Creek 
—but logically, naturally removed, 
through the absorption of the 
outer man by the inner—that in- 
evitably one thinks of Shake- 
speare’s ‘‘ change into something 
rich and strange.” Along with the 
weakness, the contradictions of his 
earlier self, there had also fallen 
away from him the mere grossness 
that had belonged to him as a 
peasant. 


But the work is much more than 
a mere psychological analysis of the 
development of Lincoin’s character. 
While his life previous to his election 
to the Presidency is merely sketched, 
the author goes much more fully 
into the war period, devoting to it 
about three-fourths of the book and 
making a skeleton structure of the’ 
eutstanding events which he fills in 
with account of the cross-currrents, 
the opposing ambitions, the storms 
of prejudice and party and deter- 
mined purpose that beat upon Lin- 
coin; of his reactions to these things, 
his early uncertainty and humility, 
his efforts to pick his way carefully; 
and of the influence of the unflag- 
ging, overmastering purpose to save 
the Union that more and more stood 
out before him, his guiding pillar 
of fire by day and night. In addi- 
tion, there are much concise presen- 
tation and discussion of the problems 
of the period, of Lincoin's handling 
of them, of the help and the hin- 
drance he met at the hands of 
others. Especially graphic ia the 
running account of his relations with 
Congress. There are many brief, 
flashing estimates of the prominent 
men of the time. An aside describes 
Greeley as “ perhaps the most hys-

It is true any thoughtful | 
person should discover this for him- 
self, because if true the United 
States would rank with a tenth-rate 
Latin-American State; the book an- 
swers itself. The work under re- 
view, on the other hand, shows there 
is another side to Latin thought. Dr. 
Soto is a Porto Rican, a lawyer and 
law teacher, a Protestant and a Re- 
publican. He seeks to be led by the 
facts and not distort these to prove a 
thesis. His diplomatic documents are 
sometimes dry, but are enlivened by 
studies of Spanish leaders like Ca- 
novas, Sagasta, Martinez Campos 
and Weyler; the book is promising 
for the future of letters in Porto 
Rico. 

** Causas y Consecuencias " relates 
largely to the history of Cuba, but 
does not mention that earlier period 
when in 1854 American foreign Min- 
isters could meet at Ostend and issue 
a ‘manifesto advocating the purchase 
of Cuba and declaring its acquisition 
by any other power would be an act 
of hostility to the United States. The 
abolition of slavery changed the 
ground of American interest, but the 
greatest Union General led the way 
to American intervention in the West 
Indies. Sumner prevented the in- 
corporation into our political system 
of such an incongruous siement as 
Santo Domingo, but Democratic and 
Republican Presidents alike have 
had to intervene in its affairs, to the 
uneasiness of all Latin America— 
which is also shared by our author. 

Cuba and Porto Rico had been the 
only ones of Spain’s colonies which 
did not revolt after Napoleon's ap- 
propriation of the peninsula, and it 
is ‘interesting to note that Villa- 
nueva’s study of Napoleon in Amer- 
ica shows that the Emperor had an 
American policy which but for his 
downfall would have prevented Can- 
ning from “calling in the New 
World to redress the balance of the 
Old’ and would have created a 
Latin instead of a Monroe Doctrine. 
Bat despite the loss of all the rest, 
Spain learned nothing and continued 
exploiting her islands for Spanish 
trade, governing by and for the 
peninsulars. This was the policy of 
Philip II. gnd,his successors, and if 
there was a promise of better things 
under that reforming monarch Car- 
los II1., his policy was not Spanish, 
arid could not last. No Lord Dur- 
ham came to teach that at a certain 
period colonies must be treated like 
grown children.

In Cuba there were 
several such movements. That of 
1868 ended with the Peace of Zan- 
jon, negotiated by the humane com- 
mander Martinez Campos ten years 
later, which Sagasta declined to 
ratify, but kept the fruits. yomez 
moved to Santo Domingo, the 
Cubans settled down in apathy, and 
only Marti was left. But he from the 
United States plotted a new revolt, | 
which began in 1895. Marti in- 
duced Gomez to return, lost his own 
life, but established a de facto Gov- 
ernment in Eastern Cuba. Weyler’s 
reply was that reconcentration 
policy designed to make all outside 
his lines a wilderness, and which 
killed by starvation the cultivators 
he huddled within his trocha. 

For the first time in her history 
Spain found that she could not do 
as she would with her own. Neigh- 
bors may, and should, be moved by 
humanity. On April 7, 1896, Secre- 
tary Olney delivered to the Spanish 
Minister the message of President 
Cleveland that the United States 
wished the re-establishment of peace 
in Cuba, even if with the retention 
of Spanish sovereignty, and offered 
American aid. This was refused, 
and finally Cleveland brought things 
to a head by his message to Con- 
gress in December indicating that 
the time was coming when both in- 
terest and humanity might compel 
intervention. Autonomy was then 
granted, but all Spanish reforms lag 
after possibility of enforcement. Mc- 
Kinley necessarily followed Cleve- 
land's policy. He warned Spain as 
to the results of Weyler’s acts, but 
delays and promises were the prin- 
cipal results. mally came the de- 
struction of the Maine and that un- 
controllable outburst in America.

Latin-American States in fear 
for their own independence, and 
certainly without cause. The whole 
history of the United States shows 
that its expansion is confined to ad- 
jacent territory which it can Ameri- 
canize. Cuba was not annexed, the 
Philippines never thought of in that 
regard and Porto Rico was desired 
only to guard the Panama Canal, 
for it was not incorporated into the 
Union. Its future was not deter- 
mined. 

Dr. Soto considers the later his- 
tory of these districts, held at first 
under benevolent military rule, and 
indeed he could have shown that 
even Spain was benefited by the loss 
of colonies whom she did not know 
how to govern. She had never 
really subdued the Philippines, and 
there the archipelago is becoming as 
nearly a unit and as self-governing 
as such a heterogeneous assemblage 
of islands of different races ever 
can be. In Cuba finance, schools 
and sanitation have been estab- 


| lished, and since 1902 a native gov- 


ernment, fortunately with a Piatt 
amendment which allows interven- 
tion when necessary, and actually 
works out in leadership to make it 
unnecessary. 

More interesting as a political study 
is Porto Rico, America's bridgehead 
in the West Indies, whence will 
come America’s influence there and 
in South America, whatever it may 
become. As guarding Panama and 
next to St. Thomas, recently pur- 
chased for $25,000,000, it is evi- 
dently a permanent investment. Its 
nonincorporation into the Union is 
for its own benefit, for it can thus 
be favored in any way that may be 
deemed best. San Juan, for instance, 
could be made a free port, as the 
leased Canal Zone is, which a port 
of the Union proper could not be 
under the constitutional provision 
as to equality of ports. 

The American military govern- 
ment in Porto Rico which followed 
the war not only kept order, but 
devoted itself to laying deep the 
foundations for the future. Sanita- 
tion, for instance, hardly existed and 
presented great difficulties, due to 
the warm climate and the indiffer- 
ence of the people, but much was 
accomplished. Education had prac- 
tically not existed outside of church 
schools and these laid more stress on 
memory than on teaching pupils to 
think. An American system was 
introduced and has been main- 
tained ever since. Recent experi- 
ence, however, makes it doubtful 
whether it has not in acquisition of 
knowledge lost sight of full inculca- 
tion of an American spirit. An at- 
tempt was made to develop seif- 
government from the town or mu- 
nicipal centres. This seemed prom- 
ising because the feature was once 
prominent in Spain; but race mix-

ture and the centralization inherited | 
from Philip II. have neutralized the 
| work to a large extent. Justice is 
| equally important, and the Supreme 
Court has always stood high. The 
local courts, on the other hand, 
seem sometimes to have responded 
to political influences. Taxation and 
finance were at last placed upon a 
basis where suspicion could not 
reach. Salvador Brau, the best local 
historian, says on the last page of 
his “' Historia de Puerto Rico "’ that 
it would have been well had the 
military government lasted longer 

Few Americans favor military 
government, and many think the 
way to learn self-government is to 
practice it. So, although the Porto 
Ricans had never been permitted to 
take part in government, on May 1, 
1800, a full civil Government was in- 
stalled, under an American Governor 
and with an upper house or council 
made up, in American territorial 
fashion, of officials, and the lower 
| house elected practically by manhood 
suffrage. Thus controlled, the legis- 
lation was satisfactory. Such was 
the Foraker act, or, as it was locally 
j} called, the ‘* Bill Foraker.’’ History 
verified in this little island the 
shrewd observation of Edmund 
Burke that while in Saxon countries 
unrest comes from complaints re- 
garding taxation, in Latin countries 
it comes from disputes as to forms of 
government—illustrating the differ- 
ence of the spirit or genius of the 
two civilizations. The Saxon is prac- 
tical, looking at results; the Latin 
is theoretical, ‘desiring satisfactory 
forms. The demand was firet for 
complete Porto Rican control by 
making a majority*of the council na- 
tive, and this was granted. This 
} worked well, and on March 2, 1917, 
the “ Bill Jones’ gave an elective 
| Senate—whose first act was to refuse 
confirmation of the old, efficient 
| Commissioner of the Interior because 
ihe did not belong to the dominant, 
or Unionist, party. 

These facts are not within the 
scope of Dr. Soto's book, which 
avoids political questions, but they 
are important to Americans who 
wish the island to advance as fast as 
i should, but cannot afford to make 
expensive mistakes which America 
will have to pay for in reputation 
and money. The book thus omits the 
most significant provision of the 
Jones act, that which made the fu- 
ture of the island irrevocably Amer- 
ican, making legally impossible any 
idea of an independent future. On 
request of Porto Rican leaders, and 
confirmed by a great public fiesta 
and dedication of a plaza named 
Second of March, American citizen- 
ship was conferred, with the right of 
renunciation within a year. Of about 
1,000,000 persons only 288 refused 
citizenship, and many even of these 
soon repented. So that if the closing 
words of the book refer to Porto 
Rico, as the preface seems to indi- 
cate, there is an error. It says, ‘‘ the 
future of these small States of the 
Spanish race it is not possible to fix, 
lost as it is in ‘the nebulousness of 
an uncertain future. ‘‘ Citizenship 
has been confererd, and when once 
conferred it cannot be taken away, 
unless possibly for crime. 

The difficulty to be met is largely 
one of race. Americans are apt to 
think of others as Americacs al 
least in the making. This was the 
mistake made in that earlier recon- 
struction following the Civil War. 
The Latin race may be as intellectual

as the Saxon, more so, perhaps, if 
the point is important; but it is also 
more emotional. In law greater ac- 
curacy of expression is acquired, and 
codes are found everywhere; formal- 
ity sometimes takes the place of 
actually and substance. The race 
is essentially political—so much so 
that in America, as in Spain, the 
members of the same party are 
called co-religionists, ‘' correligiona- 
ties." The- intensity which has 
been lost in the old faith has trans- 
ferred itself te politics until in o 
very true sense a political belief has 
the game strength as religion. In 
Porto Rico to this is united the co- 
hesion of race and language over 
against Saxon institutions. 

The result is that the party whic: 
elections show to be dominant has 
always laid streas, not upon “material 
benefits, which it seems to take for 
granted, but upon what it wants in 
the way of government and office, 
even to the point of carrying in its 
platform a distinct claim of indepen- 
dence—which was uniformly called 
the Ideal—until within the last two 
years Washington compelled its 
erasure; and this gave rise to the 
creation of another, the Nationalist 
The Unionists profess love 
for the American flag and the union, 
despite their old Ideal, and now de- 
mand an jated statehood, like 
Ireland. Such Is the situation which 
has to be met. Force would be easy. 
but that is not the American way. 

Dr. Soto does not consider these 
questions within the scope of a 
book on the consequences of the war, 
and contents himself with pointing 
out the social benefits which the pol- 
iticlans ignore; he admits that ab- 
stract reasoning on liberty and the 
rights of man is a defect of his race, 
“defecto de raza.’’ To the American 
the most interesting question is how 
to overcome this defect. Citizenship 
to him settled the question, but the 
majority leaders seem to have ac- 
cepted citizenship with a mental res- 
ervation that it was a form, or, as 
has been soberly argued, that it was 
consistent with a fuller devotion to 
a Porto Rican citizenship which 
never existed as a matter of law, ex- 
cept by American permission. How 
far this feeling exists it is hard to 
say, but it would be a mistake to 
want a plebiscite by a population 
such as the Porto Ricans. They do 
not know what American ideals are 
until they learn to think Americen. 

The United States has undertaken 
a duty greater and more complicated 
than merely finding out every few 
years what the majority of people of 
Latin ancestry and speech may de- 
sire. And the duty can and must be 
discharged; nor is it difficult if it is 
remembered that these people from 
their nature and training follow lead- 
ers. Make the future clear, mark 
the limit within which political ac- 
tion can go, and educate the com- 
mon people, young and old, in Amer- 
ican ideals. The Latin nature s2ems 
to be one of satisfaction with its past 
and present; and the only wzy to 
touch it is to show it a stjll greater 
future. No school can teach itself, 
but In the long run the teaching 
must be by Porto Rican Americans. 

There are social questions awa‘ting 
solution also, but they cannot be 
solved by State action. One very 
serious one is the Latin notion, so 
well pictured by a Frenchman, that 
the fount of every blessing is i: the 
State instead of in individual work 
and initiative. While Porto Ricans 
are debating politics, the Spaniards 
are transacting the town business 
and American corporations are con- 
trolling the great sugar industry 
until a Melendez Mufioz complains in 
his ‘“ Portorriqueno Campesino " 
the land ts slipping away from the 
Porto Ricans and a proleteriat is 
arising. 

It is to be hoped that such men as 
Dr. Soto will devote their brigh: 
minds and facile pens to these mat- 
ters. Nowhere else in America is 
there a compact block of almost a 
million and a half*of people, aliens in, 
speech and language, removed from 
contact with American thought and 
speech. How to Americanize them 
fs a problem worthy of our best 
statesmanship, national and insular, 
= it la one which will not solve it- 
self. 
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FLORENCE NIGHTINGALE. By 
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STUDIBS IN THE 
DRAMA . By Kate Buss. 
Beae Compony. 


OT every play dramatically 
sound and exceedingly ef- 
fective upon the stage is 


adapted to reading pur- 

poses, as any purchaser of 
Samuel French's paper-bound dramas 
knows. Quite often the play as 
it appears in printed form is but 
a cold shell, requiring the ruddy 
flame of imagination and visuali- 
zation to make it seem more than 
a black and white outline. At least, 
that was the case not so many 
years ago. But apparently the times 
are steadily changing. Printed plays 
grow in bulk every year, and equally 
with their bulk grow their literary 
quality and adaptability for reading 
purposes. And this does not concern 
alone what is popularly dubbed 
closet-drama. We have always had 
Closet-dramas, plays written pri- 
marily for readers and not intended 
for stage production. And we have 
always had decriers of closet-dramas, 
critics who have loudly asserted that 
the very name is impossible, that a 
play that is not written for the stage 
ts not a play but a hybrid and fm- 
possible form of literary crafteman- 
ship. It is not necessary to go into 
this argument or to take either side, 
for the plays discussed in this article 
were all written for the stage. In 
other words, they are practicable 
dramas; and, at the same time, they 
are conceived with that degree of lit- 
erary finish that renders them more 
or less pleasing to read while com- 
fortably seated in an armchair. 
They ifustrate as nothing else could 
do the steadily rising literary ability 
that is exemplified in our modern 
drama. More and more the author 
is considering equally with his at- 
tempt for dramaturgic excellence the 
importance of authentic literary 
merit in the speeches of play char- 
acters. The old slap-dash, bilood- 
and-thunder epoch of our drama is 
a receding spectacle and the rapidly 
growing intellectual tone in which 
our modern plays are written is an 
encouraging phenomenon of our day. 
The best plays can both be seen and 
read. If anything, the dramas con- 
sidered in this article will be ap- 
proached more from the attitude of 
the man in the armchair than the 
man in the third row centre of the 
theatre. 

It is decidedly pleasant to open 
this brief consideration of a num- 
ber of plays as material for reading 
with ‘’ Hassan,’’ by James Elroy 
Fiecker. ‘‘ Hassan *’ is a play that 
has been announced for several 
years, indeed, from a period shortly 
after Mr. Fiecker died in 1915. The 
public was advised to watch for it, 
and the public was well advised. 
‘* Hassan ’’ is a sheer delight from 
beginning to end and, although it 
may remind some readers of Padraic 
Colum’s ‘‘ Mogu the Wanderer "’ or 
Edward Knoblock’s ‘‘ Kismet,’’ ft is 
distinctively Fiecker from beginning 
to end. The philosophy of Fiecker is 
here; the lyrical urge that is so 
much a part of this poet’s work is 
to be found; most of all, that wise 
understanding of the Eastern atti- 
tude toward life which animates all 
of Flecker’s Eastern poems is to be 
discerned. Hassan the Confectioner, 
who is instrumental in saving the 
City of Bagdad for the Caliph Ha- 
roun Al-Rashid; who loves Yasmin, 
the typical light-hearted woman who 
{fd won only by wealth and tim- 
portance; who, weary of blood-lust, 
power-lust and love-lust, leaves his 
wealth and ease in ragged garments 
in order to take the Golden Journey 
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to Samarkand, the pilgrimage to- 
ward peace, is an epitome of Fleck- 
er’s philosophy. Hassan is a 
dreamer, a poet, a pilgrim with feet 
set steadily on the road to the far- 
hidden shrine of peace and beauty. 
Around this story Mr. Flecker gath- 
ered a host of vivid and exotic char- 
acters—Court poets, executioners, 
armies of beggars, beautiful houris, 
all the color and biazarre magic of 
that Bagdad described in the Arabian 
Nights. Using these personages who 
struggie and despair, who fight 
against fate and fall in the unequal 
conflict, he has fashioned a plot of 
dramatic timbre that rises to several 
fine climaxes, thatends with a beau- 
tiful finish. Written a» it is in beau- 
tiful prose and interspersed with 
some of the best of Mr. Fiecker’s 
lyrics, “ Hassan’’ makes decidedly 
enjoyable reading. 

It is always interesting to note 
plays which are based about the ca- 
reers of real characters, and there 
are two such in the group of books 
considered here. The difficulties of 
realizing a character upon the stage 
about which the spectators have 
already preconceived notions are 
many. It takes fine workmanship 
and a deep psychological insight into 
the mind and career of the charac- 
ter so revivified. Edith Gittings 
Reid has attempted no less than a 
drama which outlines the career of 
Florence Nightingale. As a play 
** Florence Nightingale’’ is quite 
impossibie. This is mainly due to a 
soppy sentimentality about the An- 
geil of the Crimea. 

It is a far cry from Lytton 
Strachey’s Florence Nightingale to 
Miss Reid's attempt, and it is great- 
ly to be feared that the English 
satirist’s picture is by far the more 
important. Miss Reid has outlined 
accurately enough the career of 
Florence Nightingale and impressed 
upon readers the great courage and 
ability she exhibited during the 
Crimean War. Florence Nightin- 
gale’s experiment was a great one. 
She went to a battle-front as a nurse 
and leader of nurses when women 
did not do such things. She met 
obstacles, and she bravely overcame 
them. She fashioned order out of 
chaos. In so far as this is portrayed 
Miss Reid does it well enough. It 
is in the deéper aspects of Florence 
Nightingale’s character that she 
fails. Of course, she had almost in- 
surmountahle difficulties before her. 
Florence Nightingale was far from 
the sympathetic personage who may 
be made into a dramatic heroine. 
She was a businesslike, level- 
headed, rather abrupt personage, 
indeed the only type who could have 
done as successfully as she did the 
many hard tasks that loomed before 
her. Because of this and because 
Miss Reid lacks that high literary 
intuition that is necessary in plays 
of this sort ‘‘ Florence Nightingale ” 
must be accounted a failure. An- 
other drawback is the rather stilted 
sentimentalism of many of the 
speeches. 

Our second play based upon a 
historical personage is Constance 
D’Arcy Mackay’s ‘* Franklin,” and 
because the author has gone to work 
from a different viewpoint she has 
fashioned a decidedly engrossing 
drama. She attempts nothing psy- 
chological and her play is a purely 
historical drama, depending wholly 
upon its situations. With a fine de- 
gree of skill she has’ picked out and 
strung together the important dra- 
matic climaxes in Benjamin Frank- 
lin’s life from the day he came to 
Philadelphia as a ragged printer's 
boy to that great triumph in France 
when he secured the King’s signa- 
ture to the first French-American 
treaty. The play movés swiftly, it 
shows care and detail in character- 
ization, gnd it presents a series of 
vivid pictures always animated by 
the true dramatic virtue of action 
and suspense. It is to be read and 
enjoyed. 

Another drama, which, it is to be 
feared, will be read only and never 
produced, but which may well be 
enjoyed. in the reading, is ‘‘ Guilty 
Souls,”’ by Robert Nichols. Mr. 
Nichols is a young English poet of 
some prominence, who is now Pro- 
fessor of English Literature _at the 
University of Tokio, a position once 
held by Lafcadio Hearn. In spite 
of the fact that he is rather ‘amus- 
ingly serious at times, he is a man to

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be taken with a degree of serious- 
ness. He prefaces *‘ Guilty Souls’’ 
with an introduction running more 
than seventy pages, but the reader 
may as well turn to the play and 
read it first. The intreduction, 
which appears to be the battle-cry 
of the younger generation, may be 
It has little to 
do with the play. ‘ Guilty Souls"’ 
has a modern English locale and it is 
manifestly a problem drama of crime 
and conscience. The characters are 
well drawn and the dialogue moves 
in a rapidly well-fashioned manner. 
It is not a big play in any sense of 
the word and its dramatic technique 
is somewhat doubtful, but it is inter- 
esting to read, and that, it is to be 
feared, will be its only function. 
Another play which seems to be 
more adapted to reading purposes 
than to stage is ‘‘ The Sun Chaser,"’ 
by Jeannette Marks. The scene is 
laid in a frontier town and the char- 
acter of the Sun Chaser, a half-mad 
idealist, is drawn in a vivid manner. 
The symbolism in this drama is man- 
ifest, for the sun typifies happiness 
and the Sun Chaser, drunken, 
broken, yet always bravely rushing 
on in his mad attempt to catch the 
sun, represents those broken sha 
of life that forever attempt the im. 
possible. There is some clumsiness 
in the handling of characters, and 
the technique of the drama as a 
drama may be open to question, but 
it fulfills its purpose as an interest- 
ing and poetic bit of reading matter. 
Two collections of plays by indi- 
viduals are next to loom up. In 
* Frightful Plays,’ Charlies’ 8. 
Brooks, that whimsical essayist and 
humorist, includes two extremely 
ludicrous dramas and.a long intro- 
ductory essay that is, perhaps, the 
most amusing part of the book. In- 
deed, the plays might almost be de- 
scribed as essays in dramatic form. 
The first, called ‘* Wappin’ Whart "’ 
(and it might as well be explained 
that Wappin’ Wharf is where pirates 
used to be hanged in chains), is a 
frightful drama of bloodthirsty 
pirates. All the scenery is here from 
bottles of grog to bloody daggers. 
The pirates swear horrendous ‘oaths 
and disport themselves as true buc- 
caneers and sons of Blackbeard. It 


may be imagined that this play, if 


produced, would be a scream from 
beginning to end. The second play, 
“* At the Sign of the Greedy Pig,”’ 
is a frightful comedy of beggars. 
And it is equally amusing. Mr. 
Brooks has Iet his imagination for 
burlesque run riot in both these ludi- 
crous travesties. 

Another collection by an individual 
is ‘‘ Eight Plays for Little Thea- 
tres,"’ by Percival Wilde. These 
eight little episodes are done in a 
sprightly manner and with no small 
understanding of the exigencies of 
small theatres. From a dramatic 
point of view they are well conceived, 
and the ease and naturalness of the 
dialogue render them peculiarly 
adapted for reading purposes. It 
should be pointed out that Mr. 
Wilde's plays, though intended for 
little theatres, are not intended for 
those little theatres that make a 
specialty of authentic literary gems. 
Mr. Wilde is always amusing and 
nearly always clever, but he is in no 
sense of the word a distinguished lit- 
erary craftsman. He brings nothing 
new or distinguished to the stage. 
Rather does he write neat little plays 
that should prove decidedly popular 
with amateur groups. The more am- 
bitious plays for little theatres may 
be found in two collections which 
have just been published. 

The first of these is ‘*‘ Contem- 
porary One-Act Plays,’’ edited by B. 
Roland Lewis, who also includes an 
outline study of the one-act play and 
bibliographies. In this volume the 
reader will discover eighteen one-act 
plays which already approach 
classics in their particular genre. 
For instance there is ‘*‘ The Twelve- 
Pound Look,”” by Sir James M. 
Barrie; ‘‘ Hyacinth MHalvey,’’ by 
Lady Gregory, and *‘ The Boor,’’ by 
Anton Chekov. Also to be noted are 
** Modesty,"" by Paul Hervieu; 
‘* The Far-Away Princess,’’ by Her- 
mann Sudermann, and “* The 
Stronger,"’ by August Strindberg. 
From the six titles given above the 
mood of this volume should be 
patent. It attempts to skim over 
the field of the one-act play and ex- 
tract the most representative of 
worth-while examples. From all 
appearances Mr. Lewis has done 
this. The one-act play, having been 
relegated to a minor position for 


years, has evolved into an important 

facet of contemporary dramatic art. 

It has made possible a new genre, a 

new mode of thought, just as the . 
short story has in fiction. In other . 
words, it makes possible the repre- | 

sentation of a single, rounded epi- 

sode. The plays which Mr. Lewis 

has selected fulfill this function ad- 

mirably and they give the reader a 

clear idea of the achievements and 

potential opportunities of the one- ~ 
act play. 

Another engrossing collection of 
one-act plays is Frank Shay’s com- 
Pilation of ‘‘ Contemporary One- 
Act Plays of 1921—American.”” As 
the editor announces, this volume 
may be considered as an adjunct to 
“ Fifty Contemporary One-Act 
Plays,’’ published a year or so ago 
by the same firm. In this new col- 
lection Mr. Shay includes such 
efforts as ‘‘ Sweet and Twenty,”’ by 
Floyd Dell; ‘‘ Tickless Time,’’ by 
Susan Glaspell and George Cram 
Cook; ** All Gummed Up,”” by Harry 
Wagstaff Gribble; ** Solomon’s 
Song,"" by Harry Kemp; ‘Two 
Slatterns and a King,’’ by Edna 8t. 
Vincent Millay, and ‘Sir David 
Wears a Crown,’’ by Stuart Walker. 
Excepting two or three plays this 
volume Is not as important as Mr. 
Lewis’s compilation. It is on a 
lower plane for the most part, and 
the plays included depend more on 
humorous and dramatic incident 
than careful characterization. 

One volume more remains, and, 
while it does not contain any plays, 
it should be of interest to lovers of 
the drama. It is ‘‘ Studies in the 
Chinese Drama,” by Kate Buss. 
This is a field that has hardly been 
explored, and Miss Buss’s volume 
should prove popular because of that 
very fact. She opens her book (it 
is beautifully bound and illustrated, 
by the way) with a brief discussion 
of the origin of Chinese drama, and 
then goes on to consider the types 
of plays, the plays as literature, the 
religious influence upon the drama, 
the actors, the music, the decora- 
tion, costume and symbolic design, 
and the customs of the playhouse 
and the greenroom. It its all ex- 
tremely entertaining, and Miss Buss 
makes it more so by writing In a 
simple, non-technical manner.

FOOD, HEALTH AND GROWTH: A 
Discussion of the Nutrition of CMéi- 
dren. By L. Bmmett Holt, M. D., 
LL. D., President of Child Health 
Organization, Formeriy Professor 
of Diecases of ChiFiren im the Col- 
lege of Physicians and Surgeons,

OUNTLESS persons are wail- 
ing about the complexities of 
life in this twentieth century. 
A multiplicity of educational 
books on the same sub- 

ject, emulative of each other in 
that they have the same end in view 
but differing slightly in theory, in 
shades of opinion, and in felicity of 
expression often serve to augment 
the sense of distraction and bewil- 
derment. But when a man of Dr. 
Holt’s experience and solid attain- 
ments as a teacher expresses himself 
as he has in this, his latest book, 
upon a subject which forms one of 
the most important and pressing in 
the history of human evolution, and 
one, moreover, which the author has 
made peculiarity and eminently his 
own for more than a generation, 
deeper thought leads to the inevi- 
table conclusion that simplification of 
living, and not complication, is not 
only the end sought but reached. 
One reads this book with an increas- 
ing sense of conviction that this 
view is the correct one; that the end 
of multifarious experimentation and 
of laboratory and practical tests is 
the reduction of experience to the 
beneficently simple. 

The main theme of this work is the 
instiNation of the basic idea that the 
fundamentals and essentials of diet, 
especially in their application to the 
young, are a matter of education 
and habit; rather, habit induced by 
education. And Dr. Holt emphasizes 
the contention—which = is obvious 
enough to all—that this food, this 
+health education should be begun 
and developed in childhood; if not so 
taught then, wrong dietary habits 
are formed; habits, the shackles of 
which are not easy to knock loose 
when their victims have reached 
maturity. Where, then, should edu- 
cation in right food habits be taught, 
in the home or in the school? In

Apart from the points mentioned, 
Dr. Holt's book affords a striking, 
an almost unbelievable, contrast be- 
tween present-day methods of in- 
struction in our medical schools and 
those of a quarter of a century ago. 
The book consists of the Lane lec- 
tures, almost in their original form, 
delivered by Dr. Holt to students at 
the Medical School of the Leland 
Stanford Junior University in De- 
cember of last year. A medical stu- 
dent of the last generation was un- 
likely to hear during his course more 
than one or two facts contained in 
these lectures. The information all 
belongs to the newer knowledge, 
much of which Dr. Holt, the dean of 
American pediatrists, helped to de- 
velop. We move apace in our meth- 
ods of health conservation and pre- 
ventive medicine. 

Thirty years ago the young medi- 
cal student listened with gleeful in- 
credulity to the results of instruction 
of the early sixties as narrated by 
the middle-aged or elderly doctor. 

‘* If you have a patient suffering 
from inflammation of the lungs 
(pneumonia), what do you do?’ 
queried the learned professor af the 
practice of medicine sixty years ago. 

** Bleed him! ” the confident class 
chorused. 

** And if that don’t help him, what 
next? ’’ 

** Bleed him again! ” came an an- 
swering roar of triumphant assur- 
ance. 

This was about the same time that 
Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes, then 
Professor of Anatomy at the Harvard 
Medical College, was interviewed as 
to the amount of knowledge a stu- 
dent ought to possess to be entitled 
to a medical degree. 

** Well,’ said Dr. Holmes, *‘ if my 
students can tell the location of the 
biceps muscle I usually pass them."’ 

The contrasts in the medical teach- 
ing of thirty and sixty years ago and 











Dr. Holt has spent furty-two years 
of his life in the advancement of 
long since he 
earned the right to speak with au- 
thority concerning the ills and health 
of children. His soul is in his sub- 
ject and therefore he writes about 
it entertainingly. The information he 
has conveyed so concisely is as read- 
ily understandable to the layman or 
laywoman as it is to the physician. 
It may be for this :eason that the 
author, somewhat unnecessarily, 
writes that the book is not to be 
regarded as a textbook. The gen- 
eral opinion is that informative facts 
are much more effective when pre- 
sented in this palatable guise than 
if austerely garbed in language 
which makes a dull horror of that 
which should be at least an enjoyable 
task. The facts here set forth are 
easily and beneficially assimilable, 
even though, Dr. Holt points out, 
they do not constitute a systematic 
discussion of the aspects of nutrition 
here considered. 

* But out of the wide range of 
topics relating to the nutrition of 
children,’’ he says, “‘ certain ones 
have been chosen which seemed of 
special interest and importance at 
the present time, even though they 
are apparently not closely connected. 
Everything relating to the subject of 
nutrition, and especially the food and 
nutrition of children, has acquired 
a new interest in the last few years 
and much new knowledge has been 
added.’’ 

The most fascinating lecture of 
the series is that which deals with 
vitamines or the ‘ accessory food 
factors.’" Limited as our knowledge 
is at present conerning these mys- 
terious substances withoyt which we 
cannot live, enough is known to in- 
dicate that by eating foods which 
contain them we can avoid or cure 
certain distressing maladies. Thus 
far, knowledge is exact and just in 
proportion to that exactness is our 
mode of living simplified in the mat- 
ter of nutrition. We cannot see:a 
vitamine; we do not know what it 
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is; yet, by experimentation, we have 
knowledge that sdme foods contain 
vitamines and some do not; and of 
those containing them, some hold 
more than others.. We also know 
that vitamines have different char- 
acteristics, some protecting us from 
one sort of ~jlment, while another is 
proof against another variety of in- 
firmity. 

We know, jmoreover, that since 

physicians and bio-chemists have 
made public their revelations con- 
cerning the vitamines and urged the 
human importance of the wide dis- 
semnation of this knowledge, a host 
of the commercially alert have taken 
advantage of the opportunity for a 
deplorable exploitation of substances 
for which they claim a specific ac- 
tion or suggest in some specious but 
ocult fashion their desirability as ar- 
ticles of food or of Medicine. These 
claims are based on meagre knowl- 
edge. 
“* In our consideration of this sub- 
ject,” says the author, “we must 
not then fall into the error of think- 
ing that the vitamine content of food 
is really the one and only thing 
that matters. This, however, is the 
expression which one might receive 
from a survey of much recent litera- 
ture on the subject of nutrition."’ 

To Hopkins, Professor of Physi- 
ology at Cambridge, the author gives 
the credit for grasping and disclosing 
the significance of these food factors. 
It was in 1906 that, as the result of 
his experiments, he formulated this 
conclusion : 


No animal can live upon a mix- 
ture of pure protein, fat and car- 
bohydrate, even with the addition 
of mineral salts. The animal body 
is adjusted to live upon pliant tis- 
sues or other animals, and these 
contain countless substances other 
than eins, carbohydrates and 
fat. *hysiological evolution has 
made some of these well nigh as 
essential as are the basal constit- 
uents of diet. * * * The field 
is almost unexplored; only it is 
certain that there are many minor 
factors in all diets of which the 
body takes account. 


Funk, in 1911, discovered that rice 
polishings contained an unknown 
something that would prevent beri- 
beri in human beings, and also the 
polyneuritis of birds. This substance 
contained nitrogen, so he concluded 
that it belonged to a class of com- 
pounds known as amines. ‘The 
strange substance was also essential 
to life, hence he gave it the name 
vitamine. 

We cannot here enter into the 
niceties of differentiation that dis- 
tinguish the three known classes of 
vitamines. It is enough to say that 
they are called “fat-soluble A,”’ 
“ water-soluble B” (which labora- 
tory workers have reduced to Vita- 
mine A and Vitamine B) and Vita- 
mine C. There are then three sepa- 
rate and distinct accessory food fac- 
tors, “‘ each of which has a perfectly 
definite and distinct function in 
human nutrition, and all of them are 
necessary for health and growth.’”" 
Of course, A is found in fats and B 
in the watery constituents of cer- 
tain foods. Vitamine A was first 
found in butter-fat and egg yolk, 
and these foods are rich sources of 
supply. lt is abundant in most an- 
imal fats except lard, and in the tis- 
sues of the heart, liver and kidney, 
as well as in many fish oils. Cod- 
liver ofl is particularly rich in it, 
but vegetable oils contain little or 
none. Green and leafy vegetables 
contain an abundance of it, particu- 
larty cabbage, lettuce and spinach. 
It is to be especially noted that ordi- 
nary cooking heat does not seem to 
impair its beneficial qualities. It is 
found in milk, and so is Vitamine B. 

Vitamine B is widely distributed. 
It was found in greater or less de- 
gree in almost all foodstuffs ex- 
perimentally investigated. Yeast, 
eges, most meats, seeds and grains, 
nearty all vegetables, fruit juices, 
particularily orange, lemon and 
grapefruit, contain it, as well as nuts 


and milk. It also is very resistant 
to heat. 
Vitamine C differs essentially 


from the other two varieties. For 
one thing, it is especially sensitive 
to heat. It is found chiefly in fruits 
and vegetables, being very abundant 
in oranges, lemons and grapefruit, 
but not in limes. Dr. -Holt says 
there is none whatever in preserved 
lime juice. Cabbage, tomatoes and 
yellow turnips are especially rich in 
it. There is also some of it in po- 
tatoes, green vegetables, fresh meat 
and a small amount in milk.

contains no vitamine C presents ajble and scientific basis.

Absence of vitamine A not only re- 
tards growth but produces distress- 
ing symptoms, including ulceration 
of the eye. The process may go on 
to entire destruction of the organ. 
The addition to the dict of a small 
amount of butter, egg yolk or cod- 
liver oil will cure this condition, 
which is known in humang as 
kerato-malacia. ‘“*War or famine 
oedema,’’ a dropsical condition, is 
also attributed to lack of vitamine A. 

Rickets, that devastating condition 
of childhood which prevails all over 
the world in environment suitable 
for its development, was formerly 
thought to be due to lack of vita- 
mine A, but this is not now generally 
believed. In the light of a recent, 
very important and widely applicable 
discovery in therapeutics—so recent 
as to be subsequent to the delivery 
of Dr.- Holt’s lecture on vitamines— 
some remarks of the author’s on 
rickets take on a new significance. 

** While it is evident,’” he says, 
“‘that in the causation of rickets diet 
is an important factor, it seems al- 
together probable that more than one 
dietary factor exists. Environment, 
especially one which affects the 
amount of sunlight, is also a factor 
of much importance, since in a bad 


environment small diet deficiencies*~/ 


may produce the disease, while in a

Exposure to sunlight cures rickets. 
Moreover, scientists working in the 
laboratories of the College of Phy- 
siclans of Columbia University have 
proved that exposure to the carbon 
are light or to the mercury vapor 
light of Cooper-Hewitt for a brief 
daily period .will both prevent and 
cure rickets and actually augment 
the amount of inorganic phosphate 
in the blood. 

When vitamine B is absent, growth 
ceases and a decline in the general 
nutrition is evident. Its absence 
from a diet of polished (highly 
milled) rice is followed by beri-beri, 
a particularly distressing disease. 
The tion of rice husks cures 
the patient. This has been proved 
time and again in Javanese prisons. 

The author’s vitamine exposition 
indicates the dangers of a restricted 
diet and the benefit of a liberal one. 
It is important, therefore, says the 
author, to recognize the necessity of 
supplying to nursing mothers a diet 
which is ample in all the vitamines. 

** Vitamine C and vitamine A are 
the ones most likely to be lacking 
in the diet of the poor,” says Dr. 
Holt. ‘* These are abundantly sup- 
plied by milk, eggs, green vegetables 
and fruits, all of which unfortunately 
are expensive foods, but they should 
be included.in the diet.” 

Two striking things brought out 
by the investigation of vitamines are 
the small amounts required to pro- 
duce effects and the specificity of 
their action. 

This book contains also chapters 
on nutrition in its relation to growth 
and progress in school and t> re- 
sistance to disease; the food require- 
ments of children during the entire 
period of_ growth, the conditions 
upon which are based the require- 
ments for protein, fat carbohydrate 
and mineral salts; the percentages of 
the different food constituents in the 
diet of children; practical means by 
which the nutrition of children may 
be improved, and an appendix show- 
ing the caloric value of common 
articles of food. 

This book should prove a valuable 
addition to the household library, as 
well as to the libraries of school 
teachers, medical students and phy-

zoshe itself, Mr. Grey says: 

I saw past the vast jutting wall 
that had obstructed my view. A 
mile beyond, all was bright with 
the colors of sunset, and spanning 
the canyon in the graceful shape 
and beautiful hues of the rainbow 
was a magnificent natural bridge. 

‘* Nonnezoshe,’’ said Wetherill 
simply. 

The rainbow bridge was the one 
great natural phenomenon, the one 
grand spectacle which I had ever 
seen that did not at first give 
vague disappointment, a confound- 
ing reality, a disenchantment of 
contrasts with what the mind had 
conceived. 

But this thing was glorious. It 
absolutely silenced me. My body 
and brain, weary and dull from 
the toil of travel, received a singu- 
lar and revivifying freshness. I 
had a strange, mystic perception 
that this rosy-hued, tremendous 
arch of stone was a goal I had 
failed to reach in some former life, 
but had now found. Here was a 
rainbow magnified even beyond 
dreams, a thing not transparent 
and ethereal, but solidified, a work 
of ages, sweeping up majestically 
from the red walls, its iris-hued 
arch against the blue sky. 

The party camped near the bridge 
and saw it turn to silver in the 
moonlight and resume its rainbow 
tints with the rising sun.

Had it been a grizzly, 
they would have had no such com- 
punctions, for the ‘grizzly is himself 
a killer, as is also the cinnamon 
bear. But though they sighted a 
grizzly, they did not succeed in get- 
ting him. On the subject of hunt- 
ing in general, Mr. Grey expresses 
himself as follows: 

The more I hunt the more I be- 
come convinced of something 
wrong about the game. I am a 
different man when I get a gun 
in my hands. All is exciting, 
hot-pressed, __red. Hunting is 
magnificent up to the moment the 
shot is fired. After that it is 
another matter. It is useless for 
sportsmen to tell me that they, in 
particular, hunt right, conserve 
the game, do not go beyond the 
limit, and all that sort of thing. I 
do not believe them and I never 
met the guide who did. A rifle 
is made for killing. When a man 
goes out with one, he means to 
kill. He may keep within the law, 
but that is not the question. It 
is a question of spirit, and men 
who love to hunt are yielding to 
and always developing the olf 
primitive instinct to kil. 

Coming from a man who admits 
that he himself loves the excitement 
of the chase, this is rather a remark- 
able statement. The author reverts 
to this subject several times. It 
seems to be a question in his mind, 
and one for which he has found no 
| satisfactory answer, whether the evil 
tlust for killing, which hunting de- 
velops, does not more than counter- 
batance the good effects of the out- 
door life which it encourages. As 
to trapping, Mr. Grey is very em- 
} phatic. He considers it cowardly and 
jeruel, and he believes that if wo- 
}men could fully realize the suffer- 
ings of animals caught in this way 
they would refuse to wear the furs.

‘* Tonto Basin” is the record of} 
another hunting trip, or rather two 
of them with a year's interval be- 
tween. Mr. Grey's young son, 
Romer, accompanied his father on 
the first of these trips. If many 
young boys are permitted to read 
this chapter, we may look for a 
general exodus in the direction of 
Arizona, for young Romer certainly 
had the time of his life. He rode, 
hunted, fished, listened open- 
mouthed to the yarns of the guides, 
in short, he lived as all real boys 
would like to live, though cruel fate 
bars most of them from doing 30. 
Some of the stories that Romer 
heard were rather tall, particularly 
this one told by Haught, the bear 
hunter:

On one occasion, 
when all the other members of the 
party had been hunting deer with- 
out success, Takahashi borrowed a 
rifle and rode out of camp to return 
with a fine two-point buck. 

‘“*Camp need fresh meat,” said 
the Jap, with his broad smile. ‘‘ I 
go hunt. Ride along old road. Soon 
nice fat deer walk out from bush. 
Twenty steps away — maybe. I 
get off. I no want kill deer so 
close, so I walk on him. Deer he 
no scared. He jump off few steps 
stick up his ears—look at horse 
all same like he thought him 
deer, too. I no aim gun from 
shoulder. I just shoot. No good. 
Deer he run. I aim then—way 
front of him—shoot—-leer he drop 
right down dead. * * * Aw, 
easy to get deer! "’ 

The last chapter in the book tells 
of a trip to Death Valley, which a 
prospector once picturesquely de- 
scribed as being ‘forty feet from 
hell.” There were times, as Mr. Grey 
and his companion walked over the 
treacherous salt crust, when the dis- 
tance must have seemed even less 
than that. A more desolate place it 
would be hard to imagine. The 
ground is parched and cracked, and 
the soil itself is full of salt and 
borax. The temperature at times is 
125 degrees at midnight. Men have 
gone into that valley and have been 
found a few hours later raving mad 
from heat and thirst. And many, 
many more have gone in never to 
return. Death Valley, it is safe to 
say, will never be a popular resort. 

Zane Grey knows his Arizona as 
few writers do. He knows the desert, 
and he knows the men who spend 
their lives there. They are men who 
have lived close to nature in her 
sterner moods, and he has lived with 
them and as one of them. In

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London Book Talk

Y¥Y the death of Alice Meynell 

at the age of 72 we have 

suffered the loss of a dis- 

tinguished poet and writer, 

not merely one of a group of 

poets and writers. For Mrs. Meynell 

was apart. She kept her quiet state 

in her own Rome of ideas. She was 

at once the quietest and most ac- 

complished woman writer of her 

time. The masses. heard little of her 

and read her not at all. Yet she was 

near to being widely known and 

read when, after the death of Alfred 

Austin, it seemed more than poasi- 

ble that she would become our first 
woman Poet Laureate. 


She and her elder sister, Lady But- 
ler, the distinguished painter of 
“ The Roll-Call "* and ** Scotland for 
Ever,’ were the two daughters of 
J. T. Thompson, a man of rare 
character and scholarship, who made 
the personal education of his two 
giris his life work. He was a friend 
of Charles Dickens, and his daughter 
could remember Dickens coming into 
her nursery in Genoa. In after life 
she became at once a critic and de- 
fender of Dickens, when it pleased 
certain critics to deny him style. 

Mrs. Meynell was not less herself 
as an essayist than as a poet. Her 
essays were just as instinct with 
what may be called poetical intel- 
lect as her verse is instinct with in- 
tellectual poetry. It is, indeed, their 
qualities which have made her seem 
somewhat cold and difficult to the 
ordinary reader. She exacted much 
more than the minimum of atten- 
tion. I have always thought that 
her gnomic brevities of personal 
statement, her quietly confident 
legislations on all matters of taste 
and feeling and her refusal to ex- 
pand or empurple her work place 
her within some small circle of es- 
sayists that includes Bacon. Her 
essays, like his, are rather a tessella- 
tion than a flow from a brush. They 
are phases of one mind’s experi- 
ences, and, whatever her subject, be 
it a broad one, like the ** Rhythm of 
Life,” or ‘“ Rejection,” or ‘‘ Com- 
posure,"’ or ™ Habits and Conscious- 
ness,”” or a narrower one, like rain, 
or wind, or eyes, or the sun, or city 
bells, or waterfalls, they are emana- 
tions of an inner life rather than re- 
solved projections. Mrs. Meynell 
never gave the impression that she 
had found a subject outside of her- 
self and meant to write about it; 
her subjects are parts of herself, like 
leaves from a tree, only they fall 
not helplessly, but with aim, and full 
of tidings of the tree. They speak 
of a mind delicately poised and self- 
possessed. Indeed her whole orienta- 
tion, upplicable to her prose and 
poetry, is indicated in her lines, 
‘* The Shepherdess "’: 

She walks—the lady of my delight— 
A shepherdess of sheep. 
Her flocks are thoughts.

She guards them from the steep;

Catholic Church early in life, and in 
1877 she married Mr. Wilfrid Mey- 
nell, who had taken the same step 
and afterward became known as a 
brilliant journalist and as editor of 
The Tablet. They had a large family 
of children and to these they added 
the care of Francis Thompson (of no 
relationship), who came to them un- 
happy, unknown, an outcast from 
the world. Their children became 
his little brothers and sisters and 
from year to year he wreathed their 
heads with such exquisite poetry as 
“To Monica Thought Dying,’’ **‘ The 
Making of Viola,’’ ‘‘To My 
child ’’ and ‘‘ Sister Songs.’’ 
ture does not hold a finer record of 
succor. And now Alice Meynell 
has been laid in Kensal Green Ceme- 
tery, near to the grave of the author 
of ‘‘ The Hound of Heaven.’’ 


Not often does a successful author 
explain himself so soon after publi- 
cation as J. St. Loe Strachey has 
done. His ‘** My Autobiography "’ 
has been a distinguished success by 
reason of its substantial value as a 
record of the highest work in jour- 
nalism, and not less because as a 
personal record it is as full of human 
interest as it Is free from discursive 
triviality. We have had of late a 
flood of books of society reminis- 
cence, filled with glimpses of high 
life, entertaining, sometimes instruc- 
tive, but not always memorable. 
These works have contained a vast 
amount of evanescent social froth. 
St. Loe Strachey’s material is of an- 
other kind. In a frank lecture he 
has just delivered on ‘* Autoblog- 
raphies: My Own and Other Feo- 
ple’s,” he revealed the aims with 
which, after writing 6,000 leading 
articles, he sat down to write this, 
his first book. He decided “ not tc 
write a luncheon and dinner auto- 
biography, for he had not known 
enough dukes and actresses.”” As 
little inclined was he to attempt 
** the conscientious biography and 
the confessional.”’ He elected to 
write about himself and the life he 


had seen through his own eyes and

AT THE FOOT OF SINAI. By 
Georges Clemenceau. New York: 
Bernard G. Richards Company. 


BOUT thirty-four years ago M. 
Clemenceau, after a trip | 
through Galicia, wrote a series 


impressions, | 


of stories and 

which were published in book- 
form under the title “Au Pied de 
Sinai."" In 1920 the volume was re- 
published in France, and now an 
English translation of this collection 
is published in this country. 

These stories are not likely to add 
to the literary fame of the ” Tiger” 
of France, but they are interesting 
because they reveal the views of M. 
Clemenceau on the question of anti- 
Semitism long before he championed 
the cause of Dreyfus and before he 
protected the minority rights of op~- 
pressed nationalities at the Paris 
Peace Conference. 

The stories in this collection deal 
with Jewish life in Eastern Europe 
during the period of his visit to that 
part of the world. Some of them 
were based on fact, and reproduced 
as related to him by people who 
called themselves eyewitnesses ; 
others were founded on his observa- 
tions during his travels. In fact, of 
the six chapters in the book, only 
three may be described as stories, 
while the others consist of travel 
notes and comments. But both in 
his fiction and in his observations 
M. Clemenceau always sought to 
point out the injustice and incon- 
sistencies of anti-Semitism. He ridi- 
culed the attacks on the Jewish peo- 
ple and denounced the anti-Semitic 
methods of violence and persecution. 

The stories are, however, critical, 
and abound in uncomplimentary ref- 
erences to the shortcomings attrib- 
uted to the Jews of Eastern Europe 
ai the time. He did not idealize the 
Jews in the poverty-stricken settle- 
ments he visited, nor did he show 


any profound familiarity with Jew- | 


ish life and customs; but the under- 
lying tendency of his work was to 
combat racial and religious prejudice 
and hatred. Anti-Semitism—circulat- 
ing myths and making weird accusa- 
tions against the Jewish people— 
was widespread in various European 
countries at that time, and M. Clem- 
enceau endeavored to expose its ab- 
surdities. 


In the story called ‘ Baroh 

Hoses" M. Clemenceau tells of a 
Jew who inherited great wealth 
from his father and did not know 
what to do with it. Baron Moses did 
not work, as his father had done, 
and he was bored by all the things 
he was able to get without the 
slightest effort. The arts, the the- 
atre, horse racing, philanthropy— 
all these bored him to death. His 
fortune kept growing through his 
speculations on the stock exchange, 
and because of his power and wealth 
he was in a position to save some 
industries and ruin others. He ig- 
nored the claims of labor and could 
not understand the plaints of the 
poor. 
‘“*T am not rich enough to wipe 
out misery,” Baron Moses said, and 
consoled himself with this convenient 
phrase. ° 

The millionaire had no friends 
and did not understand the meaning 
of friendship. ‘‘ Beggars, parasites, 
manufacturers and speculators were 
all in conspiracy against his bank 
account. The rest of humanity was 
for him a closed book. The rough 
worker of brutal frankness, the sim- 
ple good man of honest character 
and warm heart, the unselfish 


thinker who could have enlightened 
him about himself—where could he 


have met these? He considered the 
artisan an enemy because he com- 
plained of a social order which the 
millionaire thought tolerable. The 
little working middie class seemed 
to hinz something mean that could 
at pleasure be bought; the man of 
ideas was to him a dangerous agi- 
tator who scattered the seed of fu- 
ture revolutions; the favored of this 
world were to him a cowardly de- 
generate class that did not know 
enough to unite for the purpose of 
defending their possessions by all 
means against the greed of the 
threatening crowd.” 

So he kept on speculating and 
growing richer. But he suffered, he 
became a slave to his wealth. He 
was now tortured with anguish and 
found no joy in his life. He fett 
that he was a man outside of man- 
kind—a contradiction of existence, 
an aberration of folly. 

He received numerous letters from 
the poor, relating pathetic stories of 
their want. He could not under- 
stand the meaning of the phrase 


‘** We are starving.’’ One day he 
decided to find it out for himself. 
| The millionaire began to fast. He 
| refused all food that was brought to 
him. Then he went out into the 
streets and asked the passers-by for 
food. He cried, as he suffered the 
pangs of hunger, and begged for a 
crust of bread, but the passers-by 
paid no heed to him. They did not 
even look at him, they did not hear 
him, they passed him by. ‘‘ Neither 
good nor wicked, these people had 
no time to stop for him, that is all. 
Did he not do so himself before?’’ 
He recognized himself in the 
others. It was he who now im- 
plored for aid and was repulsed. 
He then decided that he would 
give away all his fortune, sq that 
nobody would suffer as he was guf- 
fering, hut before doing this he 
must appease his own hunger first, 
j and in order that he might givé 
away his fortune he wanted some- 
body to give him one sou. But no- 
body gave it to him. The people in 
the streets turned their heads away 
from him. 
| He walked into a bakery and stole 
a loaf of bread—the object of his 
feverish desire. Then he collapsed 
and human pity stirred at last—but 
it was too late. The millionaire died 
of hunger. Before the end the 
millionaire was illumined by a flash 
of reason, and at the threshold of 
death he conceived the meaning of 
life. 
M. Clemenceau concludes this 
| dramatic story with the following 
} comment: 





One could philosophize about this 
story. I have only disguised it 


after having seen it acted in the

Two 
years later he returned, a hero, and 
then he wreaked his vengeance on 
}the Jewish community on the Day 
of Atonement. He stopped the ser- 
vice on that holy day and refused 
to allow the Jewish community to 


go on with their prayers at the syna- 
gogue until they brought him their 
valuables, to be redeemed after the 
holiday. In addition to this, he in- 
sisted that the congregation come to 
his wife and children and beg their 
forgiveness for having failed to care 
for them while he was on the bat- 
tlefield. The Jews of Busk did this. 
Schiome used the money he thus re- 
ceived for the purpose of re-estab- 
lighing hig little tailor shap- Of the 
350 florins he secured from the com- 
munity he had 100 florins more than 
he needed. So he distributed this 
sum among the poor of various races 
and creeds, 

In relating this incident M. Cle- 
menceau explained that he had tran- 
scribed the testimony of an eyewit- 
ness, and added: 


It seems to me that it is worthy 
of publication, as much for the 
psychological interest of the ac- 
tion as for the light which it 
throws upon customs that are for- 
eign to us. 

In his impressions of Galicia 
Clemenceau wrote of the misunder- 
standings between the Jews and their 
Christian neighbors: 


By a singular fatality, this ener- 
getic race, spread over the earth, 
always attacked, yet always alive, 
has been represented in the Chris- 
tian world by two extremes: the 
most abject poverty and most in- 
solent money power. The sons of

What events crowded into that 
remarkable year! A strong breath 
of freedom was sweeping across 
the hills and plains of the old 
Continent, a longing for justice. 
The people were al) rising against 
their oppressors, and the thrones 
were tottering. It was a beautiful 
dawn of hope. But, alas! What 
a night, followed that light. * * * 


The story is of Schlome, a poor 
Jewish tailor who had a wife and six 
children, and was selected by the 
Jewish community of the village of 
Busk as one of the four recruits to be 
delivered by them to the army. 
Schlome was seized at night from 
the midst of his family and forced

up —— at times, curse the band

are doing their best to emulate. 
When shall one see in the victims 
of fate and of man himself, with- 
out distinction of race and regard- 
less of history, nothing but unfor- 
tunates whose condition should be 
remedied? 


In his impression 
Clemenceau wrote: 

Fools are those who believe in 
founding liberty upon the growth 
of tyranny! Less license to selfish- 
ness, more room for pity. Clear 
the roads that lead toward jus- 
tice; bar the avenues through 
which triumphant oppression is 
entering unhindered.

Diplomacy offered a narrow and 
uncongenial field for so industrious 
a public servant. Mr. Hunt’s health 
grew rapidly worse in the severe 
climate, and he died amid the 
fatigues réquired by the barbaric 
splendors of the Czar’s court.

NATHAN CLIFFORD, DEMOCRAT. 
By Phittp Greely Clifford. Wits 
portrait.

HE career of Nathan Clifford 

offers a striking example of 

what can be accomplished by | 

unremitting industry and per-| 

severance in the absence of 
unusual advantages or extraordinary 
gifts. He was not a briliiant man, but 
rather what is sometimes disdain- 
fully called a ‘ plugger.” When he| 
had once undertaken a task, no mat-/ 
ter how difficult it might prove, he 
saw it through to the end. For fifty 
years he was almost continuously in 
the service of his State or of the 
nation. Beginning his public career 
as a member of the Maine Legista- 
ture, he became in turn Attorney 

General of that State, Member of 

Congress, Attorney General of the 





United States, Minister to Mexico 
and Justice of the United States Su 


preme Court. The outstanding qual- 
ities which he brought to the dis- 
charge of the duties of these various 
offices were unswerving integrity, 
sound judgment and an infinite ca- 
pacity for hard work. His only re- 
ward, aside from the satisfaction 
that comes from good work well 
done, was the esteem of his fellow- 
countrymen, and he asked no more. 
By rigid economy he was barely able 
to support his family in a manner 
appropriate to the dignity of his po- 
sition and to give his children better 
schooling than he himself had re-|} 
ceived. It can scarcely be egret 
that had he so wished he might have 
amassed a comfortable fortune by} 
the practice of the law, but he chose | 
to serve his country rather than 
himself, and there is no evidence 
that he ever regretted his choice. 

His biographer, who is also his 
grandson, tells us that Nathan Clif- | 
ford was born in the little town of | 
Rumney, N. H., in 1808. The — 
ily came of English stock, the first 
Clifford having emigrated to this} 
country in 1644. Nathan was edu- 
cated at Haverhill Academy and the 
New Hampton Literary Institute. 
Lack of funds prevented his entering | 
Dartmouth as he wished, but he con- 
tinued his studies and tried so far 
as possible to keep abreast of the 
class to which he would have be- 
jonged had he entered. At the age 
of 18 he began to read law in the 
office of Josiah Quincy of Grafton, 
and five years later he was admitted 
to the bar. He settled in Newfield, 
Me., in 1827; in the following year 
he married Hannah Ayre of that | 
place. In the campaign of 1828 he| 
was an ardent supporter of Andrew } 
Jackson, and two years later he was | 


under their authority. The in- 
tended permanency of the new 
Government is portrayed in every 
one of these provisions, to which 
it would seem that nothing need 
be added to show that the doctrine 
of secession is a wicked heresy;

Nathan Clifford was unalterably 
opposed to a high tariff, It would 
be difficult to find anywhere a more 
complete and concise statement of 
the fundamental objections to this 
system of taxation than is con- 
tained in a speech delivered by him 
while he was a member of the House 
of Representatives. He said in part: 


The soundest principles of econ- 
omy, .s well as of justice, are op- 
posed to a high tariff. It is a 
perversion of the taxing power 
which was confided in Congress 
by the Constitution for the pur- 
pose of providing for the general 
welfare of the whole Union, and 
not for the benefit of the few in- 
dividuals at the expense of the 
many. Any system, therefore, 
which imposes burdens upon the 
body of the people to confer favor 
upon a limited class of Individuals 
or corporations is 4 perversion and 
infraction of the grant to lay 
taxes, because it is not to provide 
for the general welfare of the 
whole, but to administer to the 
cupidity and avarice of the few; 
and, therefore, any exaction for 
the sole benefit of one branch of 
industry, at the expense of all 
others, is a germ of Federal con- 
struction not authorized by the 
Constitution, the whole tendency 
of which is to pervert our repub- 
lican institutions from a state of 
purity and simplicity into a spien- 
did system of national power, in 
subversion of the rights of the 
States and the liberties of the peo- 
ple. A strict constitutional limi- 
tation of the taxing power is the 
only safeguard against corruption 
and extravagance. Hence the 
sleepless vigilance of the Demo- 
cratic Party in their opposition to 
an unauthorized tariff. 


After serving two terms in 
gress Mr. Clifford was defeated in 
his contest for the renomination and 
returned to private life. But he was 
not destined to remain there long. 
Upon the recommendation of both

Senators from his State, President 
Polk appointed him Attorney Gen- 
eral of the United States. At the 
close of the Mexican War he was 
sent as a Commissioner to Mexico 
to exchange ratifications of the 
peace treaty with the Mexican Gov- 
ernment. He acquitted himself so 
}ably in this matter that he was ap- 
pointed Minister to Mexico, a posi- 
j tion which he held until he was re- 
called by President Taylor. After 
| his return he removed to Portland, 
| Me., and again took up the practice 
jof law. Three years later President 
| Buchanan appointed him Justice of 
the Supreme Court to succeed Jus- 
tice Benjamin R. Curtis, who had| 
resigned. 
| Justice Clifford’s associates on the 
| Supreme Bench were Chief Justice 
Taney and -Justices James M. 
Wayne, John McLean, John Catron, 
Peter VY. Daniel, Samttel Nelson, 
; Robert C, Grier and John A, Camp- 
|} bell. Justice Clifford lived to see all 
these men dje or resign, and himself 
the sole surviving appointee of a 
Democratic President. His appoint- 
ment was severely criticised at the 
time, for there were many who be- 
lieved that he did not possess suf- 
ficient legal knowledge for such a 
position. It was pointed out, for ex- 
ample, that he had never acted as 
} counsel in a patent or an admiralty 
case. Yet he lived to become an 
| authority upon these two branches | 
}of law. On constitutional questions, | 
Justice Clifford’s decisions and opin- 
| ions were characterized by a strict 
| interpretation of the letter of the 
| Constitution. He did not consider it 
}a proper function of the Supreme 
| Court to read into that instrument 
| any implied powers, but anly those 
| which were expressly stated. In this 
| respect he resembled Roger B. Taney | 
rather than John Marshall. | 
History has rather neglected Na- | 
; than Clifford, but perhaps that is 
only natural, He was not of the 
| type of which popular heroes are 
| made. In his public utterances 
}one finds no impassioned oratory, 
but only a calm and thorough- 
| going discussion of the subject in 
| hand. There is nothing there to 
| capture the imagination of the hero 
worshipper, but much to influence 
| the judgment of the earnest searcher 
{after truth. Such men do not often 
receive the acclaim of the multitude, 
but they do make excellent public 
servants.

preserves the initiative and safe- 
guards the individuality of its 
members. 


That is the underlying idea 
throughout this little volume, that 
the path to social justice and 
economic freedom lies through pro- 
gressive organization in the business 
world, tempered always by the 
vigorous development of the ad- 
ministrative arm of Government. 
By this means, and by this means 
only, can we enabie individualism to 
survive, and to develop its keenest 
edge, its ‘highest polish, in contact 
with *‘ the emery wheel of competi- 
tion.”’ 

Intrinsic in this remarkable essay, 
though even less specifically ex- 
pressed, is the idea of social service 
as essential to the régime of Amer- 
ican individualism. 


There is developing in our peo- 
ple a new valuation of imiividuals 
and of groups and of nations.

this was to put into the mind of 
the Turk the definite conviction 
that ‘‘ it is necessary to slay the 
Armenian if we would have our 
own lives safe,” while the Arme- 
nian said that, in order to rise 
again and recover his majority, he 
must strangle the Turk. This is 
what paved the way for the tragic 
events we have witnessed. Six 
hundred thousand Armenians on 
the one side, 1,500,000 Turks and 
Kurds on the other, are said to 
have met their death. And now 
4t is Russian policy, which, like 
its imbecile confederates of the 
Morgenthau stamp, is impervious 
to all feelings of shame, to throw 
ali the blame on the Turks, whom 
they would like to annihilate, fill- 


ing the press of the whole worid | 


with their ravings. 


In concluding his book Djemal 
Pasha declares that ‘‘ the nations of 
the Near East can only live in free- 
dom if they make themselves abso- 
lute masters of their fate.” If they 
but do this, says he, it will take less 
than twenty years to transform the 
Near East, ‘‘ hitherto regarded as 
a hotbed of intrigue and unrest, into 
@ paradise, and to give it a status 
which will make it independent of 
the foreigner.”

N considering the unusual careet | 
of the Right Hon. Sir Robert 

Horne, K. C., M. P., who was 

until the other day Chancellor 
the Exchequer of Great | 
Britain, one is assisted at the out-/ 
set by the revealing fact that, by 
birth and education, he is pure Scot. 
Of all the strange disclosures 50 
lucidly set forth in his latest book 
by Lothrop Stoddard, none is quite 
so amazing as the table of statistics 
which suggests that in American 
schools and the army persons of 
Scottish origin are on the average | 
less ‘intelligent '’ when “ tested ' 
than are the English. This surely 
is a result which, if accepted, must 
be due to a certain Scottish caution |

Horne, in 1910, stood for Parliament 
as a Conservative. But Stirling- 
shire being then Liberal, he was de- 
feated. However, he had his prac- 
tice and he did war work and he 
became K. B. E.—which does not 
mean a radio station in Newark, 
N. J., but a Knight of the British 
Empire, with Sir to your name. 
And in 1918 Horne again approached 
his native land—this time with the 
Lioyd George coupon, which a con. 
stituency in Glasgow duly honored, 
furnishing him with a reservation for 
Westminster 

What happened next will seem less

myself. In this country, men are 
taised to the summit and hurled 
back into oblivion with an arbitrary 
caprice, only to be described as Ori- 
ental, but in Britain, hitherto, a 
member of Parliament is supposed 
to serve a long apprenticeship be- 
fore he is promoted to ‘ the front 
bench "’ even as Under-Secretary. It 
was sixteen years before Lioyd 
George became Minister, and when 
Gladstone made the untried Asquith 
his Home Secretary there was 
gasp.

it must not be forgotten that Bonnie 
Prince Charlie and the Stuart 
dynasty opened the portals of Lon- 
don to the lawyers of Edinburgh 
and their allied theologians. And if 
the English are really ‘‘ intelligent,’’ 
as alleged, it has only been in ac- 
knowledging frankly, from the days 
of the Norman Conquest onward, 
that they cannot wisely govern 
themselves. 

When I entered Parliament we 
had a Scottish Prime Minister, Ban- 
nerman; a Scottish Lord Chancellor, 
Loreburn; a Scottish leader of the 
Opposition, Balfour; a Scottish La- 
bor leader, Ramsay MacDonald; 
Scottish Archbishops of Canterbury 
and York; a Scottish Ambassador 
at Washington, Bryce; and another 
Scot called Harry Lauder. 

Sometimes, though not often, 
Scotsman dies, but there is usually 
a Highlander waiting bravely to 
fill the gap; and if not a Highlander, 
then a Lowlander. For Balfour's 
mantle two Engiishmen quarreled, 
namely, Walter Long and Austen 
Chamberlain, and, quite by accident, 
Bonar Law from Glasgow slipped in 
between them—a Scot. Bryce, too, 
has his appointment filled at Wash- 
ington by Sir Auckland Geddes- 
another Scot. It is true that Sir 
Auckland was trained on anatomy, 
but, being a Caledonian, he found 
surgery the most direct route to the 
highest appointment in the diplo- 
matic service. 

Sir Robert Horne was bred in the 
parish of Siammannan, where his fa- 
ther was a minister, and he is thus 
a son of the manse. This means 
that he was reared on less food a 
year than the average American at 
his hotel or club wastes in a month. 
As the Japanese thrives on rice, so 
did young Robert develop brain and 
brawn on oatmeal, which zsceticism 
is, of course, invaluable, both at 
college and the bar, where the man 
who can live on nothing enjoys an 
immense advantage over the man 
who only starves. Horne stood the 
siege and emerged a successful bar- 
rister. He created no sensation, but 
ene by one the bawhees slipped from 
his briefs into a purse, which was 
at once hospitable and carefully 
ined, so as to avoid pickpockets. 

About politics Robert Horne has 
never had the slightest illusions. 
For a lawyer it is often a good 
thing to enter Parliament, but only 
as a lobby—I use the word in no in- 
vidious sense—an outer lobby—a 
yestipule—te more inviting shrines 
within, In Britain we should con- 
sider tt almost improper to elect our 
Judges, but we do, none the less, 
usually choose, especially for the 
higher eourtz, men who happen to

About such super-finance as a na- 
tional loan there is a certain beau- 
tiful simplicity. With dimes and 
quarters, a clever conjurer may jug- 
gie, but not, unless he be a weight- 
lifter, with billions of dollars. It is 
here the straight question whether 
the debt will er will not be acknow!l- 
edged. It is a question to which, 
indeed, you may postpone the an- 
swer. For three years the answer 
has been postponed. But the an- 
swer, when given, cannot he an eva- 
sion. At any rate, from Britain, no 
evasion is anticipated. It is the in- 
tention to repay the United States in 
full. That has been made clear by 
Sir Robert Horne’s successor, Mr. 
Baldwin. 

Roughly, the amount is $4,500,- 
000,000. And Congress has laid it 
down that the period of repayment 
must not be more than twenty-five 
years or the interest less than 5 
per cent. One question will be 
whether these are final terms. The 
United States is renewing loans at 
4% per cent., which might be re- 
garded as an arguable factor. Next, 
as to the period of repayment, it 
is obvious that if it be short, thé 
instalments must be large. The 
larger the instalments, the heavier 
the strain on the exchange—a strain 
the more severe because of the new 
tariff imposed by the United States, 
which is calculated to restrict Brit-

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Kemal as He Looks to the Mohammedan World

INCE the World War there has 
happened no event more preg- 

nant with large consequences 

for all mankind than the un-} 
expected victory of the Kemailists. 
The geographical position of Con-| 
stantinople and the paramount im- | 
portance of the Dardanelles and the 
Bosporus for international com- 
merce and relations give to any dis- 
turbance in that explosive region a} 
repercussion, in the most remote 
countries. And the hatred between | 
the Turks and most of the Balkanic 
peoples—hatred begotten by differ-| 
ences in race, culture, religion and 
interests, and by centuries of Turk- 
ish tyranny—is capable at any time 
of raising new wars in which many 
European countries may be involved. 
For these and other similar reasons 
the return of the victorious Turk to 

Surope has created the new crisis 
of the Near East, perplexing and al- 
most inextricable for European diplo- 
macy. 

But there is another feature of the 
new victory of the Turks the con- 
‘Sequences of which may be greater 
and more menacing, if not so imme- 
diate and visible. This new feature 
is the stir which the victory of the 
Turks cannot but produce in al) the 
Mohammedan population 

There are now in the world more 
than two hundred million Moslems 
Occupying vast and fertile regions in 
Africa and Asia, spreading from 
China to Morocco, they are, almost 
all of them, subjected to European 
influence or authority, and contribu- 
tary, by the immense resources of 
their countries, and by the great 
wumber of their people, to the eco 
nomic and the military grandeur of 
several European powers. especially 
Engiand and France. In the present 
condition of the world the suzerainty 
of these European powers over the 
Islamic nations one of the first 
sources of their strength and pros- 
perity. 

Were the Mohammedan peoples to 
win in the near future their indepen- 
dence and to liberate themselves 
from the European domination, the 
greatness of the most powerful Eu- 
ropean nations would be seriously 
shaken and the future of Europe 
would be gloomy and disquieting 
The Mohammedan being by religion 
every other Mohammedan’s brother 
and Mohammedanism being in its 
essence a military religion, the dan-

ger-of holy war against Christian- 
ity, which proved a vain phantom 
in the late years of the Turkish 


Sultanate, might arise anew, menac- 
ing and dreadful, if a new movement 
could again array against Christian 
Europe the faithful of Islam. It is 
therefore of the utmost importance 
for Europe and civilization to watch 
the evolution of the. Islamic ideas 
since a Mohammedan power has won 
after many centuries a tremendous 
victory over a Christian nation. 

In the last decades of the nine- 
teenth century the nationalistic 
ideas upon which were built the life 
of modern European nations began 
to shake the torpor of many Eastern 
peoples; and in the first years of the 
present century it appeared as if 
the nationa] idea had thrown into 
shadow the religious feeling among 
the Moslem nations. The Caliph of 
Islam was still in Constantinople, in- 
dependent monarch, although with 
some restrictions, of an immense 
empire, But there was already a 
strong movement in Egypt for the 
absolute independence of the Egyp- 
tians. The leader of the Indepen-

Four years ago the Turk, although 
Mohammedan himself, was cursed, 
as I already said, by all the Arabic 
peoples. But now, what a change! 
No one who does not know Arabic 
well enough to be able to read the 
newspapers of the Arabic countries, 
can realize the actual burning fer- 
mentation of ideas in Egypt, Syria, 
and ali the Arabic regions. 
King of Hedjaz and his sons, having 
revolted against the Turks, may still 
entertain aversion for them, fearing 
for their thrones and sceptres; but 
they. are no more the heroes of 
Arahic. independence. The old King 
of Mecca and his chivalrous son in 
Bagdad have sunk into darkness be- 
fore the glowing face of the Ghazi

Strange enough indeed are 


the 
Pompous editorials we read in the 


Egyptian newspapers. Kemal Pasha 
is not only the Liberator of Turkey, 
the hero of the regained Turkish 


independence. He is the Ghazi, the 
hero of Islam, and his victory is 
hailed as the first blow given by the 
East to the West, and—we might say 
as well — by Mohammedanism to 
Christianity. Public prayers and 
thanks were given to Allah in the 
mosques for the splendid victory of 
the faithful. In many meetings, the 
story of the birth of the Prophet was 
chanted by twanging Sheiks, in sign 
of joy and gratitude. Money was 
collected and generously given to be 
sent to the soldiers in Anatolia, 
heroic defenders and inconquerable 
bulwark of Islam. 

In that Egypt, where a few years 
ago the mighty voice of Mustafa 
Kemal roused the Egyptians against 
the Turkish suzerainty and cried out 
for absolute independence in the 
name of nationalism, in that very 


. Egypt it is now proposed to send a 


delegation, headed by the first Prince, 
of the reigning family, to bring to 
the Kemalists the congratulations of 
their brothers, the Egyptians. What 
a warning in all this to European 
powers and Western civilization! 

In Syria the Mohammedans were 
so boisterous and riotous in their re- 
joicing upon the Kemalist victory 
that the French authorities, alihough 
sympathizing with the people, had 
to stop the manifestation, in defer- 
ence to the feelings of their Chris- 
tian friends in Syria. Thousands of 
congratulatory cables were sent to 
Angora from Damascus and other 
Syrian cities. It was a Mohammedan 
citizen of Beirut who sent five hun- 
dred Turkish pounds to be given to 
the Kemalist who was the first to 
plant the victorious Turkish flag 


in Smyrna. The representative 
of Mustafa Kemal was enthu- 
siastically received in the great- 


est mosque of Beirut the first 
Friday after the Kemalists entered 
Smyrna, and, after prayers and 
speeches, he was carried to his car on 
the shoulders of the friends and rela- 
tives of the Syrian Arabic leaders 
hanged in Beirut by Djemal Pasha 
and considered till yesterday as the 
glorious martyrs of the Arabic cause. 
The French authorities forbade the 
same representative of Kemal Pasha 
te visit the interior cities of Syria— 
Damascus, Homs, Hama and Aleppo 
—fearing events of greater conse- 
quence. F 

This shifting of the public opinion 
in Syria in favor of the Turks is one 
of the most unmistakable symptoms 
of the new situation in the Moham- 
medan world, for Syrians were the 
leaders of the Arabic separatist 
movement before the World War, 
and Mohammedan Syrians were the 
noble martyrs of the Arabic cause 
hanged by order of Djema) Pasha 
during the war in Beirut and Damas- 
cus. 

Palestine witnessed an- event of 
even greater significance. The Mos- 
lem and Christian population of Pal- 
estine had sent a delegation to Eng- 
land to plead their cause and to 
obtain the annulment of Balfour’s 
promise to the Zionists. After sev- 
eral months of negotiations in Lon- 
don, the delegation failed in its mis- 
sion and went back in despair. The 
Palestinians held then a meeting in 
Nablus to hear the report of the 
,delegation and to contrive new 
schemes against the Zionists. The 
head of the delegation, Kazim Pasha 
Hussein, explained to the repre. 
sentatives who attended the meeting 
| that they had nothing to expect from 
the British Government and that 
| they must depend on their brothers 
in the East for their deliverance 
from the Zionist domination. 

Then, a Christian of Jerusalem 
suggested to the meeting the sending 
of delegates to all the Arabic peoples 
to ask them to help and to support 
the Palestinian cause. At this sug- 
gestion, a Mohammedan of influence 
rose in the assembly, praised the 
idea, but moved that the delegates 
should be sent to Angora, for in 
Angora, and nowhere eise, were the 
true defenders of the East and of 
Islam. This opinion prevailed and 
Palestine sent her delegates to her 
tyrants of four centuries beseeching 
them to help her thrust out the Zijon- 
ist authorities.

Bon Pere Clemenceau: 


OW that your pilgrimage of j 
persuasion is at an end and | 
now that you are leaving 
again our perennially enthu- 
siastic but not easily stam-| 

. peded shores, it is well for both to 

meditate the verdict. It is best to 

separate the argument from your- 
self. Thousands of us who came 
within your radius yielded their rea- 
son to the magic of magnificent en- 
thuslasm; millions, perhaps, will ar- 
gue the written evidence. In defer- 
ence to your achievements, which 

spell the history of France, and a 

personality more Homeric than any 

of the world’s horizon, it was fitting 
and proper that you received one of 
the greatest personal tributes since 

Benjamin Franklin and his cotton 

cap invaded the Courts of France. 

Now for the brief. Stripped of its 
speaker’s rugged art, your first great 
argument is that since time imme- 
morial warlike and successful Ger- 
many has been a menace to France| 
and civilization. Let us consider 
that point first. 

The other day—that is to say, about 
ninety years after the birth of Christ 
—the historian Tacitus described wild 
Teutonic tribes ‘‘ excelling only in 
war and chase.” Nearly a century 
earlier, in Teutoburger Forest, the 
Germans had defeated the Roman 
legions in what Creasy calls one of 
the decisive battles of the world. 
The Germans tasted victory, and it | 
encouraged them along the road of 
later evil, Father Clemenceau, his- 
tory shows that you are right. 

In 1815 the Prussians, under 
Bliicher, were among the allies at | 
Waterloo They defeated Napoleon 
and tasted profitable victory. From 
a mass of heterogeneous States Ger-| 
many was bound by Bismarck in 
iron union. .

The Egyptian 
National delegations at Lausanne 
congratulate the Turks on their 
choice of a new Caliph and say that, 
if England tried to establisit the de- 
throned Sultan in Egypt, the result 
would be revolt. 

I want to close this article by es- 
tablishing a distinction between th 
National and the religious movement 
in Islam. If the result of the vic- 
tory of Kemal be to strengthen in 
the Islamic countries the feeling for 
national independence and to encour- 
age the movement for freedom, the 
world at large hag nothing to fear 
aad civilization is safe. But if the 
victory of the Turks creates, ag it 
seems really to do, a new Islamic 
movement rooted in religion, merg- 
ing national characters in religious 
fenaticism, raising a crescent 
against the cross, exciting two hun- 
dred millions of people to the hate 
and loathing of the Christian civ- 
lization and reproducing in the 
twentieth century the struggle of 
the Middle Ages, then the conse- 
quences for the world civilization 
may be of incalculable bearing, and 
it is good that Western powers keep 
closely watching the new riging tide 
of Islam,

We have harped on disagreements 
while overlooking admitted truths, 
such as Germany's intention to 
evade much of the Versailles repara- 
tions, the fact that the safety of 
France is the safety of Europe, and 
the unforgettable fact that for four 
years France bore the brunt of 
civilization’s battle. 

A personality ag vibrant as Roose- 
velt’s, added to an artist’s touch, 
puts us at disadvantage in your 
presence. Better than complete 
agreement with your case, we there- 
fore pledge renewed friendship to 
your person, and to France a deeper 
flow of understanding. Fear know g 
no reason when fighting for Her 
Child. Your child—God bless you, 
Father Clemenceau—is France. That 
is why, in spite of fallacies, Amer- 
ica not only forgives and under- 
stands, but loves you for your life- 
long passion.

Emotions and sensations 
in our grandmothers’ day were not 
discussed. Today, perhaps uncon- 
scious of subliminal complexes and 
aware only of the desire to do and 
say what the others do, the modern 
girl ceaselessly makeg her flippant 
analyses of her feelings.

Even more, they resent the im- 
punity with which the extremely 
young can pretend boredom.

So she com- 
ments freely upon the thrills she 
has outgrown. The really old and 
experienced person cannot safely, do 
this. She is afraid that people will 
believe her. It takes courage and a 
spontaneous confidence in the funda- 
mental joy of living to announce to 
the world:

I may be wrong in my diagnosis of 
the older generation.

The maladies whick at- | 
tacked wine and beer and caused | 
heavy pecuniary losses in town and 
country were of a nature to interest 
scientifically as well as humanely the} 
| great chemist, who saw in all phe-/| 
nomena connected with fermenta- 
tion an increase of light and knowl- | 
edge on subjects of immense im- 
port. The study of these diseases | 
suggested to him a simple treatment | 
by which they were definitely over- 
come, to the great material advan- 
tage of all interested except him- 
self. 

In 1866 the Minister of Agriculture 
asked Pasteur to investigate the 
causes of an epidemic which was 
gradually destroying the silk indus- | 
try in Southern France. During a 
first stay of three months in the 
Cevennes he became convinced that 
|} the disease was due to the presence 
in the bodies of the silkworms of a 
transmissible germ, which could be 
eradicated ently by selection and iso- 
lation. The theory encountered sus- 
picion and hostile criticism among 
those commercially interested,

The period was one of heated and 
continual discussion between the 
partisans of old theories and of new. 

In 1874 Lister wrote to Pasteur: 
“If you came to Edinburgh you 
would be rewarded by seeing at our | 
hospital in what full measure your 
labors have benefited the human} 
race. Need I add what a great satis- 
faction it would give me to show 
you here what surgery owes to 
you?” The foremost French sur- 
geons also acknowledged their in- 
debtedness to the great chemist; with 
the exception of certain determined 
champions of old errors whom prej- 
udice or jealousy blinded to the 
truth. 

In 1877 Pasteur turned his atten- 
tion to another scourge, that pitiless 
disease called charbon or anthrax, 
which was causing terrible ravages 
among sheep in France and else- 
where.

It will be interesting, if only for 
a moment, to open a window on the 
other side. We have seen as it were 
the busy street, the human throng, 
the ceaseless efforts to enlighten, to 
help, and to relieve. But here we 
have a view of the garden, the plain, 
the distant mountaing and the sky. 
A first quotation from Pasteur’s

Even the house fronts facing the 
square were decorated with all the 
colors of the rainbow and with all 
the possible combinations of color 
that could be produced by combina- 
tion of the primates. The simple 
palette is apparently something un- 
heard of in Montmartre. And the 
motifs that were expressed were 
those born of young ideas, the work 
of young artists, men and women, 
who were sincere, energetic and de- 
monstrative, sometimes even revolu- 
tionary. Many of these pictures 
were good. 

I myself bought two paintings and 
a bronze statuette, and all three are 
good. This is my judgment, be it 
worth what it may, and building for 
the future. I hope, for the artists’ 
reputations as well as for my own 
personal satisfaction, that in a few 
years they will have the glory and 
I the consciousness of being able to 
say, ** You see, I-am a good picker: 
I appreciated your work when you 
were an unknown, when your quoted 
work of today was known as a 
croute.” 

I do not name the artists upon 
whose works my judgment fell, as 
this is not an advertisement, nor 
even press publicity, but they have 
talent and should succeed. Perhaps 
later on I may—I hope I may—be 
called upon to sound their praises. 
It requires more courage to launch 
an artist on a successful career than 
it does a prima donna or a pony 
ballet—and less money. It’s all a 
matter of taste—and of judgment.

UDIENCES are inevitably the 
Final Power in theatredom, 
since they are at once the in- 
fliction, the inspiration, and 

the entire raison d'étre of the thea- 
tre (what a bitter admission, that 
last, for us actors!) But too little 
trouble is taken to educate them 
to their high function—that of 


being audiences * * * properly. 


Consequently, they take their mani- | 


fold duties and responsibilities too 


lightly! 
By right of having paid $2.50, tax 


2h cents, more or less, for the privi-| 


lege, they settle our fate and the 
fate of our plays. They criticise, 
without having it ever occur to them 
that they had more than a passive 
share in making or marring the re- 
sults they enjoyed or deplored. Like 
the old Roman crowd at the gladia- 
torial contests, they are the court 
without appeal, pronouncing life or 
death by the turning of the thumbs 
up or down. 


They are subject—both general 
public and dramatic critics—to that 
pernicious disease (at any rate as 


far as we are concerned) of an un- 
bounded privilege of criticising 


others, without the hastening effects |

Actors (rather pardonably, since, 
while the public can stay away from 
us if it so desires, we can never 
separate them from either our life 
or work) have very strict ideas as 
to correct audience behavior and 
the exact contributions the spectator 
and author should make to the per- 
formance. The players are unceas- 
ingly nursing a hurt, which no} 
financial consideration can heal, be- | 
cause of the appalling failure of the 
audience to live up to their expecta- | 
tions. I must confess to a sneaking 
sympathy for the other camp some- | 
times, the expectations are so fright- | 
fully high. Also, I’ can. remember 
when I was an audience once myself. 
Regrettably, this sympathy is apt to 
fail me if put to the test at all se- 
verely during my own performance. 

From our point of view, it would 
be an admirable thing if audiences 
could only rid themselves of their 
prevalent delusion that, having paid 
the price of admission, they are 
(within the most obvious limits) free 
to enjoy themselves in the manner 
that recommends itself to themselves 
instead of to us. 

Human beings, en masse, are not 
as a rule outstandingly lovable, or 
as intelligent as the most intelligent 
individual among them—also they 
are unable to get themselves into 
perspective. If audiences could only 
see themselves from our side of the 
footlights, I am sure they would 
mend their ways—for their appear- 
ance (rows on rows of them, a posi- 
. tively alarming percentage of mouths 

slightly ajar) would be no less of a 

shock to them than would be the dis- 

covery of their power to hurt us—by 
what we are pleased to fancy bad 

manners, happily confined to a mi- 

nority—though a noisy one. 

We are still waiting for a cham- 
pion to defend us from the inevitable 
occupant of a seat in the front rows 
who makes to an apparently slightly 
deaf companion remarks which are 
perfectly audible on the stage and 
destroy whatever atmosphere we 
may have been able to build up—in 
our own souls, anyway. We are 
still prevented from the forcible ad- 
ministration of throat pastilles (as 
an alternative, ejectment) to the

experiment and to lend to induction | 
the value of demonstration. | 

His thesis constitutes an interest- | 
ing comparison between pure science | 
and philosophy. 

All his life Pasteur had refused to 
apply his rigorous experimental | 
method and precise conclusions to} 
matters “not of the domain of 
science." To him infinity had no 
need to be explored and measured to 
shine, even through veils, as a lumi- 
nous reality. To August Comte its} 
unsoundable immensity had seemed a | 
reason for leaving it out of human! 
calculations. 

Littré had defined Positivism as 
“all that is done in human society 
to organize it according to the posi- | 
tive, that is, scientific, conception of | 
the world.” | 

‘“*The great lack in the system,” | 
says Pasteur to the assembled Acad- | 





emy, ‘‘ consists in this, that the 
positive conception of the world 
takes no account of the most im- 


portant of positive notions, that of 
the infinite. Beyond this star-pet 
sky, what is there? Other star-set 
skies. And beyond them? The hu- 
man mind, driven by an invincible 
force will never cease to ask—what 
is beyond? This notion, positive and 
primordial, Positivism gratuitously 
sets it aside, it nd all its conse- 
quences in the life of human so- 
ciety. * * * The notion of infin- 
ity, I see its expression everywhere. 
Through it the supernatural is in 
every heart. * * * Is not the 
power of conceiving an ideal also 
that faculty—itself a reflection of the | 
infinite — which in presence of 
beauty leads us to imagine a still | 
higher expression of the beautiful? 
And where is the true source of 
human dignity, of liberty, of mod- 
ern democracy, if not in the idea of 
infinity, before which all men are 
equal? ” 

It was in July, 1885, that Pas- 
teur’s treatment of rabies was for 
the first time applied to man. 

Wuo does not remember or has 
not heard of the terror which spread 
abroad upon the passage of a mad 
dog? Statistics are too incomplete 
to be worth quoting, but there is no 
doubt that about half the people 
bitten by dogs supposed to be mad, 
contracted the disease, and of these 
all, without exception, succumbed to 
tts torments. For years Pasteur’s 
mind had been bent upon this prob- 
lem.

A boy named Joseph Meister was | 
brought from Alsace by his mother, | 
who had heard from her village doc- | 
tor of the marvelous cure which | 
might save her child from a horri- | 
ble death. The bites from which | 
the child suffered were severe and | 
had been inflicted by a dog un-/| 
doubtedly mad. It was almost cer- 
tain that the boy would develop hy- 
drophobia. 

With deep emotion Pasteur re- 
ceived the mother and her son. He 
decided to make the great trial. 

The case sounds like a story from | 
a wonder-book. Every one will wish 
to read in the admirable Life of 
Pasteur by his son-in-law, M. René 
Vallery-Radot, the account of those 
weeks of anxiety and hope, which 
were at last crowned by the joyful | 
certainty of success. 

During the first four months after | 
his treatment was regularly insti- 
tuted in the laboratory on Nov. 1, 
1885, 350 persons who had been bit- 
ten were inoculated. Among the 
first of these was a little girl, Louise 
Pelletier, brought to the laboratory 
thirty-seven days er having been 
severely bitten about the head. ~ 

Such a case, if fatal, was certain 
to be used by Pasteur’s adversaries 
as a proof of the inefficacy, per- 
haps danger, of his method. He 
himself had no hope in this case 
of arresting the disease, but he con- 
sented to apply the treatment rather 
than deprive the child of a last faint 
chance of escape—but to no avail. 
His sorrow was all for the young 
life cut off which he had been 
powerless to save, and for the 
stricken parents. 

The other 349 proved to be im- 
mune. The great good news spread 
like lightning throughout the world. 

From far and near, from Russia, 
from America, the afflicted thronged 
to Paris, no longer terror-stricken 
but full of hope and faith. 

Even his greatest triumphs could 
not alter the unspoiled simplicity 
of Pasteur’s exquisite nature. Al- 
ready the highest honors had been 
conferred upon him by his own and

gurated. Pasteur lived seven years 
more in the devoted company of his 
co-workers and disciples, cherished | 
by his wife, his children and his} 
grandchildren, venerated by all, far 
and near. 

The Pasteur Institute has con- 
tinued to carry on and to complete 
the great work of its founder. It} 
has put forth new branches and sent 
out its inspiration to all parts of the 
earth. It has added to the arsenal 
of science arms to combat or pre- 
vent diphtheria, tetanus, and venom 
poisoning, the streptococcus and 
gangrene, dysentery and meningitis, 
typhoid and cholera and bubonic 
malaria and the sleeping 
sickness, yellow fever and infantile 
paralysis. 

A quarter of a century after Pas- 
teur’s death, the child of his genius 
is still nobly testifying to its glorious 
origin and fulfilling the highest 
hopes of him who gave it being. 

No words can so well express the | 
aim of such homes of science as 
those spoken at the inauguration of 
the institution on Nov. 14, 1888, by 
Pasteur himself:

It is 
more difficult to explain the thing 
the audience gives in return, when 
it so chooses. Something apart from 
the applause; not exactly a wave of 
sympathy—-it may be antagonistic— 
but an intense thing, born of their 
attention and their emotion, only 
when those two things are being suc- 
cessfully compelled. It is easiest ex- 
plained, perhaps, by the illustration 
that (once the momentary reaction 
of physical exhaustion bound to fol- 
low a very strenuous performance, Is 
over) the player may find himsclif 
actually refreshed and buoyed up, 
apparently by the playing of it. In 
reality he is exhilarated by some- 
thing which has been given to him 
in proportion as he expended him- 
self. 

The hardest performance, as a 
rule, takes less out of one than the 
easiest rehearsal because of this 
“ something of themselves "’ that an 
audience gives us in greater or lesser 
degree, but always gives us. At Its 
greatest intensity, it is as much a 
part in making a great performance 
as it is a tribute to the performance 
when made. 

This is the gift we have to strive 
to compel from our sudiences, and 
which the idiosyncrasies or antago- 
nidm of even isolated parts make it 
almost impossible for any but the 
great few to attain in its complete- 
ness. 

It is hardly to be wondered at, 
then, that a few rude remarks fly 


| around occasionally when an audi- 


ence, in one way or another, seems 
to demand a burnt offering of our 
self-respect by remfhiding us of our 
heritage from motley and the cap 
and bells.

This Dugong Bay is a beautiful 
little inlet in Collier Bay, a large ex- 
panse of water clearly indicated on 
the map of Australia. From this 
point up to the most northern ex- 
tremity of the continent the rivers 
are swarming with alligators and the 
country is infested with wild tribes. 
During a run on the Charniey and 
Caulder Rivers in the motor-driven 
whaleboat great alligators rose here 
and there on its approach, as if in 
protest to its entry on the stream. 
The banks of these rivers were sim- 
ply strewn with the mnd-covered 
reptiles. Several days’ sail from the 
Charnley the vast coral reefs adja- 
cent to Montgomery Island are to 
be seen.

With such a performance, even wit! 
a performance far less distinguished, 
‘mo audience has ever failed to 
‘the, essence of this character—though 
literary critics who work in a dissect- 
ing room of their own creation have 
made sad havoc of it. A youth of na- 
tive sweetness of heart, honesty of im- 
pulse and “instinctive nobility of 
thought is plunged into the midst of 
all that is sordid and truculent in hu- 
man nature, is burdened and overbur- 
dened with the responsibility of right- 
ing it. Prevented by his youth 
by the lack of any organized power 
from forthright action, he perforce re- 
sorts to subtlety and simulation. The 
pretense of madness, which is essen- 
tial to mask his purpose,

comedy and thrilling drama. But even 
as he crests the waves of his invention 
the storm gathers force overhead and 
sweeps him to his doom. The prevail- 
ing mood is of a pure spirit in agony, 
of tragic passion and of mortal pain. 


Mr. Barrymore's is 
keyed low—intentionally, as it seems, 
and very wisely. His voice has deep 
notes of melancholy, profoundly 
tragic. His manner in speaking is 
colloquial—but never a whit more col- 
loquial than the lines he utters, which

structed. No author in Europe of any 
real worth or prominence writes for the 
movies. It isn't .made worth their 
while, and all over Europe the movies 
aré regarded by writers as they were 
here ten years ago, simply a by-prod- 
uct, to be exploited for whatever money 
can be squeezed out of them.

STAGE HAZARDS OF THE ACTOR 


OU often wonder, as you sit in 
the theatre, at a sudden convul- 
sion of merriment which seizes 
the actors and is apparent, de-' 
spite their attempts to atifle it. 

You yourself have heard or seen nothing 
Particularly amusing. On the other 
hand, there have been many occasions 
when a mistake in lines or business was 
so obvious, or some failure of lights or 
stage mechanism was so evident to the 
audience that it roared in laughter at 
what was intended to be a tragic mo- 
ment or booed the unfortunate actor off 
the stage. Oftentimes the actor who has 
forgotten the right Hnes devises on the 
spur of the moment quips or business 
which take their place, and it is these 
which cause the laughter among the per- 
formers. They may or may not excite 
the risibilities of the audience. If they 
do they are incorporated in the prompt 
book and become a part of the act. 

An example of-a situation in which 
the actor is helpless to retrieve a situ- 
ation for which he is not to blame and 
over which he has no control is that 
which confronted George Howell, the de- 
tective of ‘‘ Whispering Wires,” at a 
time when he was playing Lord Dar 
lington in a stock production of ‘‘ Lady 
Windermere’s Fan." As he made his 
first entrance the audience began to 
laugh. The actor was as dazed at this 
reception as if he had received a blow 
on the head. He could neither see nor 
think of any reason for the roar of 
mirth. As he turned up-stage to try to 
collect his wits and invent something to } 
cover the mis he saw its cause.

‘Casting is largely done under the 
spoils system, It is the director's per- 
quisite to cast his: wife or sweethear 
for the leading rdéle, whether she be old 
or young, lean or fat. Now, physical 
perfection {s rare on the Continent in 
any case. The men and women have per- 
haps more personal charm than Ameri- 
cans, but you do not find many perfect 
specimens from a photographic stand- 
point. And when, added to this dearth 
of material, you are casting only friends 
of the director, of the producer, and so 
forth, the result ts horrific. Throughout 
HDurope the fans prefer American stars 
to their own and will always go to see 
them when possible. Not that they like 
all American pictures, for frequently 
they do not like our stories at all, par- 
ticularly those dealing with Europe. 
Foreign scenes in a Yankee picture are, 
as a rule, as ridiculous to them as are 
to us the Itallan-made cowboy stories 
which we saw abroad, in which the cow- 
boys all wear bandana handkerchiefs 
about thelr heads and carry stilettos!

the- City of Liverpool, at St. George's 
Hall, ‘‘ Transcribing,’’ says the author, 
“is not the imitation or reproduction 
of exactly similar effects. It is rather 
in 
order that the melodic and rhythmic 
phrases and figures, the harmonic back- 
the principal features 
may be distributed, as far as possible, 
to suit the altered conditions of pro- 
duction or presentation,”’ 

There are many conditions in dif- 
ferent classes of works that require 
eareful consideration. The author sug- 
gests climinating the’ unessential, aim- 
ing at simplicity, rewriting complex 
passages, unless the effect is originally 
artistic om the organ, avoiding the re- 
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e 
production of idioms not suited to the 
organ, even to the extent of altering 
such, avoiding rapid repetitions of notes, 
and trying to reproddcé the spirit, ra- 
ther than the letter of the original. 

He then proceeds to give.very num- 
erous examples, quoting first orchestral 
and choral passages, giving the usual 
piano arrangement (to show generally 
how bad it is), and then a suggested 
organ arrangement, discussing the rea- 
sons for and agaihst given procedures, 
One section is devoted to transcription 
of the orchestral accompaniments of 
choral works, mostly from ‘“ Elijah ’’; 
another to symphonic. works, classical 
and modern; another to works for small 
orchestra, chamber music, piano music 
and songs. 

The writer speaks on all these things 
with knowledge and with a clearness 
and suggestiveness that will appeal to 
the intelligent and well-trained organ- 
ist. There will be room for not a little 
difference of opinion; and indeed Mr. 
Ellingford disavows ability to declare 
what is the “ best’’ adaptation of any 
given phrase on an instrument so vari- 
ously resourceful as the modern organ. 
But he has pointed a way for the right 
kind of study, and has done a kind of

THE JUILLIARD FOUNDATION. 


To the Editor of The New York. Times: 
Like many thousands of music lovers 


in this country, I learned today from 
THE NEw YorK Times that Dr. Eugene 
A. Noble had, after about four years’ 
waiting, at last answered the countless 
protests sent him with regard to the 
delay in the formulation of plans for 
the administration of that ‘fairy god- 
father of American music and musi- 
cians,”’ the Juilliard Musical Foundation. 

It is now admitted—I believe for the 
first time in public—that the fund to be 
disposed of, in the interest not of for- 
eign artists, but of American music, 
may amount .to $15,000,000. 

Dr. Noble assures us that much time 
was required for lanning the right 
ways of helping musicians. He had once 
expressed to me his fear that ‘‘ twenty 
years ’’’ might be needed. Well, thanks 
possibly to those protests, he has de- 
layed less than that. 

Would it not be wise and well if, be- 
fore approving whatever plans Dr. Noble 
may have made for the disposal of the 
late Augustus D. Juillliard’s intelligent 
and munificent legacy, the trustees 
of the fund, collectively, submitted them 
for public consideration? 

In a sense, of course, the Foundation 
is a private matter. In effect, however, 
it is of national importance. And, 
though doubtless a gentleman of un- 
blemished integrity and reputation, Dr. 
Noble is not widely or generally, I 
think, accepted as an authority on 
American or forelgn., or the cry- 
ing needs\of American musicians, in- 
cluding American composers, 
important of all factors in music. 
assured that there 
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Tt would be interesting to know just 
what proportion of the Foundation’s 
millions ts to be devoted to the purposes 
of the struggling Metropolitan Opera 
House—virtually a foreign institution 
ylanted in America and conducted 
largely in the interest of foreign artists. 

When decisions have been arrived at 
and ratified; it may be too late to pro- 
test against possible blunders in 
unquestionably, 
was intended to be a patriotically artis- 
tic Foundation.

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Richard Aldrich in last Sunday’s Times 
deplores the tendency of topical song 
writers to ‘‘ jazz’’' the melodies of the 
masters. Mr. Aldrich should not de- 
spair, for ’twas ever thus. The dishing 
up of a melody to please the taste of 
the day always has been, is, and always 
will be, done while a taste for things 
exists. 

Dr. Hubert Parry shows how the old 
Hungarian folk-songs were thus changed 
and decorated by the Gypsy fiddlers. 
Joseph Haydn and even Beethoven, to 
say nothing of Brahms and Liszt, used 
the methods of those same Hungarian 
gypsies. Bach and Handel both took 
popular melodies of their day and em- 
bodied them in their works in the 
manner of their day. 

When I was a student at the Royal 
Academy of Music in London in the 70’s 
there were piano teachers who had ob- 
jected to Robert Schumann’s music but 
a few years before. 

Music is a living, wing art, con- 
stantly developing. hese Jaas people 
are just trying for new methods of ex- 
pression. Their doings are necessarily 
crude and often rather coarse, but so 
are the outer fringes of any other art. 
It is the price of progress. 

China tried to limit music to five tones 
(was it during the Ming dynasty?) and 
we smile at the crudities of Chinese 
music. Music cannot rise higher than 
its source, which is the popular taste 
of the day. 

Far worse than jazz, to me, is this 
mawkish sentimentality of these solo 
violinists: What a contrast to the

With the view of prdWiding the Gov- 
ernment with the legal means to curb 
and punish offenders, Senator Wads- 
worth has, introduced a bill which, f 
enacted, will give the War and Navy

In a letter to Senator Wadsworth, Sec- 
retary of War Weeks says that if the 
Congressional.

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1898 one of the officials of the 
Postal telegraph system of Great 
Britain read a paper before-an elec- 
trical society in Chicago describing 
@ unique method of electrical com- 

munication without interconnecting wires 
between the stations. This new system 
was known as wireless telegraphy. It 
was stated that ‘‘credulous and sanguine 
people believe this new system may 
dispense with some telegraph wires and 
cables. The expectations of these opti- 
mists will never be realized by Marconi’s 
fundamental devices.’’ 

Twenty-nine years have passed and 
the sputtering spark created by Mar- 
cont has saved hundreds of lives at 
sea. ‘Thousands of homes are now 
equipped with radio geceiving sets which 
pick up entertainment ranging from 
dance music to opera, broadcast from 
60Q radiophone stations. Music played 
on the Jersey coast is entertaining radio 
Usteners in England, and only recently 
@ radio operator on board the steam- 
ship Moffett off the coast of Peru lis- 
tened in to a radiophone concert at 
station KDKA, Pittsburgh.

Photographs have been 
transmitted across the Atlantic. Prize- 
fights broadcast from New York have| 
been heard described blow for blow in 
Porto Rico. Radio handles 380 per} 
cent. of the telegraphic communications | 
between the United States and Europe, 
and 50 per cent. of the traffic between | 
the Pacific coast and the Orient. 
radio installation on board the 
White Star liner Majestic serves as 
an example of present-day radio. The| 
Majestic’s transmitting equipment con- 
sists of a three-tube British CW set. 
A quenched spark plug set serves as the 
euxiliary.

SHOW IS EXPECTED 
TO SET RECORD 


The question relative to the distance 
a radia set will cover cannot be an- 
swered specifically, for many conditions 
are involved in the answer. There are 
hundreds of radio listeners using single 
tube detector sets in the vicinity of New 
York who pick up concerts from as far 
away as Atlanta, Ga., and Davenport, 
Iowa, at this season of the year. There 
are hundreds of others fn the same local- 
ity operating single tube sets who have 
great difficulty in hearing WHAF' or 
WJZ. The location of the receiving 
station plays an important part—that is, 
whether it «is surrounded by ateel 
structures, whether if is in a valley or 
on a hill, on rocky foundation or on 
moist soil. The length of the antenna, 
the number of wires and the direction 
in which the antenna extends all enter 
into the successful operation of the set.” 
Good radio reception as well as trans- 
mission depends, to a great extent, 
upon the conditions of the weather. 
Music from Cuba may be clear and loud 
one night but inaudible on the following 
night because of atmosphere unfavor- 
able for radio. It has been estimated 
that signals are 70 per cent. louder at 
night than during daylight hours, eat- 
tributed to ironization of the atmospheru 
by the sun’s rays.

ELEPHONE subscribers whose 
nunibers are in the Academy ex- 
changt ave just been introduced 
to the dial system.

Levers click, wires buzz and are silent. 
And no human hand comes near to di- 
rect the process. It is as if the intri- 
cate mechanism had a life of its own 
and its own directing intelligence. 

The sight of’ it commands respect. 
But it is only after you understand 
something of the significance of the 
subdued buzzings and the hurried click- 
ings that you can appreciate in full the 
powers of this latest device in telephony. 
It all resolves itself into a question of 
electrical impulses, given out when the 
subscriber indicates with the aid of the 
disk on his phone just what number he 
wants to get. He spells out the first 
three letters of the exchange he wants 
and then follows with the number. His 
operation of the disk is: the first step 
that sends the impulses on théir way. 

The direction of these impulses is an 
intricate process. They speed from ma- 
chine to machine with lightning quick- 
ness, first to the central office, thence 
to a wire that starts them in the gen- 
eral direction they must follow, thence 
to another which selects: more specifi- 
cally the road to travel, and so on from 
machine to machine until the proper 
destination has been reached. 


It is as if every subscriber lived on 
the banks of a tiny stream joined to 
larger bodies of water to form an un- 
ending system. Any one on the ,tiniest 
tributary can reach any one else on the 
system. He sends a tiny craft to find 
its proper haven, 
him. Then the machine steps in and 
takes control, Swiftly,‘ with unerring 
power, it selects the path over which 
the craft must travel. First, it brings 
it into a .wider stream and marks fits 
course. Then it leads it through grad- 
ually narrowing tributaries toward its 
If one route is blocked-the ma- 
chine finds another. Nothing stops it 
until at length the craft has found its 
proper resting place.

We all know that}

Education and Democracy. 
In the political field the question {s, 


their interests and activities in other 
fields, can be brought to an intelligent 
understanding and feeling of their pdo- 
litical responsibilities? And the answer 
is that we can tell when we have tried. 
Our ‘present depression is merely evi- 
denoe of the fact that we are just be- 
ginning to get the sense of the task 
which we have undertaken. No process 
in the world is more disturbing than 
jeducatton. It constantly breaks down 
connections and supports for the sake 
of rebuilding them in better form. And 
the task of so shaping and fashioning 
the minds and spirits of young people, 
and of older people as/well, that they 
may meet more satisfactorily the situa- 
tions which arise in a democratic so- 
clety—that is a task which staggers us 
as we enter upon it. America has ¢4- 
tablished a system of schools, but she 
has yet to learn what teaching and 
learning mean. I believe, at least I 
hope, that she can. And {ff she can, then 
she can make democracy, as @ form of 
government, successful.

We landed on the 
morning of Saturday, Sept. 9, when the 
fag end of the Greek civilian refugees 
| were crowding down to the waterfront 
and getting away in any sort of a boat 
they could find, 

‘As soon ag we had landed we hur- 
ried to the American’ Consulate. A 
nuinber of Americans ‘and others were 
| gathered there, and there was a great 
} dealwof nervousness, excitement and dis- 
| order. Every Greek policeman in 
| Smyrna had fled, leaving the city en- 
| tirely without protection; doctors had 
\run away like scared rabbits, deserting 
| their patients at the hospitals. All the 
\Greek firemen in the city excepting. 
| twelve had also fled. There were abso- 

lutely no military, police or civil au- 
) thority in command at Smyrna when 

we landed. 

s The American Consulate was be-

‘* Captain Hepburn, as the special rep- 
| resentative of. Admiral Bristol, took

himself a fine type of man, full of tact

“Saturday night the wild elements 
that exist in every community broke 
loose and committed all sorts of ex- 
cesses.

| drink ‘his “blood. Hundreds fought to

They had been Waiting for a chance to 
get at him ever since the first landing 
of the Greeks in Smyrna. 

“ Sunday morning crowds of refugess 
flocked to the quay and camped there. 
There was tense excitement at the for- 
eign consulates, where all were wonder- 
ing what was going to happen to them. 

“At the American Consulate it had 
| been decided to round up all the Ameri- 
cans in Smyrna.for their better protec- 
tion. They had been ordered to congre- 
gate at the theatre on the waterfront. 
This applied only to the American-born 
and to naturalized citizens—168 in sil. 
The Turks, by the way, do not recognise 
the right of naturalized foreigners to 
protection from their adopted countries. 
So we were skating on thin ice. Never- 
theless, we declared that all American 
citizens would be ‘protected and the 
Turks agreed not to molest them.

It 
would perhaps more nearly fit our case 
to say that prejudices are prone to just 
such practices as the premature exploi- 
tations of science. And there are two 
complaints to be made against such 
prejudiced procedure. First, they bring 
our action into confusion. And, second, 
they belie, misrepresent, and make ridic- 
ulous the work which careful and con- 
gwcientious scholars are doing. 

The state of mind which I wish par 
ticularly to discuss is that which, now 
‘that the war is over, finds democracy 
to. be a delusion, popular governments 
a farce, and free civilizations tottering 
on the brink of destruction. That such 
feelings should exist after the war is 
in the nature of the case inevitable. It 
is, however, a matter of chance just 
what particular Intellectual content they 
ewill seize upon to justify themselves. 
In the present case, the so-called intelli- 
egence tests which are being devised by 
our psychologists present splendid mate- 
rial for misconstruction and they have

| Barnes, who is a young man about 25; 
myself, the Secretary of the Y. M. C. A., 
jand the officers of the American Col- 
|lege at Smyrna. We organized a little 

American company, numbering about 

twenty in all. The situation was grow- 
| ing tenser every minute—every one was 
| thinking of the arrival of the Turks, rid- 
ing high in their saddles, waving their 
sabres, slaughtering right and left. 
| Everybody feared the worst. 


“The Turks are Coming! ” 


‘Barly in the afternoon we heard 
yells of ‘The Turks are cdming!’ I 
went down to>the waterfront and 
stumbled right on the head of the first 
column of Turkish cavalry. These men 
presented a wonderful appearance. 
Though they had been fighting forward 
over 800 miles of territory and had not 
| left the saddle, practically, for fourteen 
days, all were neatly shaved and well- 
groomed; they held their long spears 
| erect and showed no signs of weariness, 
| though they were in heavy marching kit, 
;each carrying several belts of cartridges. 
‘‘ And they were actually singing! It 
| has often been sald that Turkish goldicrs 
Lnever sing, but these men were singing— 
fnot any hilarious tune, but a gerious 
sort of national scng.

‘Captain Hepburn, accompanied by 
the Red Cross and Near Hast Relief rep- 
resentatives, went to the Turkish head- 
quarters, told of the presenoé of Amert- 
cans in the city, and added that there 
lwar 10 police control im Smyrna and 
|that he had set his sallora to guarding 
American property and educational tn- 
stitutions, He told the Turkish com- 
mander that, if this was not in acoor- 
danes with hia ideas, he would like. to 
hear what he had to suggest, The 
Turks were quite enthusiastic over what 








slaughtered, they said, by 
Captain Hepburn and young 
Barnes exchanged glances. The Captain 
nodded to two or three sailors by the 
door, who jumped into an auto, and 
dashed away for the Armenian church. 
“In a few minutes they were back, 
All quiet at the church,’ they reported, 
Hepburn nodded. Barnes scarcely looked 
up from the lsts of American citizens 
he was getting up. He’s a New Eng- 
lander, tall and tHin as a glass of water, 
and he wears the proverbial Yankee 
slouch hat, and he has a drawl in his 
voice and a wistful twist to the corners 
of his mouth. And he’s every inch a 
hero! 

*‘ Another time some ore dashed into 
the consulate screaming, ‘ The Y. M. C. 
A. is being attacked and all the refugees 
there are being massacred!’ I was one 
of those who hurried over there. I had 
left a fine pair of binoculars at the 
Place and wanted to see if I could save 
them. I got to the Y. M. Cc. A..and 
found everything perfectly serene there. 
Two American sailors were on guard, 
“Nothing doing hers,’ they told me. 
There wasn't a Turkish soldier about. f 
returned to the consulate. Captain Hep< 
burn nodded, and Barnes never glanced 
up from his work. i 

“Wednesday morning the Consul Gen< 
eral déparféd, leaving Vice Consul 
Barnes in charge. About noon fires were 
reported in the Armenian ‘section. There 
was much smoke and excitement. Ref 
ugees went pouring past the consulate 
on their way to the quay. 

*“‘At 2 o'clock the excitement had be- 
come‘*something fierce, and it continued 
so all through the afternoon. The fires 
had spread in alldirections—that nicht 
it was apparent that the American con- 
sulate was doomed. But Barnes woudn’t 
leave, though all his staff hed gone 
away. At last things got so hot that he 
took all the consular papers and money 
out. of the safe, also the big United 
States Government. seal, packed them 
into a couple of mail sacks, slung them 
over his shoulder and took them off to 
the American destroyer Litchfield, which 
was in the harbor.. I met him on the 
water front. He looked like a native 
baggage porter. 

“Though Smyrna was a regular fur- 
nace by this time, Barnes returned to 
the consulate and packed up another 
bunch of stuff, Finally—between 9 and 
10 that night—everybody was ordered 
aboard the destroyer. Shortly after, 
standing on the deck, we saw the con< 
sulate crumple up and disappear, _

DAVIS PROPOSES CHANGES 


But British Officials Suggestéd

UGH McNIEL, Under Secretary 
of Foreign Affairs and a ra- 
sponsible spokesman for the 
British Government, has recent- 
ly criticised our treatment of 

{mmigrants. Our first reaction is to 
resent this interference in America’s 
domestic policy, then we remember that 
our own Teddy Roosevelt-told England 
how she ought to manage Egypt. We 
do, however, want to know whether his 
criticism is just. With this end in view 
the writer has investigated the subject 
thoroughly, has talked with Secretary 
Davis and Commissioner Husband and, 
through the courtesy of Robert. Todd, 
head of the local immigration station, 
inspected Ellis Island end was permitted

Mr. McNiel’s principal objection to the

on the payroll of American industry. 


This criticism is manifestly unjust. Who i

chance to be registered as a Class A 
immigrant and therefore be entitled to 
euperior consideration, though he might 
be well educated in his own tongue and 
as efficient and intelligent as his more 
fortunate fellow-immigrant. It can thus 
be seen that it is impractical to rate 
famicrants by an arbitrary decision of 
the Immigration Buregu in Washington 
through the establishment of favored 
mations or to leave it to the local offi- 
Ccials to determine the class of the indi- 
vidual immigrant.

justly applied fg based on the class in 


which the immigrant comes to America. | 


First-class passengers, from whatever 
country, are not forced to go to Ellis 
Island and are not detained there unless 
in a particular case there is some spe- 


cific reason for America’s refusal to ad- | 


mit. Second-class passengers aleo have 
certain privileges. .The third-class pas- 
sengers are under closer scrutiny and 
subject to more restrictions {n their ad- 
mission. This is not done through any 
desire to punish the poor and unintelli- 


gent, but because they are more fre- | 


quently subject to the disabilities that 
prevent admission to America. 


Can the Hardships Be Eliminated? 


It is true there are many hardships 
borne by third-class immigrants to Amer- 
fea. Thé question is, Can these hard- 
ships be eliminated? Let us take up the 
more .frequent complaints separately. 
Ellis Island is undoubtedly at times over- 
crowded. The Harding Administration, 
in keeping with its pre-election promise 
of economy, has greatly reduced the 
number of immigrant inspectors at Ellis 
Island. The capacity of the detention 
quarters at the island is limited. When 
these two facts are considered, together 
with the provision in the immigration 
law which limits the number of immi- 
grants from each nation and the ruling 
of the Immigration Bureau dividing this 
allotment into certain quotas for each 
month, the main causes of the over- 
crowding are seen. The refusal of the 
Immigration Bureau to permit those ar-

empty toward its end. Concisely, the 
crowding is due to too few inspectors 
and too limited accommodation to handle 
the periodic influx of immigrants. The 
aliens stampede the island like a drove 
of cattle, and the limited immigration 
force is unable to cope with the condi- 
tion.

name, age,’ sex, marital state, occupa- 
| tion, whether he is able to read’ and 
write, and nationality, so as to see 
whether his quota has been reached.

The china, what there is of it, is 
heavy.

This is immaterial, for most of the im- 
migrants prefer to eat with their fin- 
gers. 


There have been many complaints con- 
cerning the rough treatment of the im- 
migrants by the inspectors. In order to 
test the justice of these charges the 
writer observed the handling of the im- 
migrants, from the moment they stepped 
off the barge that brought them from 
the ship until their cases were disposed 
of. They undergo many hardships and 
perhaps some unnecessary humiliations, 
most of which are due to the immigra-«

They remind one of a 
surgeon in a war hospital who is not 
moved by the anguish of the wounded 
soldier brought to the operating ‘table. 
This does not prevent him from doing 
all within his power to relieve the pa- 
tient’s suffering. The inspector has not 
the time or inclination to listen to the 
tale of woe of each individual. His 
communication with the immigrants are 
limited to ‘‘ Stand here,’® *‘ Go up there 
and be quick about it,’” ‘‘Get out of 
here, you have no business on this 
floor.’* These concise commands uttered 
in no gentle voice, however, hasten the 
immigrant’s departure from the island. 
While the inspectors pay little regard to 
the wishes of the individual, he has 
every opportunity to appeal against in- 
justice, The’ immigrant officials hays 
assigned commodious quarters to the 
various immigrant. societies, whose 
agents are given free access to their 
fellow countrymen. These agents’ in- 
vestigate the case of each immigrant 
and present it to the Government offi- 
cials before they pass upon his right 
to admission. His rights are further 
protected because the inspector cannot 
order the deportation of an immigrant. 
It is a one-way street. He can order 
him freed, but not deported. He must 
refer all cases which he thinks best to 
detain to the Immigrant Board, before 
which body, sitting as a court, each im- 
migrant has the right to appear and, 
through the aid of an interpreter, pre- 
He also has the right of 
appeal from the judgment of this board 
to the department in Washington. 

Graft is a charge frequently made 
against the immigration service. THere 
is abundant provocation for graft in 
the system, The inspector has the power 
to admit the immigrant into the land of 
promise. He alone decides whether the 
immigrant can read sufficiently well to 
be admitted; whether he has the record 
of a radical; whether, in a word, he has 
all the requirements that entitle him to 
enter America. With his approval, the«

arbitrary power is conducive to graft. 
It is also true that it is impossible to 
find a large body of men among whose 
number there are not some who will 
take a bribe. The amount of graft on 
Ellis Island, however, is probably very 
small.

They are brought from the 
ship in a greatly overcrowded barge, are 
received in the reception room/ by one 
set of inspectors, who have them exam- 
ined medically—a very cursory inspec- 
tion, about a half a minute to a man-— 
and then they are marched upstairs into 
a vast admission room, almost as large 
as the Hippodrome, where they are 
turned over to another set of inspectors, 
who send them at random into one of 
the twelve runways, like those through 
which you pass on going aboard an ex- 
cursion steamer. An inspector sits at 
the head of each one of these lines and 
arbitrarily determines whether the im- 


migrant is immediately admissible or 


must be detained for further examina- 
tion. There is no way of telling in ad- 
vance before which inspector the immi- 
grant will pass. If the inspector in the 
reception room had been bribed he 
would have to divide his graft with 
twelve men, in order to insure that the 
right man would decide upon a case. 
Had the immigrant sufficient money to 
pay this amount of graft one would con- 
clude he would have traveled first-class 
and thus have avoided Ellis Island. Be- 
sides, such a echeme would have to be 
based on the assumption that all twelve 
inspectors were crooks. 


Opportunity for Graft Small. 


It is possible that the detained im- 
migrants. may by a judicious use of 
money obtain slight favors during their 
period of detention, as is done in some 
American jails, but there is practically 
no chance for graft, which would lead 
to the freeing of the immigrant. 

How can these inconveniences, discom- 
forts and hardships borne by the imml- 
grants be eliminated? 

James J. Davis, Secretary of Labor 
recommends the following: 

By changing the monthly quota sys- 
tem, so as to allow the immigrants 
arriving at the end of the month to en- 
ter on the quota of the following month, 
thus avoiding the periods of congestion. 

B transferring the 
Bit from Washington to the chief of 
the Immigration Bureau at the entrance 
port, so that he may decide at once 
for or against. the admission of the in- 
dividual. : 

By sending to the variqus ports in 
Europe representatives of the Labor De- 
partment. These officials to determine 
whether the prospective immigrants 
meet all the requirements of the immi- 
rration law.

Just before 
France’s former Premier left Paris, the 
present Premier, Poincaré, sent an 
Under Police Prefect of the Department 
of the Seine to wish him bon voyage in 
the name of the Government. By way of 
comparison, suppose that President Wil- 
son had sent a New York Police In- 
spector to Theodore Roosevelt’when he 
sailed for Brazil to wish him a pleasant 
voyage to the River of Doubt, 

But the slashing, tearing attacks 
which gave the Tiger his name“p the 
Chamber ef Deputies did not materialize 
in this seuntry. It was a tame tiger 
who stalked the platforms. If his claws 
had not been drawn, they were sheathed, 
and what blows he struck, came from 
padded paws.

Rallied to Poincare. 


In France there have been signs of a 
change of attitude.

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LIVING WAGE THEORY UPHELD 
AS OBLIGATION OF SOCIETY 


Labor Economist Maintains Industry Would Gain by Paying Enough to) 
Insure Comfort—Believes Sums Spent on Charity Would Be 


Don’t Let Them Say 


Saved, Crime Reduced and Race Improved.

HE principle of the living wage 
may now be said to have been 
generally accepted by enlight- 
ened public opinion. Church or-

In the early part of 1918 the Hving- 
wage principle as the basis for wage ad- 
jJustments was affirmed on a nattonal 


basis by the Labor Conference Board, a | 
representative conference of employers | 


and employes, of which Chief Justice 
Taft was one of the Chairmen. This 
principle, along with several others, was 
recommended as part of a wartime labor 
policy,*and was officially proclaimed by 
former President Wilson. The President 
at the same time established the Na- 
tional War Labor Board as a supreme 
court of industry to interpret and apply 
these principles. 

Since the signing of the armistice the 
living-wage principle has been urged as 
an essential condition to the post-war 
reconstruction of industry. In 1919 it 
was accepted by the Federal Electric 
Railway Commission appointed by Pres- 
ident Wilson to recommend constructive 
measures for-the rehabilitation of the 
street railway industry. During the 
game year it was embodied in the law 
creating the Kansas Court of Industrial 
Relations. In 1920 it was accepted as 
the basis of a wage award by the Bitu- 
minous Coal Commission appointed by 
the President to settle issues growing 
out of the national strike of mine work- 
ers. Sanction also was given during the 
@ame year to the principle by the Pres- 
ident’s Industrial Conference—a distin- 
guished group of representatives of the 
public. In 1921 Judge Kenyon, then 
Chairman of the Sénate Committee on 
Labor, submitted a bill for the control 
of the coal industry which made the liv- 
aas- wage principle mandatory. The 

rincinle also has received judicial no- 
0 Jf aanction in a number of street 
taflway arbitrations. There is ‘nothing 
new or radical about the principle of the 
living wage. It has behind it the best 
opinion of the time and rests upon a 
sound basis of experience. 

With a few notable exceptions Amer- 
fean industry, because of competitive 
cenditions, does not pay its unskilled 
workers an amount sufficient to main- 
tain themselves and their families in 
health and decency. The low-grade in- 
dustrial workers, indeed, always have 
been the greatest sufferers in industry. 
They have been difficult to organize, 
their bargaining power has been weak, 
and‘they havo suffered from the exploi- 
tation both of employers and from the 
gains of more strongly organized wage 
earners. The inadequate earnings of un- 
skilled husbands and fathers in our basic 
in@ustries, therefore, must be supple- 
mented by the earnings of wives and 
children or by taking boarders or lodgers 
into the home. It is for this reason

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No advocate of the living wage has 
ever held that the cost of living was 
uniform throughout the country or that 
the resulting basic living wage would bc 
uniform. This 
evidence and experience. 

Although the amount of a living wage 
at present prices has been indicated 
by several studies as between $1,600 and 
$1,750 a year, the maintenance-of-way 
employes did not ask the Railroad 
Labor Board to accept those studies and 
award the resulting wage rate of be- 
tween 65 and 72 cents an hour. Instead 
they urged the board merely to accept 
the principle, and to begin a thorough 
and authoritative study of its own. 
Pending the completion of this study, 
the employes requested wage rate 
of 48 cents an hour, substantially the 
same as the average wage formerly 
awarded to the men by the board under 
its first wage decision. 

The board, however, seized upon the 
rate of 72 cents an hour and used it in 
an unfair manner to distort the reason- 
able requests of the railroad workers 
and to misrepresent and misconstrue 
their attitude. The board stated that 
in order to maintain the existing differ- 
entials a total wage increase of more 
than three billion dollars would be nec- 
essary if 72 cents an hour was the 
minimum wage, and that even granting 
the rate of 48 cents would cost an addi- 
tional one and one-quarter billion. The 
figures of the board should be cut in 
half, and would then still be in excess 
of the truth. 

The railroads can afford to pay a liv- 
ing wage to unskilled employes. More- 
over, under the intent of the Transpor- 
tation act, they must pay such a wage. 
It is conceivable that in view of the 
competitive conditions of private indus- 
try and in the absence of any regulatory 
public — or enlightened public opin- 
ion, the living wage may be repudiated. 
No such possibility, however, exists 
under the Transportation act. Its con- 
trol of the railroads and their employes 
is based upon the cost of service prin- 
ciple. Invested capital is assured an 
adequate or a “ just and reasonable re- 
turn.”’ Railway employes are guaran- 
teed a “‘ just and reasonble'’ or an ad- 
equate wage. The Interstate Commerce 
Commission in fixing transportation 
charges must follow an enlightened pub- 
lic policy and guarantee such a return 
to capital as to maintain it unimpaired 
and to atimulate further investment 50 
that necessary rallway facilities may be 
srovided.

and eight hour day successively, the in- 
stallation of safety devices, child labor, 
minimum-wage laws and other restric- 
tive legislation, and none has been 
borne out by subsequent events, In the 
light of existing conditions of produc- 
tion in our basic industries, and because 
of experience along the lines of similar 
innovations, the conclusion can be ac- 
cepted that if the living-wage principle 
is applied with the accustomed common 
sense and sagacity of industrial leaders, 
no serious financial or other detriment 
to industry will result. The reverse will 
be true, for what experience we have 
had indicates that the spirit of indus- 
trial peace and co-operation will be 
stimulated, and immense gains made in 
productive efficiency of both capital and 
labor. 

The resultant boon to humanity, and 
the improvement in our social, political 
and religious life cannot be overesti- 
mated. Without the living wage our in- 
dustrial achievements are materialistic 
and ‘are built upon the indefensible so- 
cial and economic degradution of a large 
part of our citizenship. 

The Hving wage is) thus not merely a 
matter of economics. it involves a seri- 
ous moral principle. There is every 
reason to believe that the potential, if 
not the actual, productivity of modern 
j}industry is sufficient to give every use- 
ful worker and his family the bare 
necessities and some of the minor com- 








forts of life; and no right-thinking man 
can be satisfied until the utmost effort 
has been made to bring about this re» 
sult. To say that it {s impossible or 
impracticable without exhausting every 
effort in the trial, is to offend our sense 
of humanity, morality and religion.

Lovers of liberty cling tenderly and 
too exclusively to freedom of speech. 
Why should not those who are patriot- 
feally inclined give some attention to 
freedom of silence? Why should they 
not create a code of conduct whereby 
one would not lose ¢aste or be regarded 
as an offish, unsocial fellow merely be- 
cause he declines to accept every chal- 
lenge of conversation or to encourage 
every approach of gossip? If, while I 
am walking home through the park at 
night, desiring opportunity for the se- 
rene and undiverted qpntemplation of 
‘the beauties of the hour and the land- 
gcapé, the greatest living bore over- 
takes me and seeks to make the journey 
with me, why should I not be permitted 
to ignore his presence and conversa- 
tional platitudes and live my own life 
and not be mixed up with his inconse- 
quential interests?

THE BRESHKOVSKY SCHOOLS.

A bright spot in the darkness of Eu- 
rope has been the group of boarding 
schools for vroor children organized by 
Catherine 3reshkovsky, ‘‘the Little 
Grandmother of the Russian Revolu- 
tion.’’ When the Bolsheviki seized -the 


Kiosk. Everything had Government, she escaped from Russia, 
and 


and after various vicissitudes visited 
friends. Being unable to return to Rus- 
sia, she went to Russian Carpathia, 
now a part of the Czechoslovak Repub- 
lic, and devoted herself to helping the 
orphans there. 

The people of that region are of Rus- 
sian stock, very poor and ignorant, but 
eager to learn. She says they are ad- 
mirably endowed by nature, both physl- 
cally and mentally. With means given 
by American friends, she started schools 
where several hundred poor.children are 
fed, clothed and educated. They are 
trained to become artisans, teachers, 
&c., besides being taught to be good 
citizens. 

The excellence of the work done in 
these schools has commended them to 
all who-have visited them; and _ they 
have been ‘alded by Hoover’s organiza- 
tlon and by the American Junior Red 
Cross. But now, with the withdrawal 
of these societies from Czechoslovakia, 
Mme. Breshkovsky is left dependent 
upon her own exertions to raise money 
for her schools. It is a hard struggle, 
and her health is breaking under the 
strain. She writes to me: 

‘‘We never feel sure of tomorrow. It 
is hard to have to rely only upon your 


jown energy. All the missions, such as 


the Y. M. ©. A., Methodists, &c., are so 
well organized and supplied that their 
members are sure they will encounter 
no unexpected changes. With us it is 
quite different. It is a constant 
struggle. But we never turn back. We 
search and find new means; we wait 
somewhat, and then we continue.”’ 

These schools are doing a béautiful 
and much-needed work. They are the 
apple of Mme.

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Rights of the States. 


To the Editor of The New York Times; 

It was the purpose of the framers of 
the Constitution of the United States 
and of the people in its adoption to 
create a central government to function 
in respect to the relations of the people 
of the United States with the outer 
world and the relations of the States 
and their respective peoples with each 


other and to leave unimpaired to_ the |, 


people of each State the right to govern 
themselves locally through their own 
State Legislature under their State 
Constitutions. This assignment of dis- 
tinct spheres to the respective govern- 
ments was neither accidental nor ex- 
perimental. It sprang from conviction 
and they were determined that it should 
be permanent. We talk about home 
rule. To those fathers whose sagacity 
we still praise it was a religion. They 
felt the need of a central government, 
but they were determined that it should 
not impair their local self-government, 
any more by insidious encroachment 
than by brutal usurpation. 

The majority of the convention that 
framed the Constitution of the United 
States thought it was beyond the in- 
genuity of man tor work, through the 
Censtitution or any of its machinery, 
impairment of this right of home rule. 
But the people were not satisfied. 
Seven of the thirteen States accepted it 
only on the assurance of amendment. 
One of these, New York, declared in 
ratifying that all of her local power and 
jurisdiction not then and there surren- 
dc remained inviolable and would 
not ask for an amendment to make it 
clear lest she admit that it was in 
doubt. Massachusetts, New Hampshire, 
Virginia, South Carolina, North Caro- 
lina and Rhode Island insisted on 
amendment to remove all doubt on this 
point and the last two refused to come 
in until it had been proposed by Con- 
gress. But for the assurance that the 
people everywhere, even in those States 
whose convention had ratified the Con- 
stitution, were so clamorous for amend- 
ment that it was sure to be made, the 
Constitution as it came from the general 
convention would never have gone into 
effect. 

Ten amendments to. the Constitution 
were proposed by the first Congress and 
ratified by the States. The tenth de- 
clares that ‘‘ the powers not delegated 
by the Constitution to the United States 
and not prohibited by it to the States, 
are reserved to the States respectively- 
or to the people.”” We are prone to re- 
gard the tenth amendment as meaning 
merely that what the Constitution, in 
its then present shape, did not do, was 
not done by the Constitution in its then 
present shape. Its authors intended no 
Such redundancy. The amendment was 
proposed in response to a demand con- 
temporary with the ratification of the 
Constitution that inviolability of State 
local home rule be for- 
It was accepted by the 
States in the belief that it had ac- 
complished that agaurance. 

Alexander Hamilton was answering 
the fear which more‘than anything else 
embittered opposition to the Constitu- 
when he said he himself would 
have none of it ‘‘ were the laws of the 
Union to penetrate the recesses of 
private life." 

Every government which existed at 
that time existed of its own, right and 
drew authority from itself. Such rights 
as the people had had been given to 
them, sometimes in response to rude 
cemards, but nevertheless given. They 
more in England than anywhere, 
even Magna Charta was a promise 
in the majestic plural that “we will 
oe I 
of Parliament which Parliament 
repeal. The American people reversed 
the principle. They declared that all 
pewer springs from themselves and that 
all sovereignty remains in themselves. 
They created their several governments, 
State and national, by written warrant. 
In each, either for their better gov- 
ernment or for the guaranteeing of in- 
dividual rights, they declared that there 
were certain things that overnment 
could not do. Thus to our Constitution 
in that larger sense, the rinciple is 
essential that government is not self- 
existent; that lawmakers have no in- 
herent power; that government exists 
by charter’from the people, and that no 
branch of government has power to 
change the form of government or its 
own powers. ‘This principle is obvious 
in the Federal and in every State Con- 
stitution. The framers of the Consti- 
tution were somewhat fearful that time 
might show that they had conferred 
upon the National Government . more 
power than they intended; that there 
were avenues they did not see by which 
it might encroach upon the jurisdiction 
of the States or the rights of the peo- 
ple. They, therefore, inserted in the

We may bé bound to obey that paper 
as it exists and changes from day to 
day, but it is only to a steadfast faith 
and a coherent, stable governmental 
scheme that we can be loyal. In the onl 
sense in which a constitution can cal 
for devotion, the American Constitution 
is: That central government should be 
of specific and gtrictly limited function: 
that the power of the people to govern 
themselves locally through their own 
Legislatures under their own State Con- 
stitutions is inviolable; that governments 
are created by the people and that legis- 
lative bodies have no power to alter the 
form in which the people have cast their 
government, or impair such rights as 
the people have chosen to guarantee to 
themselves as individuals.

Amendment to the Constitution of the 
United States requires no reference to 
the people.

According- 
ly, they turned to that instrumentality, 
and by a “bloc” formation and show 
of balance of political power they pro- 
cured the proposal and ratification of 
the Eighteenth Amendment.

The lagteeture of each State, acting 
separately, is a mere agency of the peo- 
ple of that State with powers strictly 
limited in its creation. Acting in con-

States to amend the Constitution of the 


| United States, it may do what it pleas 
jand is master of the very people that 
jcreated it. Every State Constitution 
may prohibit its legislature and the 
Constitution of the Tnitea States may 
prohibit Congress from invading some 
cherished personal right, and.neither 
acting separately, can evade that prohi- 
bition. If, however, they choose to act 
together the prohibition is mere breath. 
When they act together to amend-whe 
Constitution of the United States, thay

And so today they cry 
to you, to me, ‘' Don’t desert us; send us 


help or we perish.”’

EVEN BEES HELP IN SEARCH 


Question of Which Buds Attract 
Honeymakers Has Important 


Bearing on the Case. 


HILH writers of mystery sto- 
ries have been borrowing 
from science for the improve- 


ment of detective methods, | 


Dr. F. K. Richtmyer of Cor- 
nell University and Dr. F. B.:. Lutz of 
the American Museum of Natural His- 
tory have been borrowing detective 
methods for scientific research in the 
last year. They have been engaged by 
the National Research Council to sdive 
one of the important-problems of sci- 
ence. It is essentially a detective job, 


requiring the most delicate kind of trail- | 


ing, spying, spotting and inside work. 
The mere statement of the mystery 
does not suggest false whiskers, marked 
bills and the dictaphone. The problem 
is simply, ‘‘ Why have flowers ‘color? ’”’ 
The solution is more important, tn the 
view of the Council, than the clearing 
up of twenty unexplained murders. 
Until recently, it was assumed, on 
orthodox Darwinian lines, that flowers 
had developed colors to attract pol- 


lonating insects whose visits were neces- | 


sary for the manufacture of seeds. But 
recently this theory 
fenged. Experiments have indicated 
that insects may be color-blind. Some 
apparently cannot see red. Why should 
flowers be red if bees, moths and other 


pollenating insects cannot see red? Why } 


should they display other hues, brilliant 
to the human eye but apparently in- 
visible to insects? 

Other experiments indicated that if 
the bee, the moth and the fly are blind 
to some colors that we see they can 
gee other colors invisible to us.

Dr. Richtmyer, a physicist of Cornell, 
and Dr. Lutz, an entomologist of the 
American’;Museum of Natural History, 
were chosen to work out the fine de- 
tective devices needed for sleuthing 
among insects and flowers. 

The investigators were put on the case 
to discover whether flower colors, visible 
and invisible, are efficient in attracting 
imsects. If they are found efficient, the 
results are intelligible and in harmony 
with prevailing evolutionary theories. If 


they are found inefficient, another awk- 
ward question mark will be raised before 


has been chal-| 


scientists who. are seeking to,explain the 
processes of evolution, 

An évahgelist might be expected to put 
forward the explanation that flowers 


are beautiful so as to please the hum 
race. But there were flowers on ea& 
millions of years. before there were hu- 
man beings to appreciate them, The in- 
sects arrived millions of years ahead of 
the flowers. During: the carboniferous 
eriod there were insects as big as your 
at. The bees and similar insects came 
later, but arrived before—the flowers, 
which they help to cultivate. The flowers 
developed gpertymes undoubtedly to lure 
insects. ut they cannot have devel- 
oped colors on that account if ‘the: {n- 
sects are unable to see or distinguish 
the colors. : 

A year’s work on this. difficult caste 
haa produced good deal of informa- 
tion. ._Dr. Richtmyer has found. flowers 
which reflect no ‘ultra-violet color . at 
all, others which reflect it richly, others 
| which reflect it in varying proportions 
| and some which reflect it strongly from 
some parts of their surface and not at 
all from ‘other parts. The next step is 
| to discover whether a bee shows a pref- 
erence for flowers which are strong in 
ultra-violet coloring—whatever it may 
be—or whether. it is biased in favor of 
any particular color. é 

A year ago the only method for solv- 
ing the problem was leg-work. 6 sci- 
entist would have to pick out a bee and 
shadow it, following the bee from flower 
to flower and jotting down in his note- 
book like a Scotland Yard man_ what 
flowers the insect visited and what it 
overlooked, But it 4g difficult to: follow 
a bee on its rounds, because {it keeps 
darting off in unexpected directions and 
losing itself among the other bees in the 
|} same field. It would take many yagrs 
| of field work by many observers to Bet 
| enough statistics to establish what col- 
| orsta bee prefers. 

Here Dr. Lutz. tnvented a shortcut, an 
| armchair detective trick which enables a 
scientist in his laboratory to: gather 
facts in one day which the field worker 
|could not collect in a year. It might 
|be expressed briefly by saying that the 
| bee keeps a diary and that the investi- 
|}gator discovered a means of reading the 
| diary. Sherlock Holmes reconstructed 
|the route walked by his friend Watson 
|from the variations of mud stain on 
| Watson’s boots. Similar telltale entries 
|are recorded on the legs of the bee. 

They .are placed on file by the bee in 
ae his honey, so that his conduct 
|day by day for a whole season is regis- 
} tered in detail. 

The grains of pollen indicate where 
|a bee has been. Each flower has a 
different type of pollen grain. Under 
|} the microscope one is like a currycomb, 
|}another is a disk, a third is a lozenge, 

a fourth is covered with hair, a fifth is 
| twisted like a figure 8 and so on. A 
grain from any flower is distinguishable 
}from the grain of any other flower. 

Take a bee, the investigator found, 
|brush off his legs, examine the sweep- 
j/ings under a microscope, and from the 
|character of the grains {t is possible to 
tell every flower which -the bh has 
looted of honey on its last flight: 
| By another application of this’ method 
it is possible to lay bare the history of 
a given bee for months. In “storing 
honey in special cells for the young the 
|bee on each return to the hive deposits 
|} the pollen grains that stick to its hairy 
ilegs. Examination of the group of cells 
junder the microscope yields complete 
graphical data.” It is possible to tell 
what flowers the bee visited and which 
| were its favorites. \ 

An enormous amount of information 
lsbout a group of bees may be obtained 
l{n-@ short time by this method.

} searches before this information is of

Futuristic Postage Stamps 
Newest Thing in Philately 


Recently Created Nations of Eastern Europe Responsible for Some 


Odd Designs—Printing Presses 


Fast as Rables—Collectors Having Hard Time to Keep Up. 


OSTAGE stamp collecting has be- 
come a serious vocation since the 
war. As a result of the deluge 
of stamps turned out by the new 
European countries, the con- 

SBervative collector has regarded them as 
cheap‘ stickers,”’ many of which have 
atill to justify themselves for legitimate 
postal service. 

One of the interesting developments 1s 
the radical departure in designs by the 
new European countries. The futuristic 
tendency in art must be reckoned with 
in philately. Some of these new designs 
are palpably crude, but however mucn 
they lack the real artistic quality they 
are curious and doubtless will rank as 
object lessons of the unrest and un- 
settled conditions experienced by a large 
part of the civilized world. 

Germany has not escaped this futuris- 
tic tendency in stamp design, and in the 
issues of the republic some odd speci-| 
mens have appeared. The most uncouth 
design, perhaps, is that of the current 
20-mark stamp portraying, in a roughly) 
drawn manner, a man guiding a plow 
harnessed to ea horse. Lesser values 
show a man with a scythe mowing a/| 
field, and another is either a acene in 
@ blacksmith or forging shop with three | 
men over an anvil. The free State of 
Bavaria. in 1920 brought out some 
futuristic designs, one showing a man 
sowing seeds and another a man witha 
plow. The high ruble values of Russia | 





depict the Soviet symbols of the hammer 


and sickle. The highest value issued, | 


22,500 rubles, has for its main design | 
a hand clasping a large hammer. In the 
background are the smoking chimneys of 





factories, expressive more of a hope| 


than a reality. 


The little Republic of Georgia, carved | 
out of Russia, had in its first stainp | 


fasue of 1920 a rude figure of St. George. 
Poland, whose multiplicity of stamps 
has contributed to the burden of the 
twentieth century collector, has brought 
out some odd designs but also made its 
issues memorable by placing the por- 
trait of Paderewski on one denomina- | 
tion, when he was President of the! 
Council. Another bears the portrait of 
its President, Pilsudski. - Other coun-| 
tries which have contributed quaint and | 
futuristic designs for the stamp album 
are Czechoslovakia, Esthonia, Hun- 
gary, Lithuania, the Saar Province, 
Ukrania, Latvia, Fiume, Lichtenstein, 
Bulgaria and Central Lithuania. | 
The stamps c¢ Fiume, during the short 
and lively régime of d’Annunzio, had | 
some strange designs, one of the most | 
characteristic being the bald head2d/ 
d@’Annunzio’s portrait issue of 1920. Its} 
commemorative issue in the same year, | 
marking the anniversary of the occupa- | 
tion of Fiume by the soldier-poet, pos- } 
sessed some strange characteristics, one} 
representing six hands clasped on cand 
gers pointing downward. One interest- | 
ing set of stamps was the Soviet Repub- | 
lic issue of Hungary, put out in 1919, } 
one adorned with the portrait of Karl | 
Marx and the other four having large | 
heads of local Bolsheviki. 
Flood of New Issues. 
It has been stated that prior to the 
war about 1,000 new stamps were issued | 
annually throughout the world. In seven | 
years new issues have reached more than 
15,000. The record year was 1920, when} 
more than 2,800 varleties were issued. | 
Nineteen hundred and twenty-one had| 
about 2,200, and the present year will | 
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slizhtly exceed 1921. Some of these new | 
issues were retired within a few months] 
and promptly succeeded by other new 
issues. In other cases practically an en- | 
tire issue was sold to speculative syndi- | 
cates for resale to dealers and collectors. | 
Many of these sets may be purchased 
today at a reduced price. | 

These conditions have-ted many collec- | 
tors and dealers to ask whether postage | 
stamp collecting would become a burden, | 
losing the pleasure with which it has} 
been invested in the past. Another fac-/} 
tor indicates that stamp collecting is un- 
dergoing readjustment. This is the grow- 
ing tendency toward commercialization. | 
A recent issue of Scott’s Monthly Jour- | 
nal said: 

**Too many poverty-stricken and un- | 
ecrupulous Governments have learned 
that postage stamps offer an _ eas) 
gource of revenue, and do not hesitate 
to get all the money they can in that 
way. So long as dealers buy their stuff 
and the catalogues help to make a mar- 
ket by Msting it, these Governments will 
continue to grind it out.”’ 

This was part of a statement by the} 
Scott Stamp and Coin Company, the 
largest dcalers in this country, an- 
nouncing that it no longer would list 
stamps issued purely for propaganda or 
advertising purposes. Among the black- 
Mated issues the Malay-Borneo Exhibl- 
tion, the Costa Rica coffee sacks stamp 
end the Salvador stamps overprinted 
** Centenario ’’ were named. Costa Rica 
@ year or s0 ego issued a set com- 
memorative of the one-hundredth anni- 
versary of the introduction of coffee 
planting in that country. Later several 
etamnps were overprinted with a coffee 
gack. The Scott firm considered this 
an advertisement, and believes that such 
stamps are no more worthy to be listed 
than some of the New Zealand stamps 
which had private advertisements on | 
the back. This decision by the : 


Company has created a stir in the phila- 


telio world, 


“We may seem arbitrary in some of 
our acts,” continues the statement, “and 
Goubtiess we shall make mistakes, but 
we feel it is time to begin doing some- 
thing to stem the flood of unnecessary 
issues. If collectors, dealers and the 
makers of catalogues would decide to 
recognize only stamps that meet. postal

There are only two classes of stamp!“ original covers,’’ as they are called, |

investment clients, who are advised 
regarding purchases as carefully as a 
bond or stock. broker might advise a 


security investor. ‘‘ We are constantly 


having new collectors come to us who 
have money to spend and we invariably 
ask them whether they intend to collect 
for investment or pleasure,’’ remarked 
one dealer. “‘If for the latter, in buy- 


| ing general issues and trying to com- 
‘plete the issues of one or more coun- 


tries, they must not expect to get their 
money back. If for investment, we 
advise certain varieties of moderate 
extent which are steadily going up. 
There is, of cgurse, a gamblje in it, just 
like buying stocks, but by watching the 
stamp auction prices and the general 


| demand from year to year the stamp 


investor will soon be able to make as 
shrewd a guess as the dealer.”

For general postal uses, the $5° value 
is the highest ever issued by the United

and the fact that these invariably bring 
‘higher prices than stamps removed from 
envelopes proves that some collectors 
are carefully discriminating in speci-

Representative Ernest R. Ackerman of 
New Jersey, one of America’s promi- 
nent philatelists, has been specializing 
in the United States 5-cent stamp of 
| 1847, the first Government issue. He 
|has more than \250 copies, most of 
| them on the original envelopes and 
| bearing postmarks of diffetent- cities 
and towns. The stamp is not -particu- 
larly rare, being worth, in good single 
copies, about $5, but it is steadily ad- 
vancing and a few years ago was.quoted 
at $1.50. 

The logical result. of the chaotic con- 
dition in the philatelic world will be 
that collectors must devote their efforts 
more persistently to the issues of a few 
cauntries, the United States, Great 
Britain and the British colonies proba- 
ly being favored. With the exception 
of !ridiculously high values for some of 
the small colonies whose postal’ needs 
scercely warranted it, the postage 
| staynp history of Great Britain, as that 
of the United States, has been free 
from excessive commercialism and 
dubious issues. It is virtually tmpossi- 


ble today to collect the stamps of the 
world with any assurance of completing 
sets, and the genuine philatelist, how- 
ever great his means may! be, -will 
strive to\perfect his collections of a few 
favored, nations.

The largest arena in Madrid (there are 
two). seats 13,000 .people; in Barcelona 
the arenas are even larger, so are those 
in Seville, and there is never a single 
seat vacant during a performance. Next 
come the pens for the bulls, great num- 


bers of them, which often are brought in 
| weeks ahead from the farms or fanches. 


There is a large stable where the horses 
stand or lie on slanting cobblestones. 
They are fed straw for provender, as 
other food costs too. much, and water 
once in twenty-four hours, so that they 
are nothing more than skeletons whsn 
they go to their death. These horses 
are bought up weeks ahead, during the 
Winter months, and kept on their star- 
vation rationg until the season opens. 
There is an infirmary completely 
fitted up and a competent surgeon wit- 
nesses every “corrida’’ to attend the 
wounded. Seldom it-is that his services 
are not required; and too many times 
all the little -white beds are occupied 
after the carnage. Adjoining this mini- 
ature hospital is a Httle chapel, where 
most of the “ toreros’’ kneel before @ 
lighted altar and offer a prayer to their 
patron before going into the arena to 
play their hazardous gamble with death.

Change Must Be Gredual, 

It must be said ‘in justice to a large 
number of Spaniards that they not only 
disapprove of the bull fight, but never 
attend/ one, I have found that many 
Spaniards have witnessed fewer ‘‘ odr- 
ridas "’ than foreign residents or visitors 
who criticise them. harshly. There are 
not a few who have seen but one bull- 
fight in their lives and’ who will never 
sée another one. 

It often has been gaid that to take the 
““toros’”’ from the people would bring 
on revolutfon. This I do not believe to 
bo true: The Spaniard of the masses 
is a humble and docile soul. It ts the 
lower and middle classes that demand 
the ‘‘toros"’ as their only means of 
recreation. Why? They scarcely know 
themselves. Most of them disapprove 
of the cruelty to the horses, animale of 
superior intelligence and higher sensibili- 
ties than the bull, but. as it is customary 
to have horses they accept them with- 
out further comment, 

In expressing his ideas concerning the 
game the peasant or other average citi- 
zen shrugs his. shoulders and saya, ‘‘ Ah 
si, pero es una fiesta muy honita ” (Yes, 
we know, but it is a beautiful festivity), 
and so {ft is. .A “ corrida de toros"’ is 
voluptuous, brilliant and awe-insp{ring 
In it there is skill, grace, dexterity and 
unrivaled gayety, coupled with gruesome 
suffering, continuous exposition of}:

Above all, it is “la costumbre” (the 
custom), which ts a dominant factor in 
the make-up of the Spaniard. That to 
which he is accustomed, be ft ever so 
good or ever so bad, -# accepted as the 
inevitable. The laboring Spantard must 
have diversion. He is like all of his 
race, emotional, temperamental and a 
lover of the artistic and beautiful. The

OOTLEGGING has increased to| 
guch an extent between the/| 


Bahama Islands and the Florida 

coast that Nassau, capital of the 

Bahamas, has beoome the refuge 
of men who let nothing and no one 
stand in the way of their contraband 
trade, says a recent visitor there. As @ 
result a large element in this romantic 
city 187 miles to the east of Miami, Pia., 
is interested in little else but supplying 
the American bootlegger with liquor, 
reaping a reputation savoring of the 
years when Spanish outlaws ruled the 
Main. 


A sea captain who knows Nassau de- 
soribed -the. firm grip. taken upon the 
capital by bootleggers in a scramble for 
the riches of their business. He knows 
the gang; they know him. To use his 
name might.occasion ugly consequences. 

“When I start out for Nassau I feel 
uneasy until I am -back in port again,”’ 
he remarked. “‘ Bootleggers are a hard 
lot, not the kind of men you want to 


It {s°a city interested in little else but 
trading in Mquor and as a result it is 
becoming demoralized. 


“The waterfront is infested with the 
ugliest .lot ‘of men.I have ever seem 
They thitik nothing of a man’s life. 
They will kill a man for $10. It is that 
sort,.of inhabitant, the yery soum of 
humanity, which has taken hold on Nas- 
sau and which is making it an unde- 
sirable place in which to do a legitimate 
business or to: live. 

“Persons who are looked upon with 
suspicion—those suspested of knowing 
too much about the workings of the 
bootleggers or who seem to be prying 
too deeply into the affairs, of the Mquor 
traders—find Nassau an uncomfortable 
place in which to remain.

THe warning ‘was .empha- 
sized with a pistol poked against his 
ribs. He left for Miami. It happened 
that the gang Avhich ordered: him’ out of 
Nassau came over on the same boat, He 
would not go down to get his baggage 
while the men were there.”’ J 


“Smuggling of liquors into the United 
States from Nassau. is on the increase, 
the Captain said. ; 

‘“‘ Where 5,000 cases of Mquor were 
smuggled into this country from Nas- 
sau a year ago; there are at least 25,000, 
perhaps 50,000, cases brought in now. 
Two-steamships ere kept busy. hauling 
liquor from MWnegland, Scotland and 
France to-Nassau for the bootlegging 
trade. All kinds of beverages are 
brought over, mostly in bottles, unloaded 
in Nassau, and shipped in small loads 
to points outside the three-mile limit, 
where the liquor is picked up by fast 
motér boats and landed along the 
Florida coast. The bootleggers have au- 


tomobiles. waiting at. the places where 


the motor boats land. The liquor is 
transferred and carried {nto Miami and 
other places, where it is disposed of 
through regular means. Big profits are 
made in the trade. Men who did not

‘To fllustrate how profitable it is to 
handle this liquor, let me say that I 
know of instances where, Kentucky 
whisky, which had been shipped to 
England, was brought back! to Nassau | 
and then to Florida and sold at a b‘~ 
profit. Whisky seems to be wanted 
more than anything élse, and that te the 
kind of Hquor brought over in largest 
quantities.’’ 

Because of the profits, ‘it fs @fficult 
to'get a crew able to handle a ship for 
legitimate business, the oaptain re- 
marked. $ 

“Common sailors are offered wages 
from $100 to $125 or miore a month by 
men operating the amall liquor carrying 
vessels out of Nassau and perhaps are 
given a bonus of $100 for each trip,” he 
went | on. ‘Under those conditions, 
most of the seamen are working in the 
liquor trade,” 

The captain said that prohfbition en- 
forcement agents were not making 
sincere efforts to check bootlegging. 
They make spectacular raids once in 
a while for effect, he said, but charged 
that in most instances the bootleggers 
and agents .were working together.

the captain asked. ‘They can fo out 
and make that up fn a couple of hours.”

Dedicated to Volstead. 


RUM RUNNING OUTDONE 


Letters Home Tell About Benefits 
of “ Milk Diet "—Where Liquor 
Is Flowing Gold, 


EW YORK is noted for a tax 
on rum that makes the Stamp 
Act seem as low as a Demo- 


cratic tariff. And local drink- 

ers talk a good deal about the 
high price of &iquor. But the writer of 
this story, who recently has been wrung 
through a sanitarium’ for those who in- 
dulge too often, knows how expensive 
liquor can be, having seen a rich old 
soak reach into his pocketbook and pay 
sanitarium bootleggers a price which 
would make even Broadway blush. 

Some of the sanitariums supposed to 
help keep the nation dry really are 
eases for broken-down inebriates, and 
high-handed bootlegsers are thriving on 
their patronage. Nine out of every ten 
dipsomaniacs, as doctors call these con- 
firmed tipplers, are expressed to a san- 
ftarium by somewhat devoted relatives 
and the doting home folk who send the 
old soak to a sanitarium admittedly 
are ashamed of him. The out-of-town 
cure appears to them the one place 
where he can be trusted. But the op- 
posite is often true. The old soak’s 
wife is a@ worse enemy to nis esca- 
padeg than the doctors and police and 
revenue officers. And worst of all, she 
is incorruptible. Happily, there are no 
wives at a cure, but there are many 
persons who can be corrupted. 

Living far away from the dipsoma- 
niac’s fold, the reiatives of most black 
sheep do not know what goes on at a 
liquor cure. And speaking for himself, 
the wealthy old soak finds it is easy 
to keep up the bluff. His simple meth- 
ods are to avoid all doctors as much as 
possible and to write home about the 
** beneficial treatments.’’ 

The old soak enters a sanitarium, un- 
aware of his chances for drinking the 
bootleggers’ best. Usually the inebriate 
stranger in a strange town has no 
friend on the spot, as city dwellers have, 
to give him advance tips about the 
market. The serious men of medicine, 
academic followers of the psychologist, 
Freud, might analyze him into a pa- 
thetic figure. These doctors have stated 
that liquor is the shade of the drunk- 
ard’s suppressed desire. But the tippler 
is not so subtle about showing his own 
signs, and possibly would laugh back at 
Freud. 

The dipsomaniac is a queer sort when 
he first arrives at a cure. Each soak 
sbows that he is afraid of being watched 
by the other inmates, and that he will 
be suspected as a victim of relatives, 
which rather compromises his honor 
among soaks. All new tipplers at a 
sanitarium are reticent about talking to 
one another. But finally somebody 
starts conversation across the table, and 
the old soak gets acquainted. 

Stated in the tippler’s dry maxim, if 
‘nothing is ventured at a liquor cure 
nothing is gained. Formality is shat- 
tered, and things begin to warm up 
when old inebriates start to discuss the 
substitute for.coffee served at all Amer- 
ican sanitariums. In any ljquor cure 
the distance from coffee to prohibition 
makes a remarkably short Jump. The 
old soak und his new acquaintances gbe- 
come cronies by telling each other about 
their past drinking bouts. ! Each yarn 
gets wilder until the climax. The doc- 
tors would say that this was a sudden 
relapse of dipsomania. What happens 
fis that the first old soak just speaks to 
the second, and things are fixed for a 
meeting place. 

Usually that is the room of the first 
inepriate, where, among other things, | 
there is pure distilled water, which has 
its uses, especially as a mixture for the 
fluids which come in long black bottles, 
hidden under the bed. After a first ses- 
sion the newcomer learns where to ob- 
tain hig elixir for future emergencies. 
Thereafter he may be counted upon as 
a steady patron of the bootleggers. Al 
he need do is to remember a telephone } 
number and ‘‘ keep mum ”’ about his se- | 
cret, which also is the secret of practi- 
_cally all his fellow-soaks. 

Once liquor has been obtained there 
is no end to the downfall of the dipso- | 
maniac, who decides that he has found 
a pretty good sort of place. His next} 
act is to write an innocent letter to the | 
home folk—that is\ innocent in its} 
humorous .irony. The inebriate who] 
never has. been known to take milk |

The orthodox system of running rum 
at a sanitarium is easier than the out- 
sider would suppose. But the _ tippler 
is told by the town bootleggers of count- 
less difficulties. In order to be robbed 
all of the vietims are required to 
memorize the language and tricks of the 
trade. This method fs called a “ stall,’’ 
and is e~ninyed so that the dipsomaniac 
will be impressed with respect for the

This man turns out to 
be no Samaritan, for before leaving the 
old soak he fleeces him of all the money 
he can get—frequently all he has. 

In one liquor cure tewn business for 
bootleggers is so profitable that the 
liquor men have organized into what is 
known among themselves as “ One Big 
Union ’’ to keep out competition. 

The stories told among the old soaks | 
to illustrate the cleverness of their boot- | 
jeggérs are endless and a matter for 
constant debate. One of the best dealt 
with the revenge taten on a revenue 
officer sent to the sanitarium, for the 
cure. He suffered a relapse, and found 
out from some of the dipsomaniacs 
where he could get a drink, This place, 
an old-time saloon tn the chain of 
spenk-easies, was closed to all appear- 
ances from the outside. But a back 
door opened.to a certain knock. 

The bootleggers were ‘warned in ad- 
vance by an agent at the sanitarium ang 
were waiting for the officer to arrive. | 
When he got there he was taken into 
the saloon by the mysterious door. All 
talk was whispered and one guttering 
candle, on _a greasy bar, served for a 
light. ‘‘‘ What you gonna have?’ the 
bootlegger demanded, bending over the 
bar and making some bottles jingle.

‘‘Tt has been. said of institutions such 
as ours that, they either progress or go 
backward; they cannot stand still. In 
other words, no change would be either 
retrogression or progression. In our 
case it would seem to be progression, 
due to the peculiar circumstances. You 
will remember that a year ago we had 
just finished our remarkable. member- 
ship drive, which in a space of two 
months increased our membership 86 per 
cent. We started this year with the 
largest membership in the history of the 
association. Many of our members 
were new to the association and had 
never attended a meeting, but had come 
in during the excitement and enthusi- 
asm of the membership drive. It was 
not to be expeeted that all such mem- 
bers would continue to remain with us 
when dues for the secend half of the 
year were levied. It is surprising and 
very gratifying to know that very few 
of these new members failed to retain 
their membership and the few we lost 
were replaced by new applicants. 

‘‘The important changes which I have 
mentioned are: 

“1. The creationg of the Plan and 
Scope Committee. 

**2.:The subdivision of certain commit- 


tees. 

‘*3. The revision of the by-laws 

““4. The establishment of a bureau of 
exchange of information concerning ap- 
plicants for space. 

“I feel that I should urge tipon you 
the advisability of continuing this com- 
mittee. It can be of great assistance to 
the President and of consequent bene- 
fit to the association. 

“On account of the increased~mem- 
bership of our association, which results 
in more work for the committees, and 
because of the various classes of prop- 
erty represented, such as downtown of- 
fice buildings, loft buildings, uptown of- 
fice buildings and apartment houses, it 
was considered wise to divide the Bm- 
ployes Committee and the Committee 
on Rental Conditions each into four 
parts, each part representing one of 
those classes of property which I have 
mentioned, and each part being com- 
posed of members controlling property in 
its class. Consequently, both these 
committees were divided into four sub- 
committees, the chairman of each sub- 
committee being a vice-chairman of the 
whole committee, 

“The first test of working under this 
plan showed an excellent result in the 
final complete report of the Employes 
Committee. This committee was able to 
collect data of greater accuracy and 
in larger quantity than would have been 
possible under the old plan. 

Tt also became apparent in the func- 
tioning of the Committee on Rental Con- 
ditions that such a plan was not only 
practical, but actually worked more 
efficiently than it could possibly have 
Game without sub-dividing the commit- 
ee 

‘The interests represented in our as- 
sociation are so varied that it seems to 
me necessary to subdivide certain com- 
mitte in order to best serve the inter- 
ests of our membership. 

At the last meeting of the Executive 

Committee a bureau for the exchange of 
information concerning applicants who 
wish to rent space was established. This 
will be a list of names of tenants or 
former tenants of our members. All 
of our members who will are requested 
to send the names of such tenants as 
they desire to the executive office.. There 
the names will be filed in alphabetical 
order, and opposite each name will ap- 
pear a number which will identify the 
2nember ‘sending in the name. No other 
information will appear. When a mem- 
ber has an application for space to thos 
he may telephone the executive office, 
and tf the name of the applicant 
pears in the file the member asking: te 
he information will be given the name 
of that member who sent the name in, 
and he can then go to that member and 
| learn what he knows about the desirabil- 
ity of the applicant as a tenant. 

““The Executive Committee appropri- 
ated a small amount of money for the 
establishment of this bureau. The suc- 
cessful working of this plan will depend

Bar Association Committee Has 
Completed the Draft of a 
Uniform Law. 


BANKERS SAID. TO FAVOR IT 


Present Laws Said to Be Ineffective 
and the Cause of Many 
Annoyances. 


The Legislative Committee of the 
American Bar Association has compiled 
a ‘‘ uniform fiduciary act’’ in response 
to a demand by banking and commercial 
interests the country over that some- 
thing be done to stabilize the law deal- 
ing with trustees and other fiduciaries. 

The association began in 1919 to form- 
ulate such a law to be submitted to the | 
various States for enactment. ptastbe 
work was accomplished at a meeting 
in San Francisco this year, and now the 
committee is on the point of recommend- 
ing the completed draft to State Legis- 
latures for passage this Winter. 


The Legislative Committee has issued | 


a ‘pamphlet which says: 

‘Under the present law it is doubt- 
ful how far a bank receiving fiduciary 
funds on deposit should inquire into the 
conduct of the fiduciary. As a practical 
matter such an inquiry is impossible. 
The act provides that a bank shall not 
be Hable for receiving or paying out 
fiduciary funds if it acts in good faith, 
unless it derives a personal advantage 
by receiving payment out of the fidu- 
ciary funds of its own claim against the 
fiduciary as an individual. Under the 
common law rule jit is always possible 
for a dishonest fiduciary to withdraw 
cash and to deposit it in his own name

Another month of the most successful 
year in the history of the building in- 





dustry of the United States has added 
Mew accomplishments to the records. | 

With material and labor costs still 
holding firm, in fact, revealing an up-| 
ward trend in many localities, the | 
Volume of building operations for the 
whole country, during November, has | 
maintained substantially the same per- 
centage of increase over the correspond- 
ing period of 1921 as was shown in 
October, approximately 20. 

The figures indicate the increase for 
November over last year to be about 
$38,000,000 for the entire country. 
Based on the most accurate information |} 
obtainable at this time total building 
operations for the month were approxi- 
mately $278,000,000, making a total for 
the eleven months period, Jan. 1 to Dec. 
1 of about $3,578,000,000. 

With a continuation of building 
operations at the rate which now seems 
probable, the year 1922 will stand as 
the greatest period in the annals of the 
building industry, having to its credit 
a total of about three and three-quarter 
billion dollars or more than twice as 
much as the year 1916, generally ac- 
cepted as the pre-war normal period. 

Practically every State and city of 
importance in the country has, during 
the eleven months of the present year, 
a@urpassed its total of building for the 
entire year of 1921. The seasonal de- 
cline, which is usually pronounced in 
November, has this year been excep- 
tionally light throughout the country. 

Despite some apprehension in other 
industries as regards approaching short- 
age of labor, with a possible increase of 
wages, reports on the 
in the building industry indicate that 
conditions generally became decidedly 
more stabilized during November, ex- 
cepting in New York City. 

While building costs are high, In com- 
parison with pre-war levels, it is worthy 
of special note that these conditions 
have neither retarded present activities, 
in the aggregate, nor, to any serious ex- 
tent, influenced building plans for the 
immediate future.
